REVIEW OF THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
MARKETING LEGISLATION IN CANADA 


The British Columbia Produce Marketing Act, 1927 was the first 
attempt by Canadian farmers to set up a producer-controlled marketing 
Organization as an alternative approach to the problems of low income 
and fluctuating prices in agriculture. It was felt that the formation of 
this type of organization would strengthen the bargaining position of 
farmers in the marketplace, and would also promote a better distribu- 
tion of farm produce. In 1931, however, the Supreme Court of Canada 
ruled that the fulfillment of the British Columbia Produce Marketing 
Act interfered with interprovincial trade, and that the levy imposed on 
producers constituted an indirect tax. As both these are within federal 
jurisdiction, the British Columbia Produce Marketing Act, 1927 was 
declared ultra vires. 


As the effect of the depression worsened, producers in several 
agricultural sectors throughout Canada exerted pressure on the Federal 
Government, requesting that national legislation be enacted to regulate 
marketing of Canadian farm products. The National Farm Products 
Marketing (Canada) Act of 1934 established the Dominion Marketing 
Board. This Board not only regulated marketing, but was able to dele- 
gate regulatory power to local commodity boards, provided the 
Dominion Board controlled most of the interprovincial and international 
trade of the particular product. The Board could also have delegated 
its powers of regulating competitive imports. All producers of a given 
product had to be licensed and were, therefore, controlled by the local 
commodity board. 


Sometimes, it was difficult to set up local commodity boards and 
in these cases the Dominion Board took full responsibility. The entire 
system meant that once a local commodity board was set up, the 
market probably would not be upset by imported products. Any 
disruption caused by interprovincial trade was referred to the Dominion 
Board. 


By 1935, some 22 marketing plans had been recommended to 
Governor-in-Council. While these were in the process of establish- 
ment, the Supreme Court of Canada decided to examine the legality 
of the Act. By 1935, the Act was declared ultra vires and repealed 
because powers invested in the Dominion Marketing Board involved 
not only interprovincial and international trade, but also local trade. 


Three provinces swiftly passed marketing Acts which were nearly 
identical to the Federal Act of 1934. By 1938, farm leaders from across 
Canada recommended that every province pass a Marketing Act, and 
that the Federal Government pass legislation dealing with interpro- 
vincial and international trade. By 1940, all provinces but Quebec had 
passed marketing legislation. The invocation of the War Measures Act 
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following the outbreak of war in Europe gave the Federal Government 
powers of regulation and control even more far-reaching than those 
in the proposed marketing bill. 


It was not until 1945 that farm leaders and government officials 
began work on the Agricultural Products (Canada) Act which eventu- 
ally passed in 1949. This Act enabled the Federal Government to 
authorize provincial boards to regulate interprovincial and international 
trade in various products. The Act, as amended in 1957, also delegated 
authority for marketing boards to raise levies on a provincial basis. 


The various provincial marketing Acts empower the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council to establish supervisory provincial marketing 
boards whose main function is to facilitate and assist in the establish- 
ment of local commodity boards. In several provinces, a local commodity 
board cannot be established without a vote from the producers. In 
other provinces, approval from the provincial board also depends on 
the vote of marketers. In Quebec, a marketing plan may designate a 
professional syndicate instead of a board of producers to control 
marketing. Manitoba's legislation provides for marketing commissions 
which represent producers, marketers, other members of the agri- 
business sector and consumers. 


A limitation common to all existing legislation lay in the inability 
of the local board to control the inflow of farm products from other 
provinces into a local market. Local market stabilization was therefore 
frustrated. Moreover, there was no effective way of coordinating the 
activities of local commodity boards at the national level. 


To forestall difficulties which could be caused by this situation 
(e.g. the recent ““Chicken and Egg War’’), the Farm Products Marketing 
Agencies Act of 1972 (Exhibit 1) established the National Farm 
Products Marketing Council and authorized the initiation of national 
marketing agencies for various farm products. The Council coordinates 
activities leading up to the development of a marketing plan, and 
works with agencies to promote interprovincial and export trade. The 
Council is responsible to the Minister of Agriculture for Canada. 


ACTIVITIES OF THE NATIONAL FARM 
PRODUCTS MARKETING COUNCIL 


1. APPOINTMENT OF COUNCIL MEMBERS 


On March 28th, 1972, the Minister of Agriculture, the Hon. H. A. 
(Bud) Olson announced the appointment of six members to the Na- 
tional Farm Products Marketing Council, effective April 1st, 1972. 

MR. PAUL BABEY, former President of the Farmers’ Union of 
Alberta and long-time leader of farm organizations, is Chairman of the 
Council. Mr. Babey who has been involved in Canadian farm product 
market development, nationally and internationally, served in various 
Capacities in the Canadian Federation of Agriculture, National Farmers’ 
Union, and Unifarm, was Vice-Chairman of the Environment Con- 
servation Authority of Alberta, and is a member of the Economic 
Council of Canada. 

The Council's Vice-Chairman, MR. REAL ROY of Boucherville, 
Quebec was a Director of LeGrade, a packing company operated by 
the Co-op Fédérée de Québec, and has been prominent in several 
other operations of the Co-op. He has also been President of both the 
Meat Packers’ Council of Canada (Quebec), the Eastern Feed Grain 
Manufacturers’ Association, and Vice-President of the Agricultural 
Institute of Canada. 

The other members of the Council are: 

MR. RALPH FERGUSON who is a Director and former President 
of the Alvinston Fair Board. He was a member of the Federation of 
Agriculture, the Crop Improvement Association, the Beef Improvement 
Association, the Farmers’ Union and the Lambton County Crop 
Improvement Association. He has also served at the county level on 
several provincial commodity boards, such as Ontario Egg and Fowl 
Board, the Ontario Bean Board, and the Ontario Hog Producers’ 
Marketing Board, as well as on the executive of the Ontario Junior 
Farmers Association. 

MR. J. ADRIEN LEVESQUE is a member of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces Board of Trade. A Native of New Brunswick and a graduate in 
agriculture, Mr. Lévesque was district representative from 1949 to 
1960. He was Minister of Agriculture and Rural Development for the 
Province of New Brunswick from 1960 to 1970 and was extensively 
involved in marketing at both producer and government levels. 

MR. HECTOR HILL, who is a member of the Nova Scotia 
Agricultural Marketing Board. He is a former President of the Nova 
Scotia Federation of Agriculture and of the Annapolis Valley Fruit 
Growers Finance Co-operative. Mr. Hill served on the executive of the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, and also as a councillor and 
warden of the Colchester Council. He is a former Mayor of Truro and 
President of the Union of Nova Scotia Municipalities. 
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MR. ALBERT VIELFAURE who was appointed Director of the 
Manitoba Hog Marketing Commission in July 1970, and a Director of 
the Manitoba Hog Producers’ Marketing Board in January, 1972. 
He is a former member of the Manitoba Legislature for La Verendrye 
constituency from 1963 to 1968. 


These men have brought to the Council extensive knowledge of 
several different aspects of agriculture, including hog and poultry 
production, provincial farm product marketing board operation, and 
provincial government policies. 


2. HEADQUARTERS 


In accordance with Section 11 of the Farm Products Marketing 
Agencies Act, the City of Ottawa was designated as the headquarters 
of the National Farm Products Marketing Council. Temporary office 
space was first obtained in the Varette Building from April 1st to June 
30th, 1972. Permanent office space was later leased in the Booth 
Building, 7th Floor at 165 Sparks Street, Ottawa. Council and its staff 
took occupancy as of July 1st, 1972. 


3. FORMAL ORGANIZATION 


Immediately following Council's initial meeting, its members were 
involved in discussions with Canadian egg producers, who were desi- 
rous of implementing a national egg marketing plan in 1972. Similar 
discussions were also held with © 2nadian turkey producers who also 
wanted to have a national turkey marketing plan implemented. In view 
of the urgency of getting these plans implemented and the magnitude 
of the preparatory work needed in this connection, it was not possible 
for Council members to devote more of their time and attention to the 
development of an organization for Council. 


To ensure its effective operations, Council's executive and support 
staff, therefore, consisted mainly of individuals seconded from other 
Government departments and agencies, such as the Canada Depart- 
ment of Regional Economic Expansion, Canada Department of Agri- 
culture, the Economic Council of Canada and the Canadian Livestock 
Feed Board. 


The formal operating structure was designed to meet. the needs 
for administration, information, research, liaison and consultations so 
as to enable the Council to carry out its duties, and to achieve its 
objectives under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act. 


This type of organization must rely heavily on its small but com- 
petent staff who bring to the Council proven experience and ability. 
Such a group will be able to carry out the responsibilities necessary to 
the objectives of Council as set out in the Farm Products Marketing 
Agencies Act. 


4. STAFF 


Council's executive staff is: 

H. V. WALKER, Executive Director (commenced Decem- 
ber 1st, 1972): formerly Director of Economic Research, 
Canadian Livestock Feed Board. Manager, Natural Resource 
Studies, Canada Department of Regional Economic Expansion. 
L. P. KAVANAGH, Director, Administrative Services (com- 
menced April 5th, 1972): Assistant Chief, Administration, 
Economic Council of Canada. 

R. ROGER, Legal Counsel (commenced with the establish- 
ment of the Council): Legal Counsel, Justice Department. 


5. ESTABLISHMENT OF NATIONAL FARM 
PRODUCTS MARKETING AGENCY 


As stipulated in Section 6 of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies 

Act, the duties of the Council are: (a) to advise the Minister of Agri- 
culture on all matters relating to the establishment and operation of 
agencies under the Act with a view to maintaining and promoting an 
efficient and competitive agricultural industry; (b) to review the 
operations of agencies so as to ensure that they carry out their opera- 
tions in accordance with the objectives set out in Section 22 of the 
Act; and, (c) to work with agencies in promoting more effective 
marketing of farm products in interprovincial and export trade. 
In carrying out these duties, the Council shall consult, on a con- 
tinuing basis, with the governments of all provinces having an in- 
terest in the establishment or the exercise of the powers of any one or 
more agencies under this Act or, with any body or bodies established 
by the government of any province to exercise powers similar to those 
of the Council in relation to intraprovincial trade in farm products. 

In its initial year of operation, Council was involved in coordin- 
ating the establishment and operation of national marketing agencies 
for farm commodities. The first applications to form national marketing 
agencies were from the producers of eggs and turkeys. 


(i) CANADIAN EGG MARKETING 
AGENCY | 


The Canadian Egg Producers Council submitted a pro- 
posal to the National Farm Products Marketing Council for a 
national egg marketing plan for Canada on 9th of August, 
1972. This proposal was designed to eliminate the recurrent 
cycles of production and prices in the egg industry. The 
essential elements of the plan are: 

a) the establishment of provincial egg marketing boards 
in each province, and a national agency to exercise 
the necessary authorities and administer the plan. At 
this time such Boards exist in all provinces. This pro- 
posal calls for the establishment of a national agency; 
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b) the allocation of shares of the overall market to be 
enjoyed by the producers of each province, and the 
regulation of marketings to meet those allocations; 

c) the adjustment of provincial shares as required from 
time to time; 

d) the establishment of the size of the total market which 
will be the target level of marketing for all Canadian 
producers, and adjustment of that target level as 
required from time to time; 

e) the regulation of marketings of individual producers 
in accordance with overall provincial allocations by 
means of quotas, in such a way that together with 
unregulated production, provincial marketings will 
correspond to overall provincial allocations; 

f) the definition of the conditions under which trade in 
eggs may take place within and between provinces 
and for export; 

g) the orderly management of prices and the flow of 
product to market, including removal of unneeded 
product from the shell egg market for use in proces- 
sing for food use; 

h) the regulation of imports of eggs for the protection of 
the plan as may be necessary and by means to be 
determined. The authorities for action in this connec- 
tion are held by the Federal Government but are not 
contained in the Farm Products Marketing Agencies 
Act; 

i) the concurrent and coordinated exercise of Federal 
authority over interprovincial and export trade and 
the imposition of levies, and provincial authority in 
interprovincial trade; and, 

j) the assignment of administrative responsibilities to 
the provincial and federal! levels of authority respecti- 
vely, and arrangements for their coordinated exercise. 


Following the receipt of this proposal, public hearings were 
held to inquire into the merits of establishing a national egg 
marketing agency in Ottawa (September 14th, 1972), 
Moncton (September 19th, 1972), and Calgary (September 
22nd, 1972). These hearings provided an opportunity for 
interested citizens to express their views on the proposal. 


Considerable efforts were put into ensuring that adequate 
participation and response from the public were received. On 
August 16th, 1972 a press conference was held in Ottawa to 
announce the hearings. Advertisements for the hearings were 
published in the Canada Gazette and in several daily and 
weekly Canadian newspapers. In addition, through the 
Information Division, Canada Department of Agriculture, 
announcements were carried On numerous radio stations. 
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Copies of the proposal from the Canadian Egg Producers 
Council were supplied on request. Numerous associations, 
farm organizations, the Consumer's Association of Canada, 
farm commodity boards, agri-business groups and university 
personnel participated in the hearings. 

At each hearing, the Chairman of the Canadian Egg Pro- 
ducers Council presented the proposal for an egg marketing 
agency. After the presentation, discussions were held to 
clarify any difficult points. In total, 45 submissions were 
presented at the three hearings. 

The proceedings of the hearings have now been published. 
After an in-depth study of the proposal and the submissions, 
consultations with provincial governments, and a review of 
other presentations, it was evident that the majority of citizens 
participating in the hearings was in favour of the establishment 
of a national agency. Consequently, Council recommended 
the establishment of such an agency to the Federal Minister of 
Agriculture. 

The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency was established 
with effect from December 15th, 1972 by Order-in-Council 
#1972-2966 dated 12 December, 1972, and has established 
its headquarters in the Royal Trust Building, Ottawa. On 
January 12th, 1973 the Minister of Agriculture presented the 
Egg Marketing Agency with a cheque for $100,000 to help 
defray expenses during its first year of operation. 


(i) PROPOSAL FOR A NATIONAL 
TURKEY MARKETING PLAN 


In November, 1972 the National Turkey Coordinating 
Committee submitted to the National Farm Products Marketing 
Council a proposal for a national turkey marketing plan. The 
plan sought the establishment of a turkey marketing agency 
with the following functions: 

a) to determine the quantity of turkey meat required to 

satisfy consumers’ demand; 

b) to establish an equitable system for allocating market 

shares among participating provinces; 

c) to provide for fair and stable producer prices; and, 

d) to plan for the development of the total turkey 

industry. 

Public hearings into the merits of establishing a national 
turkey marketing agency were held in Ottawa (February 15th, 
1973), Truro, Nova Scotia (February 19th, 1973) and Vancou- 
ver (February 22nd, 1973). The submissions made at the 
hearings, other representations, and studies now underway at 
the Council are being reviewed to determine whether there 
is consensus with respect to the desirability of establishing a 
national turkey marketing agency. Recommendations will be 
submitted by Council to the Minister of Agriculture. 
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(ii) BROILERS 

Negotiations are being held among the various provinces 
with respect to the preparation of a national marketing plan 
for broilers. There is consensus among the provinces as to the 
need for such an agency, and it is anticipated that a proposal 
for a national broiler marketing plan will be forthcoming in the 
not too distant future. 


(iv) OTHER FARM COMMODITIES 


Discussions and consultations are also underway with 
other commodity groups such as hogs, sheep, vegetables and 
apples to assess the potential for national marketing plans 
under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act. 


6. COMMUNICATIONS AND PUBLIC 
INFORMATION 


Council has initiated and maintained contacts through meetings 
with various federal and provincial government departments and 
agencies that are involved in the production and marketing of Canadian 
farm products. Meetings have been held with national producer groups 
and other farm organizations, as well as other private institutions that 
are concerned with the problems of marketing of Canadian farm 
products. Council and its staff have actively participated in numerous 
meetings, seminars, conferences and workshops that have direct or 
indirect implications for the objectives and functions of the National 
Farm Products Marketing Council. 

Apart from publishing the proceedings of the public hearings con- 
ducted prior to the establishment of the National Egg Marketing Agency, 
the Council has actively encouraged wide understanding among the 
farming and marketing community as to the Council's purpose and 
responsibility. Brochures, radio and TV interviews and numerous 
seminars have all helped in this process. 


7. RESEARCH 


An important part of the Council’s work has been in research, not 
only to analyze data but to discover new information sources. Material 
on production (national and provincial), marketing outlets, sales 
figures, exports and imports are all being assembled by Council's 
staff. This information will be made available to agencies as they are 
established. To date the most complete information relates to poultry 
products (eggs, broilers and turkeys). 


8. STATEMENT OF EXPENSES 


Expenditures for administration and other activities of the National 
Farm Products Marketing Council during the fiscal year ended March 
31st, 1973 is attached as Exhibit 2.

CHAPTER 65 


An Act to establish the National Farm 
Products Marketing Council and to 
authorize the establishment of nation- 
al marketing agencies for farm prod- 
ucts 


[Assented to 12th January, 1972] 


Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 


SHORT TITLE 


1. This Act may be cited as the Farm 
Products Marketing Agencies Act. 


INTERPRETATION 


2. In this Act, 


(a) “agency” means an agency estab- 
lished pursuant to subsection (1) of sec- 
tion 17; 
(5) “Council” means the National Farm 
Products Marketing Council established 
by section 3; 
(c) “farm product” for the purpose of 
Part I, means any natural product of 
agriculture and any part of any such 
product and, for the purpose of the other 
provisions of this Act, means 
(1) eggs, and poultry, and any part of 
any such product, and 
(3i) any other natural product of 
agriculture and any part of any such 
product in respect of which the Gov- 
ernor in Council is satisfied, as a result 
of declarations by provincial govern- 
ments following plebiscites, or other- 
wise, that the majority of the pro- 
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ducers thereof in Canada is in favour 
of the establishment of an agency 


under section 17 with powers relating 
to that product; 

“Marketing” (d) “marketing”, in relation to any farm 
product that is not a regulated product, 
includes selling and offering for sale and 
buying, pricing, assembling, packing, 
processing, transporting, storing and any 
other act necessary to prepare the prod- 
uct in a form or to make it available at 
a place and time for purchase for con- 
sumption or use, and in relation to a 
regulated product, includes only such of 
the above acts as are specified in the 
marketing plan relating to the regulated 


product; 
“Marketing (e) “marketing plan” means a plan re- 
plan” lating to the promotion, regulation and 


control of the marketing of any regulated 
product in interprovincial or export trade 
that includes provision for all or any of 
the following: 


(1) the determination of those engaged 
in the gi wing or production of the 
regulated product for interprovincial 
or export trade and the exemption of 
any class of persons so engaged from 
the marketing plan or any aspect 
thereof; 


(ii) the specification of those acts that 
constitute the marketing of the regu- 
lated product and of those persons en- 
gaged in its marketing, as so specified, 
in interprovincial or export trade, and 
for the exemption of any class of per- 
sons so engaged from the marketing 
plan or any aspect thereof; 

(111) the marketing of the regulated 
product on a basis that enables the 
agency that is implementing the plan 
to fix and determine the quantity, if 
any, in which the regulated product or 
any variety, class or grade thereof 
may be marketed in interprovincial or 
export trade by each person engaged 
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in such marketing thereof and by all 
persons so engaged, and the price, 
time and place at which the regulated 
product or any variety, class or grade 
thereof may be so marketed; 

(iv) the pooling of receipts from the 
marketing of the regulated product or 
any variety, class or grade thereof in 
interprovincial or export trade and the 
operation of pool accounts including 
provision for a system of initial, in- 
terim and final payments to producers 
and deduction from the pool of the 
expenses of the operation thereof; 

(v) a system for the licensing of per- 
sons engaged in the growing or pro- 
duction of the regulated product for, or 
the marketing thereof in, interpro- 
vincial or export trade, including pro- 
vision for fees, other than fees related 
to the right to grow the regulated 
product, payable to the appropriate 
agency by any such person in re- 
spect of any licence issued to him 
and for the cancellation or suspension 
of any such licence where a term or 
condition thereof is not complied with; 
and 

(vi) the imposition and collection by 
the appropriate agency of levies or 
charges from persons engaged in the 
growing or production of the regulated 
product or the marketing thereof and 
for such purposes classifying those 
persons into groups and specifying the 
levies or charges, if any, payable by 
the members of each such group; 


“Minister” (f) “Minister” means the Minister of 
Agriculture; and 

“Regulated (g) “regulated product” means any farm 

product: product to the extent that it is grown or 
produced 


(i) anywhere in Canada, if an agency 
is authorized to exercise its powers in 
relation to any such product grown or 
produced in Canada, or 
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tation 


Eligibility 


(ii) in any region of Canada desig- 
nated in the proclamation that au- 
thorizes an agency to exercise its 
powers in relation to any such product 
grown or produced in that region, or in 
any such region and anywhere in Can- 
ada outside that region for shipment 
into that region in interprovincial 
trade and not for export where 
the proclamation that authorizes the 
agency to exercise its powers in rela- 
tion to such product so provides.

3. (1) There shall be a council to be 
known as the National Farm Products 
Marketing Council consisting of not less 
than three and not more than nine mem- 
bers, at least fifty per cent of whom shall 
be primary producers, to be appointed by 
the Governor in Council to hold office 
during pleasure. 


(2) The Governor in Council shall desig- 
nate one member of the Council to be the 
chairman thereof and another member to 
be the vice-chairman thereof, one of whom 
shall be a primary producer. 


(3) In making appointments under this 
section, the Governor in Council shall try 
to appoint one-third of the members of the 
Council from the four Western Provinces, 
one-third from the two Central Provinces 
and one-third from the four Atlantic Prov- 
inces, 


(4) A person who has reached the age 
of seventy years is not eligible to be ap- 
pointed a member of the Council and a 
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member thereof ceases to hold office upon 
reaching the age of seventy years.

the event of the absence or incapacity of 
the chairman, or if the office of chairman 
is vacant, the vice-chairman of the Coun- 
cil shall act as chairman for the time being.

Duties and Powers

(6) to review the operations of agencies 
with a view to ensuring that they carry 
on their operations in accordance with 
their objects set out in section 22; and 
(c) to work with agencies in promoting 
more effective marketing of farm prod- 
ucts in interprovincial and export trade. 
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Additional (2) In carrying out its duties the Coun- 
duties cil shall consult, on a continuing basis, 
with the governments of all provinces 
having an interest in the establishment or 
the exercise of the powers of any one or 
more agencies under this Act or with any 
body or bodies established by the govern- 
ment of any province to exercise powers 
similar to those of the Council in relation 
to intraprovincial trade in farm products.

amendment or plan and report its recom- 
mendations thereon to the Minister;

(e) shall review all orders and regula- 
tions that are made by agencies and that 
are not of a class of orders or regulations 
to which paragraph (d) is made appli- 
cable, and, where it is satisfied that such 
orders or regulations are necessary for 
the administration of the marketing plan 
that the agency that has made the or- 
ders or regulations is authorized to im- 
plement, the Council shall approve the 
orders or regulations and, where it is not 
so satisfied, the Council may, by order, 
set aside any such orders and regula- 
tions; 

(f) shall make such enquiries and take 
such action within its powers as it deems 
appropriate in relation to any complaints 
received by it from any person who is 
directly affected by the operations of an 
agency and that relate to the operations 
of such agency; 
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(g) may conduct studies of, and on its 
own initiative or on the direction of the 
Minister research into, any matter relat- 
ing to the marketing of a farm product 
in interprovincial or export trade; 


(h) may, for the purpose of implement- 
ing any marketing plan, require persons 
engaged in the production of a farm prod- 
uct for, or the marketing of a farm prod- 
uct in, interprovincial or export trade 


(i) to register with the Council or the 
appropriate agency, 


(ii) to maintain books and records in 
relation to the production or market- 
ing of the farm product by them in 
such form and containing such infor- 
mation as the Council requires pur- 
suant to this paragraph, and 
(iii) to submit to the Council or the 
appropriate agency such information 
relating to the production or marketing 
of the farm product by them as it may 
reasonably require;

FARM PRODUCTS MARKETING 
AGENCIES 


Establishment 


17. (1) The Governor in Council may by 
proclamation establish an agency with 
powers relating to any farm product or 
farm products the marketing of which in 
interprovincial and export trade is not 
regulated pursuant to the Canadian Wheat 
Board Act or the Canadian Dairy Com- 
mission Act where he is satisfied that a 
majority of the producers of the farm 
product or of each of the farm products 
in Canada is in favour of the establish- 
ment of an agency. 


(2) The Governor in’ Ceuncil, in order 
to determine whether a majority of pro- 
ducers of a farm product are in favour of 
establishing an agency, may request that 
each Province carry out a plebiscite of the 
said producers. 


(3) Every agency established pursuant 
to this Act is a body corporate. 


18. (1) A proclamation establishing an 
agency shall 


(a) designate the farm product or farm 
products in relation to which the agency 
may exercise its powers and indicate 
whether such powers may be exercised 
in relation to 


(1) any such product or products to 
the extent that it is or they are grown 
or produced anywhere in Canada, or 
(41) any such product or products to 
the extent that it is or they are grown 
or produced in any region of Canada 
designated in the proclamation, or in 
any such region and anywhere in Can- 
ada outside that region for shipment 
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into that region in interprovincial 
trade and not for export; 


(b) designate any of the powers set out 
in section 23 that are not vested in the 
agency; 

(c) set out the terms of any marketing 
plan that the agency is empowered to 
implement; 


(d) state the corporate name of the 
agency and the place within Canada 
where the head office of the agency is 
situated; and 


(e) fix the number of members of the 
agency, which shall be not less than three 
and not more than twelve at least a 
majority of whom shall be primary pro- 
ducers, and provide for the manner of 
appointment of members and the term 
of their appointment if such manner and 
term are to be other than as provided 
in subscetion (1) of section 19. 


Alteration (2) The Governor in Council may, by 
proclamation,

(a) designate any farm product or farm 
products, in respect of which he is auth- 
orized under subsection (1) of section 17 
to establish an agency, as an additional 
product or products in relation to which 
an agency previously established pur- 
suant to that subsection may exercise its

set out in the proclamation; 

(c) amend the terms of a marketing 
plan that an agency is empowered to 
implement or withdraw any of the pow- 
ers set out in section 23 that were pre- 
viously vested in the agency; 

(d) change the name of an agency or 
the place within Canada where the head 
office of the agency is situated; 

(e) increase or decrease the number of 
members of an agency but not so as to 
increase the number above twelve or de- 
crease it below three; or 


(f) provide for a manner of appoint- 
ment of members of an agency and a 
term of appointment of such members 
that varies from the manner and term 
provided in subsection (1) of section 19 
or from the manner and term provided 
in the proclamation establishing the 
agency. 


Limitation (3) A proclamation referred to in sub- 
section (1) or (2) that designates a farm 
product other than eggs or poultry or any 
part of eggs or poultry shall not set out as 
a term of the marketing plan that an 
agency 1S empowered to implement any 
term that would enable the agency to fix 
and determine the quantity in which any 
regulated product could be marketed in 
interprovincial or export trade by persons 
engaged in such marketing thereof. 


Membership of Agencies 


Appointment 19. (1) The members of an agency shall 
be appointed by the Governor in Council 
to hold office during pleasure, or in such 
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other manner including election by pro- 
ducers, and for such term as is provided in 
the proclamation establishing the agency 
or in a proclamation issued under subsec- 
tion (2) of section 18 in respect of the 
agency. 


Chairman (2) The Governor in Council shall des- 
and vice- § jgnate one member of an agency to be the 
chairman  Ghairman thereof and another member to 
be the vice-chairman thereof, or may 
provide for the manner of such designation 
in the proclamation establishing the agency. 


Eligibility (3) A person who has reached the age 

| of seventy years is not eligible to be ap- 
pointed a member of an agency and a 
member thereof ceases to hold office 
upon reaching the age of seventy years. 


Temporary (4) If a member of an agency, other than 

substitute the chairman, is absent or unable to act, 

members the Governor in Council may appoint a 
temporary substitute member upon such 
conditions as the Governor in Council 
prescribes.

Salaries 21. (1) A member of an agency who de- 

and fees votes the whole of his time or a portion of 
his time on a continuous basis to the per- 
formance of his duties as such a member 
shall be paid by the agency a salary to be 
fixed by the Governor in Council on the 
recommendation of the Council, and the 
other members of the agency shall be paid 
by the agency such fees for attendances at 
meetings of the agency or any committee 
thereof as are provided by by-law of the 
agency made pursuant to paragraph (c) 
of section 26. 
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(2) Each member of an agency or of a 
consultative or advisory committee of an 
agency is entitled to be paid by the agency 
such travelling and living expenses incurred 
by him in the performance of his duties 
under this Act as are provided by by-law 
of the agency made pursuant to paragraph 
(c) of section 26. 


Objects and Powers 


22. The objects of an agency are 


(a) to promote a strong, efficient and 
competitive production and marketing 
industry for the regulated product or 
products in relation to which it may 
exercise its powers; and 

(b) to have due regard to the interests 
of producers and consumers of the 
regulated product or products. 


23. (1) Subject to the proclamation by 
which it is established and to any subse- 
quent proclamation altering its powers, an 
agency may 


(a) purchase any regulated product in 
relation to which it may exercise its 
powers and any farm product, wher- 
ever grown or produced that is of the 
same kind as the regulated product in 
relation to which it may exercise its 
powers, and package, process, store, ship, 
insure, export or sell or otherwise dispose 
of any such product purchased by it; 


(b) implement a marketing plan the 
terms of which are set out in the procla- 
mation establishing it or in any subse- 
quent proclamation issued under subsec- 
tion (2) of section 18 in respect of it; 


(c) prepare and submit to the Council 
(i) a marketing plan, if it is not em- 
powered to implement a marketing 
plan, or 
(11) any amendments to the marketing 


plan that the agency is empowered to 
implement, 
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that it considers appropriate for the at- 
tainment of its objects; 

(d) undertake and assist in the promo- 
tion of the consumption and use of any 
regulated product in relation to which it 
may exercise its powers, the improve- 
ment of the quality and variety thereof 
and the publication of information in 
relation thereto; 


(e) designate bodies through which any 
regulated product in relation to which it 
may exercise its powers or any variety, 
class or grade of any such product shall 
be marketed in interprovincial or export 
trade; 


(f) where it is empowered to implement 
a marketing plan, make such orders and 
regulations as it considers necessary in 
connection therewith, but all such orders 
and regulations shall, in the case of 
orders and regulations that are of a class 
to which paragraph (d) of subsection (1) 
of section 7 is made applicable, be sub- 
mitted to the Council before the making 
thereof, and in any other case, be sub- 
mitted to the Council either before or 
after the making thereof and 


(1) any such order or regulation that 
is submitted to the Council before the 
making thereof and that is thereafter 
made before the Council approves the 
order or regulation, is of no force or 
effect, and 


(ii) any such order or regulation that 
is submitted to the Council after the 
making thereof and that is set aside 
by order of the Council thereupon 
ceases to be of any force or effect; 


(g) by order, require any persons de- 
signated by it who are engaged in the 
marketing of any regulated product in 
relation to which it may exercise its 
powers, or any persons who are members 
of a class of persons designated by it 
and who are so engaged, to deduct from 
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any amount payable by him to any other 
person engaged in the production or 
marketing of such regulated product any 
amount payable to the agency by such 
other person by way of licence fees, 
levies or charges provided for in any 
marketing plan that the agency is 
authorized to implement and to remit 
all amounts so deducted to the agency; 
(h) purchase, lease or otherwise acquire 
and hold, pledge, mortgage, hypothecate, 
sell or otherwise deal with any real or 
immovable property; 

(1) establish branches or employ agents 
in Canada or elsewhere; 


(j) expend any money received by it 
through the conduct of its operations, 
whether by way of licence fees, levies or 
charges paid by persons engaged in the 
production or marketing of any regu- 
lated product in relation to which it may 
exercise its powers or otherwise; 


(k) invest any money in its possession or 
control that in its opinion is not immedi- 
ately requ -d for the purposes of its 
operations, in securities of or guaranteed 
by the Government of Canada and sell 
any securities so acquired by it and re- 
invest the proceeds thereof or any part 
thereof in like manner; 


(/) borrow money upon the credit of the 
agency and upon the security of any 
regulated product or other property held 
by it; 
(m) undertake to advertise and promote 
and do research into new markets for the 
establishment of greater sales; and 
(n) do all such other things as are neces- 
sary or incidental to the exercise of any 
of its powers or the carrying out of any 
of its functions under this Act. 
Additional (2) An agency may perform on behalf 
abet of a province any function relating to intra- 
provincial provincial trade in any regulated product 
trade in relation to which it may exercise its 
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powers that is specified in an agreement 
entered into pursuant to section 32. 


Delegation (3) An agency may, with the approval 

ofpowers of the Governor in Council, grant authority 
to any body, authorized under the law of a 
province to exercise powers of regulation in 
relation to the marketing locally within the 
province of any regulated product in rela- 
tion to which the agency may exercise its 
powers, to perform on behalf of the agency 
any function relating to interprovincial or 
export trade in the regulated product that 
the agency is authorized to perform.

Agreements

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HIGHLIGHTS OF THE FISCAL YEAR, 1973-74 


During the year under review, crop failures in a number of important trading 
nations, the rising demand for food, the higher input cost for anumber of factors 
of production, and the world’s energy crisis caused some commodity markets to 
react to soaring prices. The relative scarcity of a number of basic food com- 
modities, and the rising world prices for them have resulted in some drastic 
changes in the historical pattern of international trade. These events have 
dramatized the fragility of the delicate balance between the world’s supply of 
and the demand for food. Moreover, they have also indicated the strong 
inter-relationships that exist between the agricultural industries of the nations of 
the world. 

Some unusual economic conditions also prevailed in the Canadian agricul- 
tural industry during the year under review. The prices of several factors of 
production such as feed, labour, capital and energy rose to unprecedented 
levels. The world’s energy crisis manifested itself to producers in the form of 
higher prices for heat, oil and fuel. Higher costs of some important ingredients of 
production resulted in relatively higher prices for several farm products such as 
eggs, poultry and poultry products. 

Highlights of some of the changes in economic conditions, particularly as 
these relate to the egg and poultry sectors, are in the summary below: 


1. EGG AND POULTRY SITUATION 


Broiler and Roaster Chickens — Information pertinent to the production, 
consumption, stocks, marketings, distribution and pricing of poultry products 
are presented in Charts 1 to 3 and in Tables 1 to 17. 

Commercial marketing of all poultry meats (chicken, fowl, turkey, duck and 
goose), through registered poultry plants, amounted to 923.4 million lbs. during 
the period January to December, 1973 (Table 3). This represents an increase of 
some 42.5 million Ibs. or 4.8 percent over the previous year. Apparent domestic 
disappearance over this period showed an increase of 39 million Ibs. or 5.8 
percent, which amounts to a total of 726 million Ibs. Stocks as of December 31, 
1973 were higher than last year. This emphasizes the need to relate supply 
more closely to demand. 

Marketings of chicken, through commercial channels during 1973, were 
591.5 million lbs. or 4.3 percent over the previous year. There were increases in 
all provinces, except Quebec, where there was an actual decline by 1,415,763 
lbs. Marketings of roasters through commercial channels amounted to 62.9 
million lbs. which was 5.8 percent less than 1972. Domestic disappearance was 
almost 726 million Ibs. compared to 686 million Ibs. during the previous year. 

Stocks as of December 31, 1973 amounted to 33.8 million Ibs. or 25.8 
percent more than in the previous year. Producer prices for broiler chickens 
strengthened early in 1973 throughout Canada, and increased steadily in the 
West until October, but declined slightly during the last two months of 1973. 
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Broiler Turkeys — Poult placements for production in 1973 amounted to alittle 
over 12 million head, which represent a 13.6 percent increase over 1972. The 
marketings at registered stations amounted to almost 75 million lbs. — an 
increase of more than 9 percent over the previous year. Domestic disappear- 
ance of all turkey from commercial supplies amounted to 225 million lbs. which 
represents a slight decrease of 2.3 million Ibs. from the previous year. Prices 
strengthened early in 1973, increased to November of the same year, and 
retained these higher levels during December. 


Heavy Turkeys — Marketings over the period January to December 1973 were 
a little over 51 million Ibs., that is 6.4 million Ibs. more than in 1972. The 
marketings of tom turkeys amounted to 90 million lbs., which represent an 
increase of 9.2 percent over 1972. Placements during the period amounted to 
9.4 million as compared with 8.3 million head in the previous year. The producer 
prices were well above the 1972 levels. 


Eggs — The placement of chicks in 1973 increased by about 7.4 percent 
compared to the previous year. Eggs placed in incubators in registered hatch- 
eries were about 9 percent over the previous year. The number of layers on 
farms were down about 2 percent on average and, the rate of lay was about the 
Same as in the previous year. 

Total egg production over the period of January to December 1973 was 
461.7 million dozen (Table 9). This represents a reduction of about 1.2 percent 
over the previous year. Marketings through registered stations amounted to 
294.3 million dozen or 98 million cases. Movements of eggs into commercial 
outlets decreased by 3 percent for the same period. About 71 percent of total 
€gg production went through registered stations compared to some 68 percent 
in the previous year. 

In the United States, egg production was down 5 percent over the period 
Januaiy to October 1973. It has now recovered from being at record lows from 
June to August 1973. In October, €gg production was down only 3 percent from 
the previous year. The number of layers on farms for the same period was 
below 1973 levels, but eggs in incubators on November 1 were up by 15 
percent. Producer prices in the United States were well above those of the 
previous year. 


2. OTHER COMMODITIES 


The supply and price conditions for other commodities in Canada, as well as 
in other countries, also showed deviations from their historical patterns. In the 
year under review, the world’s output of wheat increased by almost 9 percent 
over the previous year, whereas stocks at the commencement of the year were 
Sharply lower than in previous years. Canadian supplies of all wheat were lower 
in the year as compared to the previous year. 

The world’s trade in feed grain was estimated to be higher than the previous 
year. In fact, world prices at the end of the year were almost double those of the 
previous year. Canadian production of feed grain during the year under review 
declined by some three-quarters of a million metric tons from the previous year. 
As aresult, total Canadian supplies were down by some 1.5 million metric tons. 
a feed grain prices advanced in December from prices existing earlier in the 
all. 
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World production of oil seeds increased sharply from the year under review 
compared to the previous year. However, it was due to low stocks at the 
commencement of the crop year, the relatively slow rate of soya bean market- 
ings, as well as the impact of the world’s energy crisis that prices have been 
strong. With respect to beef, there was a sharp decrease in market fluctuations 
in both the demand for and the supply of beef. 

The highlights of the economic conditions that prevailed in agriculture 
during the year under review as outlined above provide a background against 
which the National Farm Products Marketing Council's programs and policies 
could be reviewed. These programs relate to the establishment of national 
agencies for eggs and turkeys and progress towards the establishment of a 
national chicken marketing agency. They relate also to the consultations with 
other commodity groups, who are desirous of exploring the application of the 
Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act to their particular commodities. 


Part Il 


ACTIVITIES OF THE 
NATIONAL FARM PRODUCTS MARKETING 
COUNCIL 


In accordance with Section 6 (1) (b) of the Farm Products Marketing Agen- 
cies Act, a duty of the National Farm Products Marketing Council is to review the 
operations of agencies with a view to ensuring that they carry out their opera- 
tions in accordance with the legislation. The purpose of this section is to 
highlight important developments within the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 
and the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency, as well as to outline the status of 
the proposal received from the Canadian Broiler Council for the establishment 
of a national chicken marketing agency. It will also indicate some of the other 
commodity groups, which have revealed an interest in exploring the potential of 
the marketing legislation for their sector of the agriculture industry. 


A. CANADIAN EGG MARKETING AGENCY 


The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency became operational on June 4, 1973 
at a time when there was a surplus of eggs on the Canadian market. In an effort 
to stabilize the domestic egg market, the Agency initiated an interim surplus 
removal program and decided, through weekly telephone conferences, to 
establish an intervention price based on production costs plus a reasonable 
return to producers on their capital investment (Tables 6A and 6H). Over the 
period June 9, 1973 to March 31, 1974 the Agency had removed some 
1,782,352 boxes of eggs each of which contained 15 dozens. There was no 
shortage of eggs for the table stock market during the year under review. 

The interim surplus removal program placed a heavy burden on the 
Agency’s financial resources. In this regard, it may be pointed out that the 
Agency became operational only on June 4, 1973. Hence, it was considered 
that too many extensive and radical changes in its Operations and structure 
after only the relatively short period of its operation would have been premature. 
The National Farm Products Marketing Council, which has the responsibility to 
review the Agency’s operations, initiated a study on the development of a price 
pooling system for the egg industry. 

The Council made an interim preliminary review of the Agency with a view to 
assessing how its operations could be more effective. The Council then outlined 
the results of this review to the Agency in early December 1973, at which time it 
identified weaknesses and other defects in the national egg plan, and em- 
phasized the need for corrective measures. This course of action was then 
followed with directives from the Council outlining the action to be followed by 
the Agency in strengthening its effectiveness and operations. 

In the initial stages of its development, the Agency devoted itself to the task 
of formulating orders and regulations pertaining to quotas, levies, licensing and 
information. In addition, it authorized the appointment of provincial egg boards 
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to act as agents for the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. It was anticipated that 
the surplus removal program could pose some difficult problems to the Agency. 
Greater attention is being given to this potential problem area. As a supplement 
to the surplus removal program, considerable efforts were exerted to the 
development of off-shore markets for Canadian eggs. 

Contracts were entered into whereby the Agency would supply some 
250,000 pounds of egg powder as a part of the Canadian pledge to the World 
Food Program. It was anticipated that deliveries of this product will continue well 
into 1974. Quantities of fresh eggs were also supplied to the Caribbean and the 
United Kingdom. In addition, a trade mission comprising members of the 
National Farm Products Marketing Council and the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency and a representative of the Canada Department of Industry Trade and 
Commerce went to Western Europe to explore the potential of developing 
markets for Canadian eggs in some of these countries. 

A consultative or advisory committee to the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency was appointed in November 1973. Invited to send representatives to sit 
on this committee were the Canadian Feed Manufacturers’ Association, the 
Canadian Hatchery Federation, the Canadian Poultry and Egg Council, the 
Retail Council of Canada, the Canadian Egg Producers’ Council and its official 
delegation as well as the Consumers’ Association of Canada. 


The terms of reference of this Consultative Committee are to consult with 
representatives of the Agency with respect to aspects of the Agency’s opera- 
tions and policies, which may affect the interests of producers, consumers, the 
trade and the public in general and to represent those interests in such consulta- 
tions. 

In addition, the National Farm Products Marketing Council appointed a 
Supply Management Committee consisting of one provincial government rep- 
resentative from each province, one producer representative named by the 
Canadian Egg Producers’ Council, and a chairman named by the Council. The 
terms of reference of this Committee are to deal in all matters relating to supply 
management for eggs, national quota allotment and to develop criteria for 
establishing the amount of unregulated production in each province, more 
accurate accounting and monitoring of the regulated production in each pro- 
vince. This Committee is to advise the Agency, but reports to Council on all 
these matters. 


The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency is pioneering in a new area of market- 
ing. As such, it is anticipated that there have been and will continue to be 
problems to be encountered and resolved in the development of this new 
concept. The Agency has met some of these problems forthrightly through 
discussions and negotiations. However, the effective operations of the Agency, 
in an area involving both federal and provincial areas of jurisdiction, require 
cooperation, understanding, accommodation and trust on the part of the par- 
ticipants to the plan. 


Although total achievement was not possible during the first year of opera- 
tion, there has been sufficient progress to warrant a sense of satisfaction and 
assurance that the principles of the National Egg Plan are sound and workable. 
However, after the Plan becomes fully operational, trust, cooperation and 
accommodation by all parties involved will also be required to implement an 
effective supply management program. 
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On January 9, 1974 the Food Prices Review Board issued its report on egg 
prices. In this report, the Board expressed concern about high egg prices, and 
alleged that some provincial egg boards were involved in import restricting 
activities. In accordance with its mandate, the National Farm Products Market- 
ing Council inquiried into these concerns, but found that: 


1) Although egg prices had risen sharply during 1973, they did so at a 
relatively slower rate than the price of other sources of protein such as beef, 
pork, and fish. The underlying causes for the rise in egg prices in 1973 
were: the strong demand conditions for eggs on the North American market 
relative to supply; the sharp rise in the cost of most factors of production, 
particularly feed and labour; and the strong upward pull from the United 
States, particularly during the first half of 1973. 

2) Egg production has to be geared to market requirements which include 
eggs for table stock, as well as eggs for processing or the breakers’ trade — 
all of which must be served. 

3) There has been no shortage of eggs for the table stock market, which has 
shown negative growth when viewed in terms of per capita consumption. 
On this criterion, real growth has only taken place in the breakers’ market 
(Table 16). 


4) Inview of the particularly strong inter-relationship between the egg industry 
in both Canada and the United States, imports or threats of imports from the 
United States set a virtual ceiling price above which Canadian egg prices 
do not usually rise. Conversely, the United States set a floor price below 
which Canadian prices do not fall. Thus, the price of eggs in Canada 
responds to local market conditions within the framework of the North 
American Continental Egg Market — a range of about some 10¢ between 
the ceiling and floor prices. 


5) Although eggs provide a relatively low cost source of protein, there was an 
actual decline in per capita consumption, while the consumption of other 
protein sources has increased. Per capita egg consumption declined from 
24.4 dozen in 1954 to about 20.5 dozen in 1972. It has been estimated that 
there was a further decline in 1973 to some 19.4 dozen. This decline in egg 
consumption is associated with changes in consumer life styles and work- 
ing conditions, which have seen consumers switch gradually from eggs as 
a breakfast food to ready-to-eat cereals and convenience foods. 


6) The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency did not deviate from the initial alloca- 
tion based on the five year average. The legislation stipulates that initial 
quotas are to be allocated on the basis of the province’s contribution to the 
national total over the past five year average. The principle of comparative 
advantage is only relevant in subsequent periods when additional quotas 
are being given to meet increases in market demand. 


7) Quite contrary to allegations that some provincial boards were restricting 
imports, the record is that imports have continued to come in from the 
United States. 


B. CANADIAN TURKEY MARKETING AGENCY 


The proposal received from the National Turkey Coordinating Committee 
provided the basis for public hearings into the merits of establishing a national 
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turkey marketing agency. These hearings, which were held in Ottawa, Truro 
and Vancouver in February 1973 provided an opportunity for interested citi- 
zens, institutions and other groups to express their views and concerns about 
the proposal received from the National Turkey Coordinating Committee. An 
important reason for these public hearings, therefore, was that they enabled the 
National Farm Products Marketing Council to gain some insight into public 
reaction to the establishment of a national turkey marketing agency. 

Considerable efforts were made to ensure adequate public participation in 
these hearings. In addition to holding a press conference at which the hearings 
were announced, advertisements were published in major daily and weekly 
newspapers. Moreover, through the Information Division, Agriculture Canada, 
announcements relating to these hearings were also carried on numerous radio 
stations. 

In total, thirty-six (86) submissions were presented at the public hearings. 
There were also a number of persons and organizations that did not make 
formal written submissions, but made oral presentations at the hearings. There 
were others who sent in submissions but they did not appear at the hearings. 

After in-depth review of the submissions and other presentations, it was 
evident that a majority of citizens who participated at the hearings was in favour 
of the establishment of a national turkey marketing agency. Consequently, 
Council recommended this to the Federal Minister of Agriculture. 

The Order-in-Council proclaiming the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency 
was passed on December 18, 1973 and the Canadian Turkey Marketing 
Agency was established shortly thereafter. The Agency held its first meeting on 
January 25, 1974 at which time Mr. J. P. Tanchak was elected Chairman and 
Mr. Gene Mailloux, Vice-Chairman. The Agency’s head office is now located in 
Winnipeg. 

The essential elements of the National Turkey Marketing Plan are as 
follows: 


a) the establishment of commodity boards in each province or area, and a 
national agency to coordinate their activities, to exercise the necessary 
authority and to administer the plan. The boards, which already exist in 
Alberta, Nova Scotia, British Columbia, Manitoba, Ontario, Quebec and 
Saskatchewan, represent more than 98 percent of the total Canadian 
production; 


b) the allocation of market shares to producers in each province or area, and 
the regulation of marketings to meet these allocations; 

c) the adjustment of provincial or area shares as required from time to time; 

d) the establishment of the size of the market which will be the target level of 
marketing for all participating provinces, and the adjustment of target levels 
as required from time to time; 

e) the regulation of marketings of individual producers by provincial commod- 
ity boards and the national agency so as to ensure that total individual 
producer marketings will correspond to the total provincial allocation; 


f) the establishment and regulation of the conditions under which interpro- 
vincial and export trade will take place; 


g) the orderly pricing and flow of product to market, including the temporary 
removal of product from the market; 
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h) the regulation of imports for the protection of the viability of the plan as may 
be necessary. This is not contained in the Farm Products Marketing 
Agencies Act, but is subject to Government decision; 

i) the coordinated exercise of functions of both levels of government in 
respect to trade; 

j) the coordinated exercise of administrative responsibilities by the Agency 
and the provincial commodity boards. 


A group of organizations has been approved by Council for representation 
on the Advisory Committee to the National Turkey Marketing Agency. The 
Agency will proceed in setting the terms of reference and inviting these organi- 
zations to name representatives in the near future. 


c. PROPOSAL FOR A NATIONAL CHICKEN 
MARKETING AGENCY 


The Canadian Broiler Council submitted a proposal to the National Farm 
Products Marketing Council for the establishment of a national chicken market- 
ing agency in Canada. Like the national egg and turkey plans, this proposal is 
designed to eliminate the instability of supply, prices and income which has long 
prevailed in the industry. The primary purpose of this proposal is to maintain 
order in the domestic market for chickens. 

The proposal seeks the creation of a national chicken marketing agency to 
administer the plan by virtue of which participating provinces will undertake to 
be members of the agency for an initial period of two years. The proposal 
explicitly recognizes the principle of free interprovincial trade in chickens, but as 
a means of maintaining orderly marketing, it provides that chickens produced in 
excess of the province’s quota should not be moved interprovincially without the 
prior consent of the agency and receiving provinces. In addition, an important 
focus of the agency’s program will be on coordinating activities for the disposi- 
tion of all surplus chickens. 

The proposal provides that the national market requirements for chicken 
and its distribution among the provinces in the form of provincial quotas will be 
determined by the agency. As stipulated in the Farm Products Marketing 
Agencies Act, the national and provincial quotas will be pre-audited by the 
National Farm Products Marketing Council. 

It has been recommended in the proposal that the agency shall consist of 
one director appointed by each provincial producer marketing board. The 
director shall be a member and selected by the provincial producers marketing 
board which he represents. Each director shall be appointed annually. Provi- 
sion is also made in the plan whereby consultative and advisory committees 
may be established to advise the agency. Producers, consumers, trade and . 
allied industries will have representation on these committees. 

Under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act, an obligation placed on 
the National Farm Products Marketing Council is that on the receipt of propo- 
Sals for the establishment of national marketing agencies, the Council has to 
ensure that the majority of producers of the particular commodity is in favour of 
the proposal to establish an agency. In its review of the proposal, Council felt 
that a significant number of producers, particularly those in the province of 
Quebec, had not endorsed the provisions of the proposal. 
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With a view to ensuring the participation of the Province of Quebec in the 
plan, the Ministers of Agriculture of Ontario and Quebec, jointly appointed a 
Special Committee with representatives from the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec under the chairmanship of Dr. H. V. Walker, the Council’s Executive 
Director, to examine the points of difference between the Provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec with respect to the various provisions of the plan, and to attempt 
reconciliation of these differences. 

This Committee held its meeting at the Council’s offices in Ottawa. Two 
general areas of differences between Ontario and Quebec emerged. These 
were the market shares between them and particular principles of the plan. 
Substantial progress was made in reconciling these differences, but final 
agreement was only reached after further meetings between the Quebec and 
Ontario Ministers of Agriculture. The agreements worked out between these 
two provinces are to be presented to the Canadian Broiler Council at its next 
meeting. 


D. CONSULTATIONS WITH OTHER COMMODITY 
GROUPS 


Discussions and consultations are also underway with a number of other 
commodity groups, which have revealed an interest in assessing the applica- 
tion of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act to their sectors of the 
Canadian agricultural industry. Some of the groups seeking information in this 
regard are sheep, vegetables, fruits, corn, tobacco and pregnant mares’ urine. 


E. LIAISON, COMMUNICATION AND PUBLIC 
INFORMATION 


1. Federal-Provincial Marketing Seminar, Banff 


The Council sponsored a Federal-Provincial Marketing Seminar at Banff, 
Alberta during the period January 9-11, 1974. Attending this seminar were 
members and staff of the National Farm Products Marketing Council and their 
provincial counterparts, that is the Provincial Farm Products Marketing Boards, 
Councils and Regié. 

The objectives of the Seminar were to facilitate an exchange of information, 
through discussion, among participants at the Seminar; to enable each Provin- 
cial Board to outline its role, function, activities and types of surveillance in 
relation to the marketing of agricultural products; to facilitate a wider under- 
standing of the intent and application of marketing legislation, the functions and 
operations of the various commodity boards in Canada; to provide an opportun- 
ity for understanding of the marketing problems as these are envisaged by the 
various Provincial Boards; to review objectives of National Marketing Pro- 
grams; and to enable each participant to outline improvements in the existing 
marketing plans and programs. The specific topics considered at the Seminar 
were: supply management, quotas, pricing, legal and supervisory matters, and 
general topics. 

The seminar considered the objectives of the national marketing programs 
for farm products. From the discussions that ensued, the following objectives 
emerged: continuity of adequate supplies of high quality farm products, 
economic stability, a national approach to export market development, product 


TO 


promotion and development, upgrading the quality of information, fostering a 
spirit of mutual trust, cooperation and accommodation, adoption of the concept 
of comparative advantage in allocating future market growth, strengthening the 
liaison and consultations between the National Farm Products Marketing 
Council and its provincial counterparts, consumer participation in national 
marketing programs, and collaboration in research activities between all mar- 
keting institutions, such as the National Farm Products Marketing Council, 
Provincial Farm Products Marketing Boards, Council and Regié, the National 
Marketing Agencies and Provincial Commodity Boards. 

At the end of the Seminar, there was an unanimous decision that future 
seminars of this type should be held preferably on an annual basis to review 
marketing problems as these emerge and to review the operations of marketing 
agencies created under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act. It was also 
decided that the papers presented at the Seminar will be published, and that 
copies of these will be forwarded to all participating provinces. 


2. Workshops, Conferences and Meetings 


The National Farm Products Marketing Council continued to initiate, main- 
tain and strengthen its contacts through attendance at workshops, conferences 
and meetings with various Federal and provincial departments and agencies, 
private institutions, associations, producer groups, processors, trade associa- 
tions, public and private agencies that are involved in the business of producing 
and marketing agricultural commodities. In this regard, numerous meetings 
have been held with the National Farm Producer Groups, farm organizations 
and other private institutions and agencies that are concerned with the prob- 
lems of marketing Canadian farm products. 

In addition, the Council and its staff have actively participated in a variety of 
meetings, seminars, conferences and workshops that have had direct and 
indirect implications for the achievement of the objectives and functions of the 
National Farm Products Marketing Council, and the national marketing agen- 
cies established under the legislation. 

The Council has actively encouraged wider understanding among the farm- 
ing and marketing community of its precise role, functions, duties, and respon- 
sibilities. Brochures, radio and television interviews, as well as attendance at 
numerous workshops, conferences, meetings and seminars have helped in this 
process. 


3. Council Publications 

During the year under review, Council will release the following publications: 

(i) The Proceedings of the Public Hearings into the Proposal for a National 
Egg Marketing Plan (French and English versions); 

(ii) The Proceedings of the Public Hearings into the Proposal for a National . 
Turkey Marketing Plan (French and English versions); 


(iii) Proceedings of the Federal-Provincial Marketing Seminar (held at 
Banff, Alberta). 


F. MARKET DEVELOPMENT 


An important duty of the Council is to work with the marketing agencies in 
promoting more effective marketing of farm products in interprovincial and 
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export trade. In this regard the Council, in cooperation with the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency, took an active role in assessing the development of export 
markets for eggs. A trade mission consisting of representatives of the Council, 
the Canadian Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce and the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency visited the United Kingdom, Austria, Germany and 
Switzerland to explore the possibilities of developing markets for Canadian 
eggs in these countries. 

In addition, the Council, in cooperation with the International Liaison Ser- 
vice, Agriculture Canada and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency has secured 
a contract for 250,000 pounds of egg powder as part of the Canadian pledge to 
the World Food Program. This product is to be shipped to anumber of countries. 


G. ECONOMIC RESEARCH 


With the limited means at its disposal, the economic research program of 
the Council has been focused especially on topical aspects of the egg and 
poultry sectors of Canadian agriculture. The combination of small scale internal 
projects and the limited number of contracted studies have facilitated a con- 
centration of effective research on issues of major importance to the poultry 
industry. In a limited number of cases, the Council has also been involved in 
research work in some other areas. Specifically, projects in which the Council 
has been involved were: appraising the policies for eggs, broilers, oilseeds, 
price pooling for the egg industry, review of the concerns expressed by the Food 
Prices Review Board report on eggs, comparative advantage and demand 
forecast.

opportunities under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act, as well as liaison, 
co-ordination, communication, and public information, as well as its activities in the 
area of Market Development, Legal Services, Administrative Services, Economic 
Research, and Finance. 


The report contains a statement of the expenditures incurred by Council during the 
Fiscal Year under review, as well as a summary of pertinent statistical information on 
Production, stocks, marketings, shipments, distribution, prices, and removal of those 
poultry products that are regulated under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act. 


Council wishes to express its sincere appreciation to the staff of the National Farm 
Products Marketing Council for their dedication and vigorous support in aiding the 
Council to sustain its level of activities during the Fiscal Year, and to acknowledge the 
assistance and co-operation of all Government Departments (Federal and Provincial), 
Marketing Agencies, Farm and Trade Organizations, producer groups, sectors allied to 
the agricultural industry, Agri business groups, as well as other institutions and 
individuals with whom Council dealt during the Fiscal Year ending March 31, 1975.

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HIGHLIGHTS OF FISCAL YEAR 1974-75 


A. GENERAL ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


Introduction — In the year under review, the problems of inflation and 
unemployment continued to plague the major world economies. The perfor- 
mance of the majority bordered on recession with their real gross national 
product continuing their downward trend. 

After the end of the boom in business activity during the spring of 1974, 
the Canadian economy experienced a slower rate of growth. Recovery has 
been slow, and a consensus of economic forecasts suggests a gain in real 
Gross National Product of between 2% to 3% for 1975, or one-half of the 
long-term growth rate set for the economy. 


The Supply/Demand Imbalance — A significant event in 1974 was the 
World Food Conference, which emphasized the imbalance between world 
food supply and current demand. The Food and Agricultural Organization of 
the United Nations estimated that last years demand for grains exceeded 
supply by 8 to 12 MMT. The developed countries were asked to support the 
establishment of a World Food Bank, and Canada at that Conference led the 
way in her pledges of grains to meet the initial targets set for the Bank. 
Although a more recent assessment of the problem indicates that it may have 
been eased somewhat, the question of inadequate food supply is still a 
serious drawback to development in many countries. Funds which can be 
used for the development of capital projects are being used up to meet 
short-term food needs. 


Animal and Poultry Feeds — In the case of animal feed ingredients, 1974 
production of soybean in Brazil and fish meal in Peru rose considerably over 
the previous year’s levels. However, the production of corn and soybean in 
the United States, which is the major supplier of animal feedstuffs in the 
world, fell sharply; this was due mainly to poor weather conditions. There is a 
mood of considerable optimism that the situation will be reversed in 1975 
thereby resulting in plentiful grain crops. For corn and soybean, the forecast is 
that this year’s crop in the United States will exceed last year’s production. 

In 1974, corn production in Canada declined by 81/2 million bushels to a 
level of 102 million bushels. This was due to lower yields per acre which were 
down during the year by 14 bushels. The price of no. 2 corn in Ontario rose 
from $2.84 per bushel in 1973 to $3.43 in 1974. 

Rapeseed production also declined in 1974 with marketings of 23.4 
million bushels compared with 20 million bushels a year earlier. Exports 
suffered through handling and transport problems and declined from a level of 
18.6 million bushels in 1973 to 8.6 million bushels in 1974. 

Canadian soybean production in 1974 declined by 3.6 million bushels 
from the previous year’s level of 14.6 million bushels. This was due to lower 
acreage planted as well as lower yields per acre. Yields declined from 31.6 
bushels in 1973 to 29.8 bushels in 1974. 
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The combination of demand and supply developments, and the wide- 
spread optimism about the magnitude of grain production for the 1975 crop 
year should result in a significant decline in the price of poultry feed 
ingredients in the first half of 1975 over their December 1974 levels. It is 
difficult to say whether Canadian poultry producers will reap the benefits of 
declining feed ingredient prices for the rest of 1975. The volatile record of 
agricultural commodity prices over the last two years attests to the fact that 
even the experts have been wrong about prospective market developments. 


Poultry Prices — The prices of key protein sources such as beef, pork, 
poultry and eggs were generally lower in 1974 than they were a year earlier. 
As table 1 shows, the prices of poultry meats increased by only 1 percent 
between January to December 1974, while over the same period that of fresh 
table eggs actually declined by 6 percent. The price of eggs declined even 
further during the first three months of 1975, by 9 percent. Consumers in 1974 
enjoyed very reasonable and stable prices for all poultry products. 


Incomes & Expenses — Many Canadian farmers enjoyed an exceptional 
year in 1973, when the general rises in the prices for food products allowed 
agricultural producers to achieve a high level of income. For many years prior 
to 1973, the average Canadian farmer had to accept an income which barely 
covered his labour input, not to mention any return on his invested capital. 
However farmers’ incomes declined in 1974 as a result of declining product 
prices. 

Farm wages continue to be low compared to those in other sectors of the 
economy. The average wage per hour for male farm help rose from $2.12 in 
1973 to $2.88 in 1975 (Appendix 1). This is much lower than the average 
hourly earnings of $4.77 in the Food and Beverage sector (Appendix Il) and 
slightly higher than the average minimum wage rate of $2.60 for Canada 
(Appendix III). 

In 1974, farmers’ cash receipts increased over the previous year’s level, 
but throughout Canada, farm expenses increased at a faster pace. Total farm 
input prices rose by 16 percent with seeds, feeds and fertilizer prices showing 
the highest rate of increase. Farm machinery and motor vehicle prices 
increased 11.7% over the previous year (Table 2). Production costs in- 
creased in both the grain growing and the grain using segments of the 
Canadian farm economy. 

With regard to specific changes in poultry product prices relative to feed 
price changes, it should be noted that the situation which existed in 1973 
reversed itself during 1974. Feed prices as well as those of poultry and egg 
products rose in 1973. However, the rapid advances in the price of feed 
continued throughout 1974, but the prices of poultry and egg products did not. 
In fact, the gap between feed costs and producer prices widened considera- 
bly although farm-gate prices of these products were almost as high as the 
previous year’s level. In addition, producers faced increased costs in all other 
sectors of the economy (Table 3). 


B. THE EGG AND POULTRY SITUATION 


Chickens 


Canada — In 1974, there was a slight decrease in chicken marketings in 
Canada (Table 4). Chicken marketings in 1974 was 198.7 million head 
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compared to the previous year’s marketings of 203.5 million head. Commer- 
cial marketing of chickens declined in British Columbia, Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan, Manitoba, Quebec and Nova Scotia. Quebec experienced the largest 
decline of about 3 million head. Marketings in Ontario and New Brunswick 
rose slightly (Table 5). 

Stocks of chicken at the start of 1974 were 33.8 million pounds compared 
to 26.8 million pounds during the same month a year earlier. However, by 
December 1974, stocks rose to 34.8 million pounds. This represents a slight 
increase above the 5.11 million pounds for the same period a year earlier. 

In spite of high stocks, chicken imports in 1974 continued at a relatively 
high level, reaching 7.4 million pounds. During 1974, exports increased 
remarkably over the previous year’s figure climbing from 4.0 million pounds in 
1973 to 20.4 million pounds last year. Most of the exports in 1974 originated in 
Quebec and these were destined for Cuba. 

In 1974, the per capita disappearance of chicken dropped to 31 pounds, 
from the previous year’s level of 32.8 pounds. Although the exact causes for 
the decline in consumption have not yet been fully analyzed, it would appear 
that prices were not a key factor since the retail, wholesale, and producer 
price levels remained fairly stable over the 1974 period. Table 6 shows the 
change in the broiler chicken prices at the producer level over the last year. 


United States — In the United States, broiler chicken production was down to 
2,917 million head from the previous year’s level of 2,923 million. However, 
broiler meat output was up to 11 billion pounds due to an increase in the 
average live weight at slaughter from 3.73 pounds in 1973 to 3.79 pounds in 
1974. The per capita consumption of 37.7 pounds was the same as that 
during the previous year. Average farm prices declined by 2 cents per pound 
from the level of 23 cents per pound a year earlier. 

The U.S. exports of whole chickens and parts were up by approximately 
42 percent over the 1973 levels with most of it going to non-European 
countries. A noteworthy development in the U.S., initiated in July 1974, was 
the purchase of chicken by the USDA for the 1974/75 school lunch program. 


Turkeys 


Canada — Poult placements in 1974 increased over the 1973 level (Table 7). 
Turkey marketings during the year totalled 17.8 million head compared to the 
previous year’s marketings of 17.7 million head, which represents a slight 
increase of 100,000 head over the previous year’s marketings. Commercial 
marketings of medium were up while marketings in the light category 
remained constant and those in the heavy category declined slightly (Tab- 
le 8). 

The year began with unusually high inventories of 36.4 million pounds. 
This increased to 48.9 million pounds by year end, or about 28.9 million 
pounds above what is considered normal for that time. The bulk of the 
inventories were heavies. In spite of the high stocks, the level of imports in 
1974 were high, amounting to 7.3 million pounds, or just about 0.5 million 
pounds less than imports during the previous year. Exports declined from a 
level of 848,000 pounds the previous year to 3,000 pounds in 1974. 

Per capita disappearance increased from 10.2 pounds in 1973 to 10.5 
pounds in 1974. Turkey meat in 1974 remained a relatively good buy 
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compared to other meats. Producer prices of all three categories weakened 
considerably as the year progressed, while the major input prices continued 
to climb (Table 9). 


United States — In the United States, per capita consumption rose by 
approximately 5 percent to the current level of 8.9 pounds despite heavy 
competition from red meats. Total turkey production in 1974 was 131 million 
birds. Although the number of turkeys raised was only 5 percent less than the 
previous year, output of turkey meat was approximately the same, since the 
average live-weight at slaughter was up 2 percent to about 1 7.7 pounds. 

Cold storage stocks at the end of the year were 274 million pounds or 
about 7 million pounds less than that the same time a year ago. Exports were 
up in the first half of the year but not enough to offset the sharp declines in the 
latter half brought about by the decrease in shipments to the EEC. The 
volume of whole and cut-up turkey processed in federally inspected plants 
increased, reflecting a shift by consumers from the more expensive further 
processed products to those with less added cost. U.S. farm-gate prices 
declined from an average of 29.8 cents per pound in 1973 to an average of 28 
cents in 1974. 

Eggs 
Canada — On the basis of marketings through registered grading stations 
(Table 10), and after making allowances for the production from unregulated 
flocks, Agriculture Canada estimated that 1974 production was 470,159,000 
dozens, up 3.4 percent from the previous year. This differed from the official 
Statistics Canada production estimates. For 1974, these were 459,997,000 
dozens, down from production estimates of 461,695,000 dozens for 1973. 

According to Agriculture Canada estimates, the placement of chicks for 
egg production pullets were down from their 1973 levels. They declined by 6.7 
percent (Table 11). Pullet layer numbers at the beginning of 1 974 were 24 
million head. This was 1.9 million head above the corresponding 1973 figure. 
At the start of 1975, the figure remained at 24 million head; this is expected to 
decline to 22.8 million head by May of this year. 

Fowl slaughtered in 1974 increased by 1.4 million head over 1973, but 
declined by 600,000 head in the last few months of the year over the 
corresponding period a year earlier. 

The majority of producers continue to be small with 84 percent having 
flocks of 12,000 hens or less and accounting for 45 percent of all eggs 
produced in Canada. About 15 percent of producers have flocks ranging in 
size from 12,000 to 50,000 head, and these produce a further 45 percent of 
the total production. About 1 percent of Canadian producers have flocks 
50,000 and over and they produce 10 percent of total production. According 
to Statistics Canada estimates, per capita disappearance of eggs in Canada 
declined from 19.4 dozens in 1973 to 19.0 dozens in 1974. 

The average producer prices in Canada for all grades increased from 
53.8 cents per dozen in 1973 to 60.2 cents per dozen in 1974, or about 11 
percent (Table 12). The price increases varied considerably between prov- 
inces with Manitoba, Quebec and Ontario, the three largest producing 
provinces, showing the smallest increases. 

Consumers enjoyed fairly stable prices for eggs during 1974 with prices 
dropping by 6 percent from their 1973 level. During the first quarter of 1975, 
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prices are 9 percent below the fourth quarter prices for 1974 (Table 1). 
Substantial losses in income were sustained by Canadian egg producers. 


United States — In the United States, 1974 production was approximately 
5.504 billion dozens, or about 1 percent below the 1973 production level. 
According to USDA estimates, there were 286,100 layers producing an 
average of 19.2 dozen eggs per layer. While the number of layers declined 
from 292,475,000 heads in 1973, the rate of lay went up in 1974 by 2 eggs per 
hen. 

The hatch of egg type chicks in May and October of 1974, (which 
provides pullets for flock placements 5 to 6 months later), was about 14 
percent below that for the corresponding period a year earlier. In addition, 
eggs in incubators were down 13 percent. The USDA estimates that the 
number of placement pullets for the first half of 1975 will be lower than a year 
earlier. The reduced number of placements pullets combined with a 5 percent 
smaller laying flock at November 1, 1974, indicated that layer numbers in 
early 1975 will be lower than those a year earlier. 

In the U.S., egg prices rose to high levels in 1973 largely in response to 
high prices of other foods. Prices remained high in early 1974, but supplies 
began to build up and following Easter, prices fell sharply. (New York 
wholesale grade A large declined from 57 cents per dozen before Easter to 47 
cents per dozen two days after Easter, and declined very rapidly after that to 
42 cents per dozen by the end of April.) Prices strengthened in the summer 
and continued to do so up to the end of the year. By the end of November 
1974, they were 61 cents per dozen. Average U.S. farm prices rose from 47.8 
cents per dozen in 1973 to 51.8 cents per dozen in 1974. 


C. OTHER COMMODITIES 


World trade in feed grains was down in 1974 over the 1973 crop year. 
The main reason for this was the decline in U.S. exports. Imports into Western 
Europe were down over the 1973 level reflecting the effect on feed demand of 
the present unfavorable feed-livestock price relationships that currently exist 
throughout the world. In Canada, domestic use of barley declined over the 
period. However, exports were up by about 8 million bushels. The situation 
with regard to oats is expected to remain tight with supplies only equal to last 
year’s use. Feed grain prices in Canada, as in the world generally, will react 
very much in keeping with the magnitude of the 1975 northern hemisphere 
crops. A large U.S. corn crop, as pointed out earlier, could result in downward 
pressure on prices and this would be felt in Canada immediately. 
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ACTIVITIES OF THE NATIONAL FARM 
PRODUCTS MARKETING COUNCIL 


A. HIGHLIGHTS OF CEMA’S ACTIVITIES FOR 1974 


Agency Functions — During the past year, the Agency was responsible for 
determining the aggregate market requirements for the allocation of quota 
between provinces, intervention pricing, and egg surplus and egg disposal 
programs. Council approved a global quota of 475 million dozens for CEMA 
for the year, to include the output and marketings of regulated and unregu- 
lated producers, and hatching eggs for both egg and meat type chicks. 


Agency Finances — The Agency operated under conditions of chronic egg 
surpluses for most of the year resulting in heavy purchases of excess to quota 
eggs and a large build-up of debt through deficit financing of its surplus 
removal programs. The purchase and disposal programs were carried out by 
the egg boards, acting as CEMA’s agents for that purpose. Under the Plan, 
egg production and marketings that were in excess of the provincial weekly 
quota allotments became the financial responsibility of the provincial egg 
boards. 

In the early stages of the Agency’s operation, it was estimated that a levy 
of 1 cent per dozen on all eggs marketed by registered producers, was 
sufficient to finance a 2 percent removal of surplus to table requirements, an 
extensive sales promotion program, and the administrative costs of the 
Agency. However, the cost of surplus removal increased sharply in the latter 
half of 1973, and continued to do so throughout the first half of 1974, to such 
an extent that it became necessary for the Agency and the Boards to continue 
raising the levy with Council’s approval throughout the first half of 1974. 


The Supply Management Committee — The need for more effective 
mechanisms for supply management was recognized by Council early in 
1974, and after consultation with provincial government representatives, the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency and the Canadian Egg Producers Council, a 
Supply Management Committee was appointed by Council to “deal in all 
matters relating to supply management, national quota allotments, the criteria 
for establishing the amount of unregulated production in each province, and 
the criteria for establishing a more accurate accounting and monitoring of the 
regulated production in each province.” This Committee was charged with the 
responsibilities of advising the Agency and reporting to Council on the matters 
stated above. It consisted of one provincial government representative from 
each province, and one producer representative nominated by the Canadian 
Egg Producers Council. Council appointed Mr. G. Pringle, Chairman, and 
provided secretarial and statistical help. 

A number of meetings were held during which the Committee examined 
alternative methods of control, regulation and monitoring of production, 
problems related to unregulated production, and the size of the national 
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global allocation relative to demand. In the course of the Committee’s 
deliberation, several strong pleas were made to cutback the number of laying 
hens, and to adopt more rigorous systems for controlling production and 
collecting levies. 

The Committee recommended the establishment of a uniform level of 
exemption for unregulated producers at 100 birds, the improvement of 
communications between CEMA’s Management Committee and the prov- 
inces on matters significantly affecting the effective operations and the 
prospects of CEMA, an examination of the stamp system in terms of its 
application on a national basis, the implementation of a uniform national layer 
control system to incorporate pullet permit systems whereby chick place- 
ments, fowl slaughter, and layer replacement could be streamlined, methods 
for making the import indicative price system more quickly responsive to 
changes in feed prices and other costs, and the implementation of a system of 
producer sales records. 


The Provincial Ministers Committee — An emergency meeting of provincial 
Ministers of Agriculture was called in July to see whether the Agency could be 
restructured and placed on a sounder operating basis. At this meeting, a 
Provincial Ministerial Committee was appointed to study CEMA’s problems. 
On it were representatives of the Federal Department of Agriculture, and the 
National Farm Products Marketing Council and their provincial counterparts. 
The Committee examined the structure and administration of CEMA, its 
pricing policies and the quota system. 


The Interim Management Committee — In June 1974, the Agency ap- 
pointed a Management Committee to revise its policy with respect to the 
removal of surplus eggs and to shift some of the financial burden for these 
removals onto the provincial egg boards. They instituted a method for 
estimating weekly provincial egg production and for the division of the 
financial responsibility for surplus removal between the Agency and the egg 
boards. 

During the latter half of 1974, the surplus problem began to rectify itself 
due to the normal seasonal drop in egg production in the fall, an increase in 
the slaughter and marketings of fowl in August and September, and an 
increase in exports to the U.S. and other markets. The financial crisis eased 
towards the end of the year. 


The Cost of Production Committee — The intervention pricing policies of 
CEMA were established on the basis of prices set at three price basing points, 
viz: Vancouver, Montreal and St. John’s. Intervention prices at other centers 
were related to those price basing points by the cost of transportation and 
handling of eggs from surplus to deficit areas. The basic level of the 
intervention price took into account the average cost of production of 
reasonably efficient farmers. These were computed by CEMA’s cost of 
production Committee which was established in June 1973. 

Council took an active role in computing costs of production on a 
continuous basis and in working towards an acceptable formula to be used as 
the basis for pricing by all provinces. The Agency was not bound to follow the 
rigid application of the cost of production formula, but did so during the 
greater part of 1973 and 1974. In the latter half of 1974, CEMA commissioned 
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an independent study to be undertaken by the consulting firm of P. S. Ross & 
Partners. Council is now considering the results of the study. Council's 
principal involvement in establishing the cost of production formula was to 
ensure that both producers and consumers were fairly treated. 


Spoilage of Inventory — Throughout the year, eggs that could not be sold 
and readily delivered to breaking plants were placed in storage by provincial 
egg boards, where they became the joint responsibility of CEMA and the 
provincial boards. CEMA did not have representatives in the field to handle 
surplus removal, marketing and storage operations; thus these were handled 
by egg boards. Some eggs that were put in storage deteriorated in quality 
resulting in losses to egg producer board-members of the marketing plan. The 
number of eggs involved was 153,300 boxes of 15’s which represents 14 
percent of a year’s production. The losses resulted in widespread criticism by 
the press and various other organizations representing consumers’ interests. 


The Parliamentary Committee — The matter was brought to the attention of 
Parliament, and became the subject of an investigation by a Special Par- 
liamentary Committee on egg marketing. 

The terms of reference of the Special Committee were to investigate the 
operations of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, and of Council, which was 
the supervisory body responsible for the Agency. Hearings were held from 
October until the early weeks of December, when the Committee issued this 
Report. The Committee’s Report was based on their appraisal of testimony 
presented by representatives of CEMA, provincial egg boards, federal and 
provincial governments. During this period, Council was actively involved in 
the hearings. Council tabled numerous documents and appeared before the 
Committee on two occasions. 

From the documents tabled and Council’s statements and replies to the 
Committee questions, it was evident that Council had written CEMA on 
numerous occasions on the question of excess production and had recom- 
mended measures to prevent and deal with the problem. 

In January 1974, Council presented its interim preliminary review to 
CEMA and at that time, stressed the need for mutual trust, accommodation, 
co-operation and goodwill between the relevant parties to make the egg plan 
work. Council at that time suggested the establishment of a Supply Manage- 
ment Committee, the implementation of the recommendations of Council's 
Price Pooling Committee, one desk selling of all surplus eggs and of eggs 
entering into the export trade, and the institution of a penalty to provinces for 
all over-quota removals. 

The Price Pooling Committee recommendations called for the physical 
identification and separation of eggs produced within quota and excess to 
quota eggs so that the surpluses are prevented from entering the shell or 
table egg markets except under the specific direction of CEMA and the selling 
of the excess to quota eggs at salvage value. It was hoped that very low 
selling prices of excess to quota eggs would act as a deterrent to excess 
quota production. 

Council wrote CEMA on several occasions on the need to bring produc- 
tion in line with the provincial quota and stressed the importance of reducing 
the number of layers so that egg production in Canada can be brought into 
line with market requirements. 
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On the basis of recommendations of its Supply Management Committee, 
Council recommended that a pullet permit purchase system be instituted and 
that the establishment of quotas be based on numbers of layers (which would 
have the effect of shifting financial responsibilities back to the provinces and 
ultimately to those producers who were producing in excess of the quotas). 

Council also recommended that CEMA institute a system for the monitor- 
ing of interprovincial trade in eggs including the compiling of information on 
quality, grade, size, date of shipment and destination. 

The limitation of Council’s authority under the Farm Products Marketing 
Agencies Act of 1972 was clearly brought out in the hearings. Their powers 
were limited to those of persuasion, preauditing of the Agencies’ levy and 
quota orders as well as recommending the winding up of the operations of an 
agency if, in its view, this is an appropriate course of action. 

The Committee recommended that Council should pursue more actively its 
responsibilities in connection with the supervision and Operations of CEMA: 
that the other members to Council be appointed; that Council should more 
actively pursue its dual responsibilities in the interests of both consumers and 
producers; that Council should publicize its proceedings and operations in 
dealing with CEMA and report to the public on a monthly basis; that Council 
should hold hearings relating to the actions in areas of public concern; that a 
meeting of the signatories to the Plan should be convened at least annually; 
that the Plan and legislation should be reviewed to ensure that it has clear and 
adequate powers to exercise the responsibility given to it by Parliament, and 
finally, that Council holds joint meetings with CEMA on a quarterly basis at 
least, to review the activities of CEMA and to assist them in fulfilling their 
Statutory duties. 

The Committee also made several observations and recommendations 
with respect to CEMA. They recommended that CEMA’s board be expanded 
by two additional federal appointees, one of whom is to be a full time 
Chairman; that the Chairman be chosen after consultation with the Federal 
Minister of Agriculture and CEMA; that the reporting system between CEMA 
and Council be formalized; that CEMA’s minutes be distributed to all parties to 
the Plan; that the Consultative and Advisory Committee be more actively 
involved; that a General Manager be hired; that rules and procedures be set 
up to deal with problems, that integrated producer vendors be subject to more 
rigid systems of inspection; that schemes be devised whereby surplus eggs 
can be made available to the disadvantaged under more favorable terms; that 
CEMA investigate any charges of improper interference with free interprovin- 
cial egg movement; that control procedures for auditing be set up; that CEMA 
adopt a policy of rotating storage eggs in such a way that stocks are kept 
current; that CEMA explore the possibilities of adopting packaging and 
marketing techniques to take care of all export market opportunities. 

The Committee also recommended that provincial authorities should 
delegate the enforcement of quota regulations to CEMA: that a permanent 
import-export control policy be enacted; that CEMA conduct studies on the 
determination of a global national quota; that provincial allocation be adjusted 
to reflect the revision in the global national quota; that steps be taken to 
eliminate circumvention of the quota by ensuring that provincial boards do not 
receive intervention price payments for eggs produced surplus to producer 
quota; that CEMA should purchase all within producer quota surplus eggs at 
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the intervention price; that steps be taken to ensure that eggs sold to the 
breaker market are adequately identified and controlled to prohibit their 
re-entry into the table market; that CEMA encourage egg processors to 
expand their facilities for manufacturing desugared egg powder; that CEMA 
avoids the deficit finance techniques; that CEMA considers a policy of 
code-dating shell eggs to assist the inspectors and to reassure the public that 
only fresh eggs are being sold on the table market; that consideration be 
given to establishing a category of eggs called Grade A quality storage; that 
CEMA consider establishing a national stamp program as an alternative 
mechanism to aid quota enforcement; that CEMA assure itself and the public 
that steps are being taken respecting the enforcement of quotas that will 
prevent their circumvention of the system at any level; that consideration be 
given to bringing more unregulated producers into the regulated producer 
area: that steps be taken to ensure that all eggs produced above the producer 
quota be pooled at the provincial level and producers pay a recovery price; 
that CEMA apply its levies on a current basis. 


They also recommended that a basic cost of production formula with 
universal application be established; that a Provincial Pricing Formula be 
worked out on the basis of individual provincial cost of production plus a 
universally agreed upon reasonable rate of return; that CEMA establish a new 
intervention price at least 2¢ below that determined by the Provincial Pricing 
Formula; that CEMA consider embarking on an initial and final payment 
pricing policy; that a study of the egg processing capability in Canada be 
initiated jointly with the Federal Department of Agriculture; that CEMA work 
closely with all processors and breakers; that the Government of Canada 
consider the possibility of arranging a Federal-Provincial Agreement whereby 
50 percent of the removal of within producer quota eggs be shared equally by 
both levels of government; that the government adopt an on-going policy of 
implementing import-export licensing on a monthly quantitative basis; that the 
Department of Agriculture consider adjusting its policy in respect to the 
implementation of the Agricultural Products Marketing Act, areas which 
conflict with the operations of the egg marketing agency; that the present 
policy of identification of country of origin of eggs brought into Canada be 
expanded; and that the government consider setting up an egg processing 
plant. 


The Consultative Committee — It was Council's view that the Consultative 
Committee to CEMA had not met as often as was considered necessary. A 
meeting of this Committee was called by CEMA in March 1974. Members 
attending represented the Egg Producers Council of Canada, the Poultry and 
Egg Processors Council, the Retail Council of Canada, Canada Poultrymen, 
the Consumers Association of Canada and the National Farm Products 
Marketing Council. 

In September, Council held a joint meeting of the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency and its Consultative Committee at which the Consumers 
Association, the Poultry and Egg Processors Council, the Feed Manufactur- 
ers Association, Canada Poultrymen, the Hatchery Federation, the Retail 
Council of Canada, the Egg Producers Council and Agriculture Canada were 
present. The topics for discussion as outlined by Council's Chairman were, 
the need for adequate communications between members of the Consultative 
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Committee, the Egg Marketing Agency and Council itself; the inter- 
relationships between CEMA and the various sectors of the egg industry; 
CEMA’s handling of excess inventory; statistical improvements in the Poultry 
Market Review and the proposed formation of a Poultry Council of Canada; 
production trends and special concerns of the attendees to the meeting. 

Although no firm conclusions were arrived at, discussions were useful in 
furthering the understanding of problems between various sectors of the 
industry and CEMA. A Committee was set up to draw up terms of reference. 
Each member was asked to submit proposals for the terms of reference in 
time for the next meeting. 

A second meeting was held in February of 1975, at which time, the terms 
of reference, the potential of processed egg products, the export market 
potential, national quota allocation, price spreads in the industry, the U.S. 
market and its influence, the cost of production study, recommendations of 
the Parliamentary Committee, the position of New Brunswick and staff and 
secretarial help for the Consultative Committee, were considered. Council 
intends to continue its effort towards streamlining the activity of the Consulta- 
tive Committee. 


Import Controls — Throughout 1974, the supply management programs for 
eggs in Canada were vulnerable to the possibility of being undersold by 
cheaper shell eggs and egg products imported into Canada from countries 
that were experiencing over production. To protect the Canadian egg market- 
ing Plan from such a possibility, the Federal Government amended the 
Export-Import Permits Act to provide for the inclusion of the National Farm 
Products Marketing Agencies Act under the general umbrella of the Export- 
Import Permits Act. This legislation provides for the contro! and regulation of 
international trade in those products subject to domestic marketing regula- 
tions. At the request of CEMA, the government placed eggs under the 
provisions of the Export-Import Permits Act in May 1974, when there was 
evidence that the volume of egg imports from the U.S. into Canada was 
increasing and endangering the marketing program and pricing structure of 
the Agency and the Boards. The government introduced a policy for orderly 
management of eggs by putting them on a monthly quota based upon the 
average monthly imports during the preceding five-year period. The quantita- 
tive restrictions were removed in September. 


The Stamp & Seal System — In its continuing search for more efficient 
monitoring and control systems, Council in the latter half of 1974 initiated a 
Study on the feasibility of using the stamp and seal system on a national 
basis. This system has been in use very effectively in the Maritime Provinces. 
To properly assess the advantages and disadvantages of the system, 
discussions were held with provincial Marketing Boards, provincial govern- 
ment personnel, the Canadian Egg Producers Council, registered egg grad- 
ing stations, and individual producers, wholesalers and retailers. 

Council is also watching very closely the computerized system that is 
being developed on a national basis in order to assess whether the system 
will yield the kinds of statistics that are so badly needed for monitoring and 
controlling egg production and marketing in all of Canada. 

Up to the end of 1974, there was still an excess of laying flocks in 
Canada. Marketing reports showed that egg production in Canada in January 
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1975, was up slightly from the level of production in 1974, and reports of 
larger pullet chick placements and reduced slaughterings in the first two 
months of 1975 indicated an upward trend in production. This was expected 
to continue during 1975. 


The Directive to Cutback Production — In the early part of January, 1975, it 
was reported that the eggs that were surplus to the shell egg market 
exceeded the amount stored a year earlier, and that unprecedented high 
levels of storage stocks could be expected for 1975. The Federal Minister of 
Agriculture addressed CEMA in January 1975, and gave them a month to put 
their house in order and return to him with assurances that there would be no 
repetition in 1975 of what had occurred in 1974. 

A joint meeting of CEMA, the National Farm Products Marketing Council, 
their provincial counterparts and provincial Egg Boards was held on January 
16, 1975. The purpose of the meeting was to discuss the Federal Minister's 
ultimatum and the steps that should be taken to alleviate the situation. 

Council took the opportunity at that time to meet with their provincial 
counterparts to outline the gravity of the situation and explore ways of 
ensuring that egg boards implement the decisions for reducing layer flock 
numbers and controlling production. A decision was taken by CEMA to 
cutback the quota for 1975 by 10 percent. 


Council’s Position at the Ministers’ Meeting — A meeting of Provincial 
Ministers of Agriculture was held in March 1975, to discuss the steps that 
should be taken to get the egg industry on a sound footing and to make the 
egg Agency more efficient. Council submitted a policy position paper to be 
used as a basis for discussion at the meeting. It was evident to Council from 
the content of the Federal-Provincial Agreement that the signatories of the 
original Plan recognized the pitfalls and difficulties associated with adoption 
of the parallel concept, which was the principle on which the original Plan was 
conceived and operated, and which resulted from the application of the dual 
authority and jurisdiction in Canada over the control and regulation of the 
marketing of agricultural products. 

lt was also obvious that a necessary and sufficient condition for the Plan 
conceived on the parallel concept, to be effective, is that there had to be 
mutual trust; co-operation and accommodation in the part of all signatories. 
Performance over the past two years indicated quite clearly that these 
essential ingredients were not forthcoming from many of the signatories. 

On the basis of the past performance, it was obvious that a strong central 
agency was mandatory if CEMA was to develop in order to benefit Canadian 
producers and consumers. Council felt that if this goal was to be achieved, it 
was an appropriate time to rework the principles of the Plan, now that a full 
assessment had been made by the public, the Parliamentary Committee on 
Egg Marketing, the Ministers Committee and the Council itself. 

The position paper put forward by Council reflected the recommenda- 
tions of the Parliamentary Inquiry Committee on Egg Marketing. It proposed a 
re-structuring of the Agency to include an independent Chairman appointed 
by the Federal Government and an Executive Committee drawn from the 
Agency’s Board of Directors. The Chairman’s function, as Council sees it, will 
be to deal with policy matters, to plan the short-term and long-term strategy 
for the operation of the Agency and of the Agency’s directorate, and that of 
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the Executive Committee is to ensure that policy decisions are not taken 
which may not earn the support of the various groups represented on the 
directorate. The General Manager is to be responsible for the operations and 
administration of the Agency. 

The paper advocated a transferring of administration of provincial powers 
for the Agency’s supply management program, as well as a transfer of 
provincial powers in the area of pricing. The management of quotas is an area 
of critical importance if the Agency is to succeed and it is necessary that 
provincial and federal powers in the area of allocating, monitoring, enforce- 
ment and transfer of quotas be delegated to the Agency. The paper dealt with 
development of machinery for monitoring and reporting of marketings, surplus 
removal and financial control. It also called for a constant vigil on the part of 
Council over the performance of the Agency in the interest of the public, and 
the development of programs for market development by CEMA in conjunc- 
tion with Council. 


Minimum Acceptable Conditions For Effectiveness of the Plan — Council 
outlined a set of conditions that should be met by the Agency if it is to become 
effective. These were as follows: 

a. As a prerequisite, it is necessary that there be a physical reduction in 
layer numbers to be in line with the recent reduction in allocation and a 
commitment as to a reduction rate. 

b. Identification and pooling of all individual producer excess to quota eggs 
and Central Desk Selling through CEMA of all eggs surplus to table 
requirement. 

c. Quotas and pricing to be centrally controlled. Pricing and quota 
guidelines would be agreed upon. The authority would be transferred to 
CEMA with CEMA utilizing commodity Boards as agents. Under this 
concept, Boards would be the operational arms but the allocation and 
enforcement of quotas will be the responsibility of CEMA. It would be at 
the discretion of the province which individuals would be given quotas but 
within guidelines and control of CEMA. 

d. Production controls on layers will be necessary for quota control and for 
implementation, seizure powers will be necessary. To accomplish this, 
provinces will need to agree to amending their legislation. As indicated in 
(c) above, CEMA should have ultimate authority over quotas as allocated 
to provinces. 

e. Provinces agree to implement monitoring techniques such as pullet 
purchase permit system as required by CEMA to ensure appropriate 
control of quotas. 

f. Firm arrangements to be made immediately to retire provincial debts to 
CEMA. 


Points Agreed to At the Ministers’ Meeting — At that meeting, the points 

agreed to were as follows: 

a. All provinces accept fowl numbers required for necessary production as 
decided by Council after consultation with CEMA. 

b. That all provinces agree that within six weeks adjustments in fowl 
numbers be on an individual producer basis. 

c. That within one week each province submit to Council detailed plans as 
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to how and in what time limits (a) above be accomplished and such to be 
satisfactory to CEMA. 

d. That provinces agree that in the event progress is not consistent with 
commitments made, a penalty be paid to CEMA as follows: 

i) If the province accepts a layer number control program, the payment to 
be $1 per hen per month for shortfalt in performance. 

ii) If the provinces accept an egg marketing control system, the payment 
to be 60¢ per dozen. 

e. That CEMA be restructured and authorities transferred or exercised by 
provinces under firm contract with CEMA to provide for uniform pricing 
and quota administration. 

Following the meeting in Ottawa, the Provincial Ministers of Agriculture 
were telexed by the Federal Minister to ensure that they all understood the 
points that they had agreed to earlier. 


Council’s Message to the Provinces — It was agreed at the Ministers’ 
meeting that Council, after consultation with CEMA, should determine the 
number of layers required in each province and communicate the information 
to the provinces. 

The layer numbers were estimated, assuming a laying period of 24 to 76 
weeks of age and yields of 19 dozen eggs per year for regulated flocks and 14 
dozen per year for unregulated flocks. The total estimated requirement for all 
of Canada was 22.52 million laying hens, of which 19.68 million were in the 
regulated category. The provinces were asked to let Council know within a 
week what steps they intended to take to make the adjustments. 


Current Status — Council is in the process of holding discussions with 
various Ministers of Agriculture, their provincial counterparts, the Agency, and 
the commodity egg boards on the points agreed to and the responsibilities of 
the various parties under the new Agreement. 


B. HIGHLIGHTS OF CTMA’S ACTIVITIES FOR 1974 


Agency Structure — The Agency’s first meeting was held on January 25, 
1974, at which time Mr. J. P. Tanchak of Manitoba, was elected Chairman and 
Mr. Eugene Mailloux of Ontario, Vice-Chairman. The original members 
consisted of seven provinces, with Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island and 
New Brunswick constituting, at that time, the unregulated areas. New 
Brunswick became a full member with voting privileges in November of 1974. 
At its initial meeting, the Agency appointed committees to be responsible 
for pricing, production, !egal, administration, promotion, liaison and public 
relations matters. An additional committee, with responsibility for the de- 
velopment of export markets, was appointed later in the year. The responsibil- 
ity for the functions of the other committees was assumed by the Secret- 
ary/Manager who started working with the agency on June 1, 1974. 


Quota Allocation — At the first meeting, it was unanimously resolved that 
1974 Canadian turkey marketings be set at 206 million pounds; this rep- 
resented a cut of four percent or a difference of 8 million pounds, from what 
was agreed to in December of 1973, when the original plan was signed. The 
break-down by province is seen in Table 13. 
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Each province produced more than its allotment last year. One of the 
reasons for the over production was an increase in the average eviscerated 
weight of the three classes of turkey, (toms went up by 4.78 percent, hens 
1.52 percent and broilers 4.48 percent). This could have been caused by the 
occurrence of strikes varying in length from 3 to 6 weeks at three processing 
plants in Quebec in the middle of the year; and a shortage of boxes in 
Manitoba due to strikes at the manufacturing plant. 

Moreover, an overall increase in the feed quality and ineffective machin- 
ery at the provincial level for monitoring and controlling individual quota 
production were major contributary factors. 

In 1974, Council continuously reviewed questions related to quota 
allocation in an attempt to find an efficient method for dealing with them. 


Surplus Removal and Pricing — At the inception of the Agency, the majority 
of members agreed that the questions of quota allocation and the establish- 
ment of machinery for monitoring and controlling supplies should be settled 
before the Agency assumed any responsibility for removal of surplus turkey 
stocks and pricing. However, the clauses governing surplus removals and 
prices were kept in the plan as contingency measures. 


Cost of Production — In August, 1974, the Agency requested the provinces 
to submit a break-down of their production costs and to continuously update 
these according to changes in the levels of input prices. In the latter part of the 
year however, this area of work was neglected. It is recognized, that this kind 
of work needs to be organized more systematically and Council intends to 
continue working with the Agency in developing and refining a cost of 
production formula which can be applied universally. 


Regulations Passed — During 1974, Council approved the regulations that 
were agreed to when the Federal-Provincial Agreement was signed. These 
included the levy orders, and the regulations governing licensing, anti- 
dumping and information. All of these are now in place. 


Financial Operations — The Agency is off to a good start in terms of its 
financial stability. Levies collected during the year represented 95 percent of 
what was due to the Agency, and there were no major conflicts over the 
outstanding amounts. At the moment, final reconciliation of the figures is 
taking place between the Agency and the provinces. 


Consultative Committee — The Agency has established a Consultative 
Committee on which the Turkey Growers, the Canadian Hatchery Federation, 
the Poultry and Egg Processors Council, the Feed Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, the Retail Food Council and the Consumers Association of Canada are 
represented. While this Committee met only once as a body with the Agency, 
individual members have attended at least four of the Agency’s meetings. 


Interprovincial Trade & Imports — At present, the exact nature of interpro- 
vincial trade is not known since there are some issues relative to the 
information regulations that remain to be settled. These relate mainly to the 
reporting of interprovincial movements of eviscerated birds. In the case of live 
birds, there has been trade between Saskatchewan and Alberta as per 
agreement, between Manitoba and Saskatchewan, and between Quebec and

New Brunswick. During the year, imports of live carcasses and turkey parts 
rose very significantly amounting to approximately 6.59 million pounds, of 
which 1.375 million pounds were re-exported. Imports were 21/2 times what 
they normally are. 


Penalties for Over-Production — In the course of its deliberations during 
the year, the Agency devoted considerable time and energy towards the 
various issues surrounding quota allocation. The level, timing and issuance of 
quota orders constitute the heart of supply management, hence, it is very 
understandable that considerable time will be spent on questions of this 
nature. In view of the high level of above-quota production and the level of 
stocks at the end of 1975, the majority of Agency members were of the 
opinion that there was an urgent need to develop a method that would ensure 
penalization of individuals who produced above their quota. This would take 
the form of a5 cent per pound levy on each pound above the annual quota. If 
this can be successfully implemented, it would represent a significant step in 
the development of measures aimed at controlling the effectiveness of the 
plan. 


Council’s Recommendations — After carefully reviewing the operations of 
the Agency in its first year of existence, Council presented its recommenda- 
tions to the Agency at its Annual Meeting. Council recommended: 

a. The establishment of adequate machinery for working out quota allot- 
ments and getting quota orders in place on time. While the Agency's 
minutes reveal that numerous decisions on quotas were taken, there is 
no indication of the follow up actions needed or taken to ensure that 
resolutions pertaining to quota problems were acted upon at the provin- 
cial level. 

b. The establishment of adequate machinery for monitoring production and 
marketing in each province and collecting, analyzing and interpreting 
data including interprovincial movements and exports. Council stressed 
that the Agency should make every effort to work in close conjunction 
with Federal and Provincial departments working in the area. 

c. The formulation of policies regarding cost of production studies and 
projections of supply and demand for quota revisions and alerting 
provinces to potential inventory build-up. 

d. On the question of the formulation of the Agency’s policy on surplus 
removal and pricing, it is Council's understanding that some of the 
Agency members do not feel that it is appropriate to consider it at this 
time. However, Council believes the question could be reconsidered 
when the Plan is being reviewed, particularly with respect to export and 
further processing. 

e. The formulation of the Agency’s policy on promoting turkey consumption. 

f. The establishment of adequate, effective consultative machinery. 

g. The development of programs aimed at improving the public image of the 
Agency. 


C. THE NATIONAL CHICKEN PLAN 
A proposal for the formation of a National Chicken Marketing Agency was 


reviewed from the Canadian Broiler Council and on this basis, the National 
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Farm Products Marketing Council held several public hearings across Cana- 
da, to consider the merits and de-merits of establishing such an Agency. 

The hearings which were held in St. John’s, Ottawa and Winnipeg, in 
May of 1974, provided an opportunity for interested individuals, institutions 
and groups to express their views and concerns about the proposal. In 
addition to verbal presentations, there were 37 written submissions from 
interested parties representing a wide cross-section of society including 
consumers and the National Anti-Poverty Organization, business, and ag- 
riculture, drawn from all provinces. 

Council has given careful consideration to the comments and submis- 
sions and has had several consultations on the proposed plan with its 
provincial counterparts and Provincial Ministers of Agriculture. Council has 
Suggested some changes to the original proposal and these are being 
considered by the Broiler Council. 

The Canadian Broiler Council’s executive is currently examining modifi- 
cations to the Plan. The suggested changes will be put before the next 
general meeting of chicken producers which will be held in June of this year 
and it is expected that a modified proposal will be resubmitted to Council for 
further consideration later in the year. 


D. CONSULTATION WITH OTHER COMMODITY GROUPS 


In 1974, consultations continued with representatives of the sheep, hogs, 
vegetables, corn, oilseeds and flue-cured tobacco commodity sectors on the 
possibilities of forming national marketing agencies under the aegis of the 
Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act of 1972. In addition, studies of these 
commodities have been undertaken by Council, and Committees of produc- 
ers from the respective commodity sectors. It is anticipated that discussions 
with these interested groups, as well as any others, will continue throughout 
the year. 


E. LIAISON, COMMUNICATIONS AND PUBLIC INFORMATION 


In 1974, Council participated in numerous seminars, work shops and 
conferences. The subjects dealt with covered various aspects of the poultry 
industry and marketing boards as well as areas of wider interest in the 
agricultural field. In addition, Council members were invited to address 
groups interested in the operations and objectives of existing agencies and 
the possibilities of forming national agencies under the Farm Products 
Marketing Agencies Act of 1972. The concept of national marketing is a fairly 
new and complex one, hence considerable effort and energy is devoted by 
Council to explaining it to interested parties in society. 

The original national egg plan was conceived and operated on the 
principle of the parallel concept, which resulted from the application of dual 
authority and jurisdiction of the marketing of agricultural products. This course 
of action was chosen because of the separation of jurisdictional powers 
between the provinces and the federal government as Set out in the B.N.A. 
Act. 

The proceedings of the federal-provincial marketing seminar held earlier 
in the year have been printed and are ready for distribution. 
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F. ADMINISTRATION AND POLICY IMPLEMENTATION 


1. Market Development — Council’s efforts in this area were intensified in 
the latter half of the year. Discussions were held with relevant divisions of 
both federal and provincial departments of Industry, Trade and Commerce, 
and Agriculture and the Export Development Corporation, Agencies and 
representatives of the trade including export managers, brokers and proces- 
sors. Specific export possibilities have been explored in detail. Direct contacts 
have been made with potentially large buyers of poultry products in several 
countries in the Caribbean, Latin America, the Far East, Western Europe and 
the Middle East. In addition, discussions were held with trade representatives 
-of countries where Council sees potential markets. 

In the latter part of the year, Council participated, along with CEMA and 
Agriculture Canada in a trade mission to Austria and Iraq to assess the 
market potential in these countries. Discussions were held with representa- 
tives of the trade and government in these countries. 

In terms of actual trade, exports of fresh table eggs to Hong Kong rose 
significantly in the latter half of 1974 and early 1975. This market, which has 
been traditionally served by the Peoples Republic of China, the United States, 
Australia and South Africa, offers some long range potential and Council 
intends to work with the Agency in capturing an increasing and sustained 
share of it. Trial orders for table eggs have been placed by firms in Austria; 
this is another market that Council hopes will develop. 

It is anticipated that contacts will be made in the course of the next year in 
some Far East, Caribbean and Western European countries to assess the 
market possibilities for poultry products there. 

In the latter half of 1974 and early 1975, Council through CEMA has been 
able to deliver its commitment for egg powder under the World Food Program 
and is anticipating that further orders will be placed for additional amounts of 
the product. The Turkey Agency would also like to see some of the present 
stock used in the World Food Program, and will be making a request shortly to 
government along these lines. 


2. Implementation of Official Languages Regulations — Substantial 
progress has been achieved in the implementation of the official languages 
regulations. The current status of the positions with respect to the implemen- 
tation of these regulations are as follows:

1. Incumbent is taking evening courses at Carleton University and is also receiving 
instructions through the Language Bureau.

3. Economic Research — The research staff analyzes and interprets 

economic and statistical information for Council. The scope of research is 

thus limited to service work for Council and to specific projects and studies 
that crop up from time to time. During the last year, the research staff also 
provided economic and statistical information for several committees of 

Council and the national Agencies and in addition, served as secretaries to 

several committee meetings. 

In the course of the year, Council’s research staff were involved in doing 
projects with the staff of Agriculture Canada, and that of the Agricultural 
Division of Statistics Canada. These projects were related mainly to the 
provision of information to Council. Excellent cooperation was obtained from 
the Economics and Poultry Divisions of Agriculture Canada and the Agricul- 
tural Division of Statistics Canada. It is anticipated that these links will be 
strengthened in the future. 

A summary of the most notable of Council’s activities in the area of 
research is summarized below: 

1. A study of the feasibility of a national chicken marketing plan completed 
during the early months of 1974. The Study included a description and 
evaluation of a number of alternative approaches for the formation of a 
national chicken marketing plan in Canada. 
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2. Statistical and economic analysis of various aspects of the egg industry for 
members of the egg Supply Management Committee established by 
Council in April, 1974. 

3. Economic and statistical analysis of egg costs of production. A Cost of 
Production Committee was established by CEMA in August, 1973 as a 
standing committee to provide the Agency with current information on the 
current costs of producing eggs in all provinces under the National Egg 
Marketing Plan. This Committee was also requested to undertake a study 
of the intervention pricing policies of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 
and to recommend any changes that would be desirable. Several reports 
on these matters were prepared by Council's staff. 

4. Research leading to a review of the operations of the National Egg 
Marketing Plan undertaken in connection with the Special Parliamentary 
Inquiry into the operations of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. 

5. Areview of the Food Prices Review Board’s egg and chicken reports. 

6. With the co-operation of the Agricultural Division, Statistics Canada, 
Council initiated a special study of the analysis of an egg producer 
questionnaire returns from the semi-annual surveys of farms in Canada 
reporting laying flock. The project was undertaken to provide Council and 
the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency with more reliable statistics on the 
number of farms in Canada maintaining small laying flocks that are exempt 
from the quota provisions of the regulated marketing plans. 

7. A report was completed on the feasibility of a marketing plan for oilseed 
producers in Western Canada. The study of the oilseed production and 
marketing in Western Canada was part of a larger study that was 
commissioned by Council to investigate the desirability of a national 
marketing plan for oilseeds and their products. A study and report of 
oilseed production and marketing in Ontario was completed by a producer 
committee working on a contract basis for Council. 

8. Partly because of the widespread publicity that was given to the operations 
of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency in 1974, Council's research staff 
was required to deal with many requests for information from the public 
and from other organizations on the purpose and the operations of the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. A report on the purpose, structure and 
operations of the National Egg Marketing Plan and the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency was prepared for Information Canada. 


4. Legal Services — During the year the Legal Personnel, provided by the 
Department of Justice to the Minister of Agriculture as counsel to the 
Department of Agriculture and certain related bodies, including the National 
Farm Products Marketing Council, have been working in co-operation with the 
National Council, its members and administrative staff and with the two 
national agencies. 

Legal personnel participated in several meetings and conferences across 
Canada with departmental staffs of the different provinces, Farm Products 
Boards, Commissions and Councils and, more specifically, lawyers attached 
to the different Departments of Agriculture or representing different provincial 
Agricultural Marketing Boards. 

Legal counsel were involved (in co-operation with the National Egg 
Agency solicitors) in an attempt to solve many different kinds of problems. 
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They participated in the Special Inquiry by the House of Commons Investiga- 
tion Committee on the past egg marketing situation. Counsel were also 
involved in the preparation of documents required by the National Farm 
Products Marketing Agencies Act to assure the establishment of the National 
Turkey Marketing Agency. 

A review, together with all the parties concerned, is presently being made 
for possible amendments to the federal and provincial Acts to facilitate the 
orderly marketing through federal Agencies and provincial boards of agricul- 
tural products in Canada.

INTRODUCTION 


This report includes asummary statement of the highlights for the fiscal 
year, with respect to the world economic situation in general, and the 
Canadian economic conditions in particular, for eggs and poultry, as 
well as of other related commodities such as feed grains, soybean, and 
those other commodities and services which bear upon the poultry 
sector. 

In addition thereto, the report contains summaries of Council’s 
activities with respect to the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, the 
Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency, the status of the proposed 
National Chicken Plan; Council’s consultations with other commodity 
groups that have expressed- an interest in availing themselves of 
the opportunities under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act, 
as well as liaison, coordination, communication, and public information 
activities, and activities in the area of Market Development, Legal 
Services, Administrative Services, Economic Research and Finance. 

The report contains a statement of the expenditures incurred by 
Council during the fiscal year under review, as well as a summary of 
pertinent statistical information on production, stocks, marketing, ship- 
ments, distribution, prices, and removal of those poultry products that 
are regulated under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act. 


Appointments To Council 


On July 2, 1975, the Federal Minister of Agriculture announced three 
new appointments to the National Farm Products Marketing Council, 
thereby raising the Council's membership to eight persons. The new 
appointments are: 

— Maryon Brechin of Toronto, Ontario, well-known for her work, and 
immediate Past President of the Consumers’ Association of Canada; 
— George C. Home of Ottawa, a representative of the Canadian Labour 

Congress; and 
— M. E. Pringle of Chilliwack, British Columbia, formerly active in the 

poultry business in British Columbia, and a former Member of Parlia- 

ment. 


REVIEW OF ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


Animal and Poultry Feeds 


World supplies of feed grains in 1975 amounted to 625 million tons — 39 
million less than in the previous year. The downturn was accompanied 
by a decline in utilization, particularly in North America. Consumption of 
barley, oats, rye, corn and mixed grains dropped by 25% in the United 
States. In Canada, estimates placed the year’s consumption at 16 mil- 
lion tons, 13% below the year-earlier total of 18.5 million. 


Canadian production of feed grains in 1975 was about 19.5 million 
tons, 13% more than in the previous year. While yields of oats and 
barley were average, those of rye and, in particular, of corn were up. 
Corn production was up by nearly 27 million bushels from the previous 
year for a total of about 128.6 million bushels. From $3.61 per bushel in 
1974, the price of No. 2 corn in Ontario dropped to $2.54 in May before 
climbing to ahigh for the year of $3.04 per bushel. 

Of the oilseeds, increased rapeseed acreage contributed to an above- 
average production of some 70 million bushels, while higher soybean 
yields more than offset a 6% reduction in plantings of this oilseed in 
1975. Soybean production in 1975 was up by 18%, foratotal of 13 million 
bushels. The adequate supplies and generally lower prices of feed 
grains and oilseed meals resulted in lower poultry feed costs. 


Farm Income And Expenses 


Cash receipts of Canadian farmers increased in 1975, continuing the 
trend of recent years. However, the 3% increase which pushed total 
farm cash income to over $4 billion was not reflected in the net income 
of farmers. Net incomes remained largely unchanged from 1974, mainly 
because of the rising costs of such production essentials as fertilizer, 
farm chemicals, fuel and electricity. 

Farm wages continue to lag well behind the hourly wages paid in 
manufacturing and other sectors of the economy. In 1975, the average 
hourly wage for manufacturing labour was $5.06; in comparison the 
average hourly wage for all types of male farm workers without board 
was $3.06. 


Eggs 

The volume of egg production in Canada in 1975 was estimated at 444.9 
million dozen by Statistics Canada. This represents a decrease of about 
3.2% from the previous year’s 459.5 million dozen. Of the 1975 total, on- 
farm consumption accounted for 13.3 million dozen; hatching eggs, 24.3 
million dozen, and eggs sold for consumption, 407.3 million dozen. 

Although the estimated total egg production was down slightly from 
the previous year, the volume of eggs marketed through registered grad- 
ing stations continued the rise of the past few years, amounting to 332.1 
million dozen in 1975. 

Chick placements for laying flocks in 1975 amounted to 22.3 million 
compared with 24.2 million the year before. Slaughterings at registered 
plants of older hens from laying flocks amounted to about 14 million in 
1975, 10% fewer than the year-earlier total of 15.4 million. 

The number of hens in Canada’s national laying flock in 1975 was esti- 
mated at 23.9 million, a decrease of about 5% from the previous year’s 
figure of 25.3 million. However, because the number of slaughterings 
did not keep pace with the number of chicks placed 18 months earlier, 
hen numbers may have been greater than in the previous year. 

The weighted average price to producers for eggs marketed through 
registered grading stations during the year was down by 4% from 1974 


despite a price upturn in the last five months of 1975 after the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency adopted the Ross cost of production formula. In 
the first seven months of the year, the price ranged between 50.3 and 
58.4 cents adozen compared with a range of 57.8 and 63.6 cents in 1974. 

After adoption of the formula, the weighted average price ranged from 
a low of 59.4 cents to a high of 66.1 cents a dozen compared with 57.8 to 
61.5 cents in the last five months of the previous year. Despite the up- 
turn, the weighted average price for the 12 months of 1975 was 57.8 com- 
pared to 60.2 cents a dozen for 1974. 

Despite large weekly domestic surpluses, imports of eggs and egg 
products increased markedly in 1975 while the volume of exports de- 
clined. The volume of shell egg imports amounted to 7.8 million dozen, 
Up 32.9% from the 1974 level. In addition, imports of frozen or powdered 
eggs amounted to the equivalent of another 6.3 million dozen, bringing 
the year’s total to 14.1 million dozen. This was an increase of 77.3% over 
the previous year’s level of 7.9 million dozen. 

It has to be emphasized that 1974 was an abnormally high year for ex- 
portation of eggs and egg products. Exports of shell egg, frozen and 
powdered eggs amounted to 8.3 million dozen, thus a 41% decrease 
from the previous year. 


Turkey 


Poult placements in 1974-75 amounted to 18 million as against 20.9 mil- 
lion the year before, a decrease of 14%. Making up the total were 10.6 
million lightweight and 7.4 million heavyweight turkey poults. 

Marketings in 1975 were down 20.6% from the year-earlier volume of 
226.4 million pounds and, at 179.6 million pounds, amounted to 98.2% of 
the marketing quota set in July of 182.9 million pounds, eviscerated 
weight. Marketings of heavyweight turkeys amounted to 112 million 
pounds, down 23.3% from the year before; those of lightweight turkeys 
were down 13.7% fora total of 67.6 million pounds. 

In July the ‘indicative price’ formula, which restricted turkey pro- 
ducers to 90% of the average market price for the previous five years 
and which was used as a method of controlling imports, was removed. 
Producer prices at Toronto for live broiler turkeys (12 pounds or less) 
during the first six months of the year ranged from 38.5 to 41.4 cents per 
pound. Prices in the corresponding 1974 period were 39.2 and 45.5 
cents. Following removal of the pricing formula, prices during the 
balance of the year ranged from 39.4 cents to 45 cents a pound. The 
price span for the same period of the previous year was 36.5 to 40.8 
cents. The average producer price at Toronto for 1975 amounted to 41.5 
cents, up 1.1 cents a pound from the 1974 average. 

Prices for mediumweight turkeys (over 12 pounds and under 20) 
ranged from 39.5 to 46.8 cents a pound, with an average for the year of 
42.4 cents. In comparison, 1974 prices ranged from 38.3 to 49 cents and 
averaged out at 40.5 cents. 

Producer prices for heavyweight (20 pounds and more) ranged from a 
low of 38.5 to ahigh of 44.5 cents and averaged 40.7 cents for the year. In 
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comparison, 1974 prices of 36.5 to 43.2 cents averaged out at 38.4 cents 
a pound. 

The year began with unusually large storage inventories of 47.2 mil- 
lion pounds compared with 34.5 million at the start of 1974. Storage 
stocks for the first six months of 1975 remained higher than the 1974 
levels, but as a result of 1975 quota cutbacks in July, the volume of 
storage stocks was gradually reduced. By the beginning of 1976, inven- 
tories were down to 24.4 million pounds compared to the 47.2 million 
pounds in storage at the beginning of 1975. 


Broiler Chicken 


Marketings of broiler chicken (under four pounds, eviscerated weight) 
through registered stations amounted to 551.6 million pounds in 1975, 
32.6 million less than in the previous year. (Marketings of roaster 
chicken totaled 52.5 million pounds for the year, down by 11.5 million 
from the 1974 volume). 

Lack of a continuously available supply of broiler chickens in the 
weight range or volume desired by some dealers and wholesalers 
coupled with low U.S.A. prices were the main reasons for a sharp up- 
swing in imports. Imports of live chickens, carcasses and chicken parts 
amounted to 17.9 million pounds. In 1974, imports accounted for 6.5 mil- 
lion pounds. 

As yet, control of broiler marketing remains in the hands of provincial 
marketing boards. Broiler stocks in storage at the beginning of the year 
amounted to 25.2 million pounds, down by 1.1 million from the level in 
January 1974. Although the decrease amounted to 6.2% it was not 
enough and supply continued to exceed demand. As a result of quota 
cutbacks imposed in 1975 by the provincial boards, inventory stocks 
were reduced to 8.5 million pounds by the end of the year. The average 
producer price at Toronto in 1975 was 35.1 cents a pound, up slightly 
from the year before. 

Producer prices ranged from 33.3 to 34.9 cents a pound during the 
period January to April, and from 34.8 to 36.8 cents a pound during the 
remainder of the year, with 1975 prices averaging out at 35.1 cents. In 
1974, price ranges for the corresponding periods were 33.6 to 36 cents, 
and 33.1 to 34.9 cents, with an average of 34.3 cents for the year. 

Chick placements for broiler production in 1975 amounted to about 
209.5 million compared with the year-earlier volume of 213.3 million. 
Placements from January to July were well below the number in the cor- 
responding period of 1974, but the reduction was offset to a substantial 
degree by ahigher rate of placement in the last five months of the year.

Highlights of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency Operations 


Year of Change 


Supply management of agricultural products as practiced by the Cana- 
dian Egg Marketing Agency is relatively new in Canada. In its early 
stages, it proved extremely difficult to put into effect as you are well 
aware. After a long and determined effort by the federal and provincial 
governments and by producers from all parts of Canada, a supplemen- 
tary agreement was put into force pending the negotiation of a revised 
comprehensive plan. Since that time, the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency has been able to solve most of the difficult problems facing it. 
Public criticism of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency has abated and 
the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency has been able to face the public 
from a position of strength. Its financial position has improved; debts 
owing to or by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency have been settled; 
levy collections have been placed on a current basis; bonds have been 
posted by most provinces; export controls have been put in place; and 
most important, production is under control. 

Innovation, reorganization and an increase in staff during the year 
strengthened the position of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency in 
carrying out its mandate to stabilize supplies and prices. 

Major developments during the year included a new approach to 
financing the Agency’s egg surplus removal program; a new pricing 
system; centralization of pricing and selling operations with the Cana- 
dian Egg Marketing Agency; improved domestic supply management 
and establishment of import quotas on imported eggs and egg products. 

At the commencement of the 1975-76 fiscal year, the Agency faced a 
variety of pressing problems: 

— Inequalities in egg production and marketing that existed between 
regions of the country, and the effects of the chaotic marketing condi- 
tions that prevailed when the original egg marketing plan was conceived 
and implemented. 

— Lack of trained and experienced staff. 

— Heavy indebtedness by the Agency as a result of operating under 
deficit financing through bank loans, instead of increasing producer 
levies, to meet differences between the buying and selling prices of sur- 
plus eggs. 

— In view of the domestic surplus situation in Canada the unjusti- 
fiable importation of large quantities of eggs aggravated the domestic 
Surplus Situation. 

— Lack of personnel to enforce policies and quotas. 
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Council notes progress made by the Agency during the year in re- 
solving its problems and congratulates all members of the administra- 
tion for their success in transforming a financially crippled agency into a 
financially sound one within the year. 


Administration 


Changes in the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency's administration in- 
clude the appointment of a general manager, and the naming by Agri- 
culture Minister Eugene Whelan of Mr. Leslie S. Worsdale of Calgary, 
Alberta, as chairman of the Agency, and Mr. Julien Dufour of La Malbaie, 
Quebec, as the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency director, bringing the 
number to 12. Following Mr. Worsdale’s appointment as chairman of the 
Agency, a three-member executive committee — Mr. Worsdale, Mr. 
Dufour and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency vice-chairman, Mr. 
John Hyde of Dundas, Ontario — was established to direct operations of 
the Agency. Mr. Hyde has been acting chairman since the resignation 
later in the year of Mr. Worsdale. 

During the year, the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s operations 
were strengthened by the establishment of a control section with seven 
regional inspectors to enforce quota regulations across Canada, and by 
the hiring of additional specialists for the Agency’s marketing, account- 
ing and statistical sections. 

The firm of P.S. Ross and Partners was hired to develop a formula for 
determining the cost of production for egg producers with medium- 
sized flocks (10,000 - 50,000 hens), and to prepare an inventory control 
and information system for the Agency. In February, a public relations 
firm was engaged by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency to assist in 
promoting public awareness and understanding of the cost of pro- 
duction formula. In another move, a home economist was hired on a 
consultative basis to assist the Agency in developing and conducting a 
public campaign to promote greater consumption of eggs. 


Supplemental Agreement 


A Supplemental Agreement between federal and provincial govern- 
ments during the year increased the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency's 
authority and role in coping with surplus problems. It provided for 
central pricing and selling, with the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency as- 
suming sole responsibility for setting national prices for Grade A Large 
eggs, based on cost of production plus a reasonable rate of return, and 
for all sales of surplus eggs. , 
The agreement introduced hen quotas as an alternative to provincial 
egg marketing quotas to overcome difficulties experienced under the 
original Marketing Plan. In the original plan, the global quotas agreed to 
by all provinces was 475 million dozen eggs. Included in the initial global 
production base were hatching eggs and eggs consumed on the farm. 
Due to uncontrollable mounting surplus in February 1975, the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency in its wisdom, requested National Farm Products 
Marketing Council to cut back the production uniformly across Canada 
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by 10% with the exception of the Atlantic Provinces, in which each 
province having less than 2% of the initial global quota, was to be 
spared from the cut, providing their annual total quota did not exceed 
100% of their original total. This was done to bring production more in 
line with demand. (For the methodology, see Appendix No. 1). After a 
10% reduction in the national egg quota of 475 million dozen, hen 
numbers were allocated on the basis of 19 dozen eggs per hen annually 
for regulated producers and 14 dozen for unregulated producers. Each 
province was required to post a financial bond, to be drawn should hen 
numbers exceed allocations. Failure to adhere to allocations carries a 
penalty of $1 per month on each hen above the required number, or 60 
cents per dozen on eggs in excess of quota. 


To establish a base for allocations as part of the agreement, the Cana- 
dian Egg Marketing Agency implemented a comprehensive count of 
hens on many producer farms and established a control section to 
monitor and ensure compliance with hen quotas. 

Although provision of import quotas was not part of the Supplemental 
Agreement, there was understanding between parties that imports of 
eggs and egg products would be controlled. Import quotas were estab- 
lished in early July, followed shortly by the start of the Agency’s pricing 
and selling operations. 


Revision of Plan 


A meeting of agriculture ministers and officers of the Council and the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency was held in June to discuss a revised 
Egg Marketing Plan. As a result of the meeting, a 25-member Review 
Committee, headed by the chairman of the Council, was established to 
set up anew Plan. The intricacies of the Marketing Plan, the Supplemen- 
tary Agreement and provincial addenda were discussed at length during 
three different dates and meetings during the year. This would incor- 
porate the provisions of the Supplemental Agreement and the major 
recommendations of the Special Parliamentary Committee on Egg 
Marketing, along with such changes as were needed in the original Plan. 
At time of writing this report no agreement had been reached on the new 
proposed Supplementary Agreement. 


Consultative Committee 


When first established the Consultative Committee had communication 
problems. Some organization queried their usefulness on such Commit- 
tee. In order to bring about corrective measures, different meetings had 
to be held to discuss the role and responsibilities of each organization. 
Members of the Committee were invited to attend all Canadian Egg Mar- 
keting Agency meetings, were allowed to take part in the deliberations, 
were allowed to comment on the various activities and were allowed 
specific floor time in order to make known their views on the subject to 
be discussed. 

This Committee, whose function is to present the industry’s views 
and recommendations pertaining to the Canadian Egg Marketing 
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Agency operations, held two meetings during the year and the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency met each group individually in a formal meeting. 
At the first, the terms of reference for dealing with matters relating to 
supply management were discussed; at the second, the draft of the Sup- 
plemental Agreement and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency recom- 
mendations were studied. 

Organizations represented by the Committee are the Canadian Feed 
Manufacturers Association, Consumers Association of Canada, Retail 
Council of Canada, Canadian Hatchery Federation, Canadian Poultry 
and Egg Processors Council, Canadian Egg Producers Council, and the 
Canadian Restaurant Association, which became a member of the Com- 
mittee during the year. 


Finance 


A change from deficit financing to a pay-as-you-go system to meet the 
costs of removing surplus eggs was a Significant development during 
the year. 

In an effort to alleviate the indebtedness incurred by both the Cana- 
dian Egg Marketing Agency and the provincial boards in meeting 
surplus removal costs by means of bank loans, an agreement was 
reached between the various agencies for the settlement of all outstand- 
ing debts and credits up to July 31, 1975. This cleared the way for the 
change in financing methods, with increased producer levies providing 
a buildup of cash reserves. By the end of 1975, the Agency’s financial 
reserves in surplus removal and other accounts stood at more than $1 
million. 

The change in funding enabled the Agency to reduce its bank in- 
debtedness from approximately $2.8 million in January, 1975, to about 
$1.1 million by the end of that year. At the same time, its weekly loan re- 
payments were reduced to $30,000 from $50,000. The Canadian Egg Mar- 
keting Agency’s loan balance is expected to be paid off by August, 1976. 


Council’s Recommendations 


After reviewing the Agency’s operations, Council recommended various 
measures for improving control of egg production: 

— Control of egg production by means of hen number allocations 
only, eliminating egg marketing quotas. 

— Introduction of a permit system for pullet purchases; licensing of 
pullet growers; a reporting system for the producer sales, and a system 
of recording production and hen mortality in producer flocks. 

— Encouragement of disposal of fowl after 18 months of age or after 
12 months of egg production. Disposal would be through on-farm 
slaughtering, slaughtering at registered plants or, after notifying the 
board, by recycling or molting the birds. 


— Implementation of a system that would ensure accuracy of data on 
such factors as hen numbers, volume of removal of surplus eggs and in- 
terprovincial movement of eggs. 
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— Improvement in monitoring provincial egg production and market- 
ing, and in collecting, analyzing and interpreting data on output, market- 
ing and interprovincial movement of eggs and live fowl. 

— Increasing producer penalties to deter producers from exceeding 
their quotas. 

— Submission six months in advance by the provinces of their esti- 
mates of hen numbers and total egg production. 

— The requirement, through provincial legislation, that every pro- 
ducer-grader and producer-vendor report egg marketings weekly to the 
district officer of the federal Poultry Division. 

— Before supplemental quotas for imports are issued by the Depart- 
ment of Industry, Trade and Commerce, the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency should ensure that the excess eggs in provinces with surpluses 
have been moved to provinces where there is a shortage. 

— Development of a statistical system for projections of supply and 
demand to assist in quota revisions and to enable provinces to be ad- 
vised of potential over or under production situations. 

— Exploration by the Agency of all export market opportunities. 

— Setting the minimum size of unregulated flocks in all provinces at 
200 hens. 

— An improved public information program by the Agency. 


Highlights of the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency Operations 


Mr. Murray Brown was elected chairman and Mr. Eugene Mailloux vice- 
chairman of the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency. The Canadian 
Turkey Marketing Agency membership included all provinces except 
Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland. 


Quota Allocation 


With storage inventories amounting to 47 million pounds at the begin- 
ning of 1975, a marketing quota of 182.9 million pounds, eviscerated 
weight, was set — 11.2% less than in 1974. By year’s end, with storage 
stocks down to 24.4 million pounds, the 1976 quota was established at 
199.2 million pounds. 


New Import Control Plan 


A new system which permits turkey imports up to an amount of 2% of 
Canada’s estimated annual production was introduced around mid-year, 
replacing the “indicative price’ formula used previously to control im- 
ports. The new plan provides for supplemental import permits in the 
event of a turkey shortage in Canada. Final details of the plan have not 
yet been completed. 


Regulatory Measures 


Regulations introduced during the year concerned quotas for turkey 
meat marketed by producers in interprovincial or export trade; pricing of 
turkeys marketed interprovincially, and licensing for interprovincial or 
export marketing of turkeys. 
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Cost of Production Committee 


The committee, established in the wake of the Agency’s earlier request 
to the provinces for a breakdown of their turkey production costs and for 
a continuous updating of them, during the year continued its work to de- 
termine provincial production costs and to develop a cost of production 
formula which could be applied nationally. The formula would enable a 
producer to recover his production costs and make a reasonable profit, 
while protecting consumers from unreasonably high producer returns or 
from paying for production inefficiencies. 


Consultative Committee 


Six Agency meetings were held during 1975 all in Winnipeg. Cemmittee 
members representing the Consumers Association of Canada and the 
Canadian Poultry and Egg Processors Council attended all meetings. 


Council’s Recommendations 


After reviewing the Agency’s operations, Council recommended: 

— Establishment of an adequate system for monitoring production 
and marketing in each province, and for collecting, analyzing and inter- 
preting data, including that concerning interprovincial and export move- 
ments. There should be close liaison with federal and provincial agricul- 
ture departments. 

— Formulation of policies regarding cost of production studies and 
projections of supply and demand for quota revisions and to alert pro- 
vinces to the possibility of an inventory buildup. 

— Emphasis be given to standardization of various cost factors by the 
Agency in its development of a cost of production formula in order to 
obtain continuous and accurate provincial figures on monthly feed 
prices, building and equipment costs, wage rates, and interest rates on 
working capital. 

— Establishment by the Agency of adequate machinery for working 
out a “forward contract’? between the processors and _ further 
processors so that the supply of Canadian turkeys is sufficient to meet 
market demands at all times. Such a contract would be a binding agree- 
ment between the parties, with prices determined at the time of the 
agreement. 

The Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency instituted production cut 
backs in 1975 in order that the inventory could be reduced to a manage- 
able level. During December there were more than ample supplies of 
Canadian turkeys of all weight ranges to more than adequately supply 
the brisk market demand. 

From the January 1 Confirmed Storage Stock figures, it appeared that 
the granting of supplementary permits was not necessary since ample 
supplies of turkeys were readily available. 

It is discouraging and costly to producers who have cut-back quotas 
only to discover that additional product is imported. The additional in- 
ventories will be carried over by the processors and obviously will result 
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in increased costs to the consumer. Consequently, the additional im- 
ports penalize both the producer and the consumer. 

The National Farm Products Marketing Council has requested Indus- 
try, Trade and Commerce to convene a meeting of the Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee in order to discuss procedures for granting supple- 
mentary import permits. 


Summary of Recommendations from Council 


1. That there be an independant central place where orders to purchase 
can be funnelled; 

2. The option of contractual arrangements directly with producers to the 
further processors to provide a particular kind of product; 

3. The option of an arrangement between the processors and further 
processors which may engage a contractual arrangement on the part 
of further processors for that product; 

4. The market research aspect in terms of the Agency’s responsibility in 
determining the right placements to ensure that the right kind of pro- 
duct is produced; 

5. The up-grading of the information flow as to availability and require- 

ments of product; 

. The potential for off-shore markets, in terms of additional product; 

. The agency becomes first receiver of imports; 

.Should further process products of turkey be included in the 

regulation of imports?

National Chicken Marketing Plan 


A revised proposal for the formation of a national chicken marketing 
agency was received from the Canadian Broiler Council. This proposal is 
now being reviewed by the National Farm Products Marketing Council 
which is also assessing the extent of producer support for the agency. 
Concurrently, the Council is also involved in discussions with provincial 
ministers of agriculture to determine the extent of provincial support for 
the establishment of anational agency. 

On the conclusion of the reviews and discussions, Council may call 
public hearings, in accordance with the requirements of the Farm 
Products Marketing Agencies Act, to assess the merits of establishing a 
national agency for marketing chicken. 


Consultation with Other Commodity Groups 


During the year, Council continued its consultations with representa- 
tives of other commodity producer groups that had approached the 
Council with a view to assessing the potential application of the Farm 
Products Marketing Agencies Act to their commodities. 

Several exploratory meetings were held with producers of flue-cured 
tobacco, pregnant mare’s urine (P.M.U.), rapeseed, vegetables (white 
beans, tomatoes, potatoes), fruit (apples and peaches) and other com- 
modities such as wild rice, soya bean and corn. 
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In addition, Council has undertaken a number of studies of these 
commodities and it is anticipated that discussions with interested 
groups will continue. 


Hearings on Egg Cost of Production Formula 


In December 1975, Council received a request from the Consumers As- 
sociation of Canada to hold public hearings on the cost of production 
formula developed by P.S. Ross and Partners and on the methods by 
which the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency uses these figures to deter- 
mine and apply anational price for eggs in Canada. 

In its request for public hearings, the Consumers Association of 
Canada informed Council that it intended to raise questions on such 
matters as regional price fluctuations, impact of the pricing formula on 
the interprovincial movement of eggs, the flock size criteria, feed con- 
version ratio, mortality rate, and rate of return used in the formula. 

After consideration of this request, Council considered it to be in the 
national interest to hold public hearings as requested and these were 
announced on January 9, 1976. Interested persons were invited to file a 
written submission with the Council not later than February 11. There 
were thirty three submissions received. Four days of hearings began 
February 26 in Ottawa, continued at Regina, Saskatchewan and con- 
cluded on March 9 at Fredericton, New Brunswick. 

The Council is now reviewing the evidence and its report and recom- 
mendations will be made public when the study is completed. 


Liaison and Communications 


During the year, Council participated in a number of seminars, work- 
shops, meetings and conferences that focused on the national market- 
ing concept. 

The National Farm Products Marketing Council Marketing Board 
Seminar held in Winnipeg covered such topics as: 

— Anoverview of national marketing 

— Supply management and external relations 

— Uniform pricing 

— Compliance 

— Future developments regarding legislation and marketing plan 

— Application of national marketing at the provincial level. 

In addition, members of the Council addressed various groups, out- 
lining the national marketing concept, the operations and objectives of 
agencies established under the plan, and the potential application of the 
legislation to other commodity groups. 

Consistent with its legislative requirement to consult with the 
provinces on a continuing basis, meetings were held with provincial 
ministers of agriculture and other departmental officials, and a market- 
ing seminar was also held with its provincial counterparts at Winnipeg. 
At the seminar, Council presented papers that focused on the regulatory 
problems encountered in the application, administration and imple- 
mentation of national marketing plans for farm products. 
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Economic Research 


The Council’s economic research staff during the year analyzed and in- 
terpreted economic and Statistical information and reports as an input 
into policy considerations. 

During the year under review, the Council's research staff participated 
in projects with the staff of Agriculture Canada and that of the Agricul- 
tural Division of Statistics Canada. Excellent cooperation from the 
Economics and Poultry Divisions of Agriculture Canada and the Agricul- 
tural Division of Statistics Canada was sustained. A summary of Coun- 
cil’s activities in the area of economic research during the year follows: 

— Statistical and economic analysis of various aspects of the egg in- 
dustry including costs of egg production. 

— Research leading to a review of the operations of the National Egg 
Marketing Plan undertaken in connection with the Special Parliamentary 
Inquiry into the operations of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. 

— A review of the Food Prices Review Board’s egg and chicken 
reports. 

— With the cooperation of the Agricultural Division, Statistics 
Canada, Council continued to participate in a special study of the analy- 
sis of an egg producer questionnaire returns from the semi-annual sur- 
veys of farms in Canada reporting laying flocks. The project was under- 
taken to provide Council and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency with 
more reliable statistics on the number of farms in Canada maintaining 
small laying flocks that are exempt from the quota provisions of the 
regulated marketing plans. 

— Areport on the feasibility of amarketing plan for oilseed producers 
in Western Canada. The study of the oilseed production and marketing 
in Western Canada was part of a larger study commissioned by Council 
to investigate the desirability of a national marketing plan for oilseeds 
and their products. 

— Partly because of the widespread publicity that was given to the 
operations of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency in 1974, Council’s 
research staff dealt with many requests for information from the public 
and from other organizations on the purpose and the operations of the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. A report on the aims, structure and 
operations of the National Egg Marketing Plan and the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency was prepared for Information Canada. 


Legal Services 


During the year the Legal Personnel, provided by the Department of 
Justice to the Minister of Agriculture as counsel to the Department of 
Agriculture and certain related bodies, including the National Farm 
Products Marketing Council, have been working in cooperation with the 
national Council, its members and administrative staff and with the two 
national agencies. 

Legal personnel participated in several meetings and conferences 
across Canada with departmental staffs of the different provinces, Farm 
Products Boards, Commissions and Councils and, more specifically, 
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lawyers attached to the different Departments of Agriculture or repre- 
senting different provincial Agricultural Marketing Boards. 

A review, together with all the parties concerned, is presently being 
made for possible amendments to the federal and provincial Acts to 
facilitate the orderly marketing through federal Agencies and provincial 
boards of agricultural products in Canada. 


Market Development 


Council's efforts in this area were intensified in the latter half of the 
year. Discussions were held with relevant divisions of both federal and 
provincial departments of Industry, Trade and Commerce; Agriculture; 
the Export Development Corporation; agencies and representatives of 
the trade including export managers, brokers and processors. Specific 
export possibilities have been explored in detail. Direct contracts have 
been made with potentially large buyers of poultry products in several 
countries in the Caribbean, Latin America, the Far East, Western Europe 
and the Mid-East. In addition, discussions were held with trade repre- 
sentatives of countries where Council sees potential markets. 

Exports of fresh table eggs to Hong Kong increased significantly in 
1975. This market, traditionally served by China, the United States, 
Australia and South Africa, offers some long-range potential and Coun- 
cil intends to work with the Agency in capturing an increased share of it. 
Trial orders for table eggs have been placed by firms in Austria; this is 
another market that Council hopes will develop. 

It is anticipated that contacts will be made in the course of the next 
year in some Far East, Caribbean and Western European countries to 
assess the market possibilities for poultry products there. 


Agency Operations Review 


With the appointment of Mr. J.A.A. LeVasseur to Council’s staff as 
Director of Agency Operations Review, Council was able to devote more 
resources to reviewing the operations of the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency and the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency. 

The reviewing procedure, as required by the Farm Products Marketing 
Agencies Act, provides a basis upon which the Council advises the 
Minister on the operations of agencies and the changes that are 
required for more effective operations.

The National Farm Products Marketing Council was established in 
1972 under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act. The Council, 
consisting of a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and six Members, is appointed 
by the Governor-in-Council and reports to Parliament through the 
Minister of Agriculture. 

The Council advises the Minister on all matters relating to the 
establishment and operation of agencies under this Act with a view to 
maintaining and promoting an efficient and competitive agricultural 
industry, reviews the operations of agencies to ensure that they carry out 
their operations in accordance with their objectives set out in Section 22 of 
the Act, and works with agencies in promoting more effective marketing of 
farm products in interprovincial and export trade. 

The main function of the Executive Committee, composed of the 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman and two Members, is to effect Council’s policy 
decisions and other duties as Council directs. The Committee is responsible 
and accountable to Council for its actions. 

The objectives of the Council are to maintain and promote an efficient 
and competitive agricultural industry, to obtain a fair return for 
producers, to improve and develop markets, to promote the development 
of new products and to assure consumers of an adequate supply of the 
regulated products.The Act provides for marketing agencies to regulate, in 
interprovincial and export trade, any farm product with the exception of 
those regulated by the Canadian Wheat Board Act and the Canadian 
Dairy Commission Act. 

The first application for a national agency was submitted by egg 
producers and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency was proclaimed in 
December 1972. This was followed in 1973 by the establishment of a 
National Turkey Marketing Agency. Other marketing plans are being 
considered and it appears that the principle of cooperation among regions 
is gaining acceptance by producers. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This report summarizes the activities of the National Farm Products 
Marketing Council during the 1976-77 fiscal year, highlighting the general 
economic conditions that have affected the poultry sector, and includes 
specific information on the operations of the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency, the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency and reviews related 
developments and activities. 


APPOINTMENTS TO COUNCIL 


On November 11, 1976, the federal Minister of Agriculture annouced 
two new appointments to the National Farm Products Marketing Council: 


James Boynton of Chesley, Ontario, appointed to the Council earlier in 
the year, was named Vice-Chairman. He replaces Jerry Pringle who 
became Chairman of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency in October 
1976. Mr. Boynton served as Executive Secretary of the Ontario Pork 
Producers’ Marketing Board for the past nineteen years. 


Jules Thibaudeau, one of the original commissioners of the Canadian 
Dairy Commission and its Vice-Chairman since 1966, is from Thurso, 
Quebec. Mr. Thibaudeau was appointed Member of the Council. 


REVIEW OF WORLD ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


As the world recovery proceeded and resource prices firmed, demand for 
agricultural commodities in the world improved and the volume and value 
of world agricultural exports expanded during the past year. The 
continuing economic growth of developing countries contributed to 
increased demands for food and energy which became increasingly more 
expensive. The international economy was characterized by strong 
competition for productive resources and markets. 

The inflation rate for industrialized nations (13.1% in 1974 and 11.5% in 
1975) slowed to 8.5% in 1976, while world oil prices continued to increase 
and grain prices fell. World supplies of feed grains (barley, oats, corn, 
sorghum and rye) amounted to 68.1 million tonnes, compared with 675 
million tonnes the previous year. World production, 2% above last year, 
combined with beginning stocks of 49.6 million tonnes (55.6 million in 
1975-76) contributed to an increase in world trade -- a record 76.2 million 
tonnes, up from 62 million the previous year. The plentiful supply of wheat 
exerted downward pressure on feed grain prices and the close relationships 
between wheat and feed grain prices resulted in increased use of wheat as 
livestock feed. 


Corn production in the U.S. was estimated at 6.1 billion bushels, 5% 
above the record crop of 5.8 billion bushels in 1975. Higher prices for 
protein feed meant a switch to corn and other feed grains, contributing to 
increased domestic use and a slight decrease in exports. The reduction in 
production in western Europe due to the drought was more than offset by 
increases in production in Canada, Argentina, the U.S.A., South Africa 
and particularly the U.S.S.R. The only sector characterized by a very tight 
supply situation was protein feed. However, the large supplies of wheat 
and feed grains limited the demand for high-protein meals. 

Soybeans and oilseed products continued to be important components 
in world export trade. Predominant among the factors that accounted for 
their increased export value was the strong demand in many key areas of 
the world, reflecting improved economic conditions. Uncertainty 
regarding the production of fish-meal in Peru was also a factor as was the 
smaller-than-expected sunflower seed crop in the U.S.S.R., thereby 
offering the possibility of further Soviet purchases. The food supply 
situation has improved. In October 1976, only five countries were reported 
as suffering from a serious food shortage, compared to seven countries in 
1975 and 18 in October 1974. 


At the consumer level, world food prices increased substantially during 
the year.

HIGHLIGHTS OF ECONOMIC 
CONDITIONS - CANADA 


Canada, as a trading nation, is extremely vulnerable to imported 
inflation. Exports traditionally account for about 25% of Canada’s GNP 
and about a quarter of all the goods and services that Canadians consume 
are imported; food accounts for 12% of our total exports. This relatively 
large dependence on international trade raised concerns not only about the 
capacity of the Canadian economy to compete internationally and the 
need to resist inflationary forces, but also Canada’s vulnerability to 
inflationary forces originating abroad. 

The economic recovery was overshadowed by persistent inflation, 7.5% 
in 1976 but a slowing from the 10.8% for each of the last two years. 
Increases in costs continued in 1976 with the fluctuations of the Canadian 
dollar alternately improving or worsening the trade situation. Canada’s 
international trade position is automatically closely associated with 
inflation, energy availability and cost, and with unit labour cost increases. 
There was also increasing competition in the world market from 
developing countries. 

Feed grain production for 1976 was approximately 21.3 million tonnes, 
7% larger than 1975. Record high yields were achieved for barley (44.2 
bushels per acre), oats (53.9 bushels per acre) and rye (21 bushels per acre). 
Corn production (at an above average yield of 86 bushels per acre), about 
3.65 million tonnes, accounted for 17% of the total feed grain production. 
Feed grain prices were below year-earlier levels. The price of No. 2 cornin 
Ontario averaged $2.15 per bushel compared with $2.45 a year ago. Cash 
barley on the Winnipeg exchange (No. | basis Thunder Bay) in November 
averaged $1.87 compared with $2.40 in November 1975. Cash No. | feed 
oats (basis Thunder Bay) averaged $1.17in November 1976 compared with 
$1.64 a year ago. 

Domestic use of rapeseed decreased as the depressed price situation 
(about $5.00 per bushel in May 1976) and outlook for oilseeds and oils in 
the spring of 1976 induced producers to decrease their rapeseed acreage. 
By May 1977, low supplies of oilseeds had caused a gradual increase in 
price to $8.50 per bushel. Rapeseed prices, which are dependent on 
soybean prices, changed less dramatically. Lower soybean stocks at the 
beginning of 1976 combined with lower production resulting from a 
decrease in the yield and unfavourable weather conditions raised prices 
from about $4.75 per bushel at the end of May 1976 to $10.00 per bushel at 
the beginning of May 1977. 

By November 1976, exports of rapeseed were 10.3 million bushels 
compared with last year’s 9.3 million. Exports of flaxseed were 3.2 million 
bushels compared with 2.1 million bushels last year. This improvement in 
exports is due to the low linseed supplies outside of Canada. Exports of 
wheat totalled 12.2 million tonnes, an increase over the 1975 level of 10.7 
million tonnes. The total wheat supply of 31.7 million tonnes was the 
highest since the 1971-72 crop year. 


FARM INCOME AND EXPENSES 


Reductions in grain prices contributed to the over 20% reduction in net 
farm income in 1976. This decline was the first after a series of five years of 
rising net incomes. Net farm income dropped from its record high of $4.25 
billion in 1975 to $3.36 billion in 1976. Total cash receipts decreased from 
$9.98 billion in 1975 to $9.74 billion in 1976. Reduced farm recipts for 
grain and higher farming costs were the main factors contributing to the 
over 20% decrease in net farm income in 1976. Lower food prices were 
generally credited with holding down the inflation rate. 


The impact of inflation -- 7.5% in 1976 -- contributed to the strong 
upward trend in farm operating expenses, a record level of $7.39 billion in 
1976. This 11% increase reflected a variety of changes in costs and was only 
partially offset by reductions in prices of items such as fertilizers, twine and 
seeds. 

Increased input costs for such items as energy, machinery, taxes, 
electricity and repairs continued to add to costs and reduce net income. 
Increased supplies of chemicals kept the price from climbing. Expenses for 
farm labour increased by 18%, mainly due to higher wage rates. At the 
same time, total employment in farming decreased after two consecutive 
years of increase. Increased borrowing activity, especially from chartered 
banks, combined with higher interest rates resulted in interest costs 
increasing by more than 20%. The cost of feed purchased through 
commercial channels increased by approximately 7% in spite of lower 
grain prices in 1976. 

Supplies of most farm inputs improved significantly in 1976 and no 
major shortages occurred. The rate of increase in input prices generally 
moderated from 1975 levels:The impact of higher energy prices on the costs 
of shipping farm inputs increased by as much as 10-15% in some areas of 
the country, resulting in higher costs in agriculture, both directly and 
indirectly. 


EGGS 


The volume of egg production in Canada in 1976 was estimated at 434.9 
million dozen, a decrease of 8.4% from the previous year’s 444.9 million 
dozen. Of the 1976 production, on-farm consumption accounted for 13.7 
million dozen; hatching eggs, 24.4 million dozen; and eggs sold for 
consumption, 423.5 million dozen. Pullet placements for laying flocks in 
1976 amounted to 24.1 million compared with 22.4 million the year before. 
(See Appendix: Tables 1-18) 

The total surplus removal for the year was 1,847,957 boxes compared 
with 1,941,258 for 1975, a decrease of 4.8%. Approximately 19.9% 
(367,821 boxes) of all eggs bought back by CEMA were sold back to the 
table trade; the remainder of the eggs (1,480,140 boxes) were sold to 
registered premises in Canada for the manufacturing of frozen or dry egg 
powder. The total net requirment for table eggs in Canada for 1976 was 
21,400,368 boxes, a weekly average of 403,779 boxes. The volume of 
surplus removal (CEMA’s total buy-back program) decreased by 4.8% 
from the 1975 level.(See Appendix: Tables 1-18) 

Although the total laying population in Canada decreased by 4% from 
23.9 million in 1975 to 23.2 million in 1976 (2,298,854 unregulated and 
20,868,523 regulated), the volume of eggs marketed through registered 
grading stations decreased by only 0.6% to 22,334,000 boxes in 1976 
compared with 22,484,000 boxes for the same period in 1975. 

Available data on interprovincial movements of eggs in Canada shows 
roughly 14% of table egg marketings recorded as moving between 
provinces. Even with low recorded figures, the interprovincial movement 
in 1976 was greater by 11.26% compared to the same period one year 
earlier. Shipments from Manitoba and Ontario alone represented roughly 
82.5% of all recorded interprovincial movements in 1976 and Quebec 
received approximately 46% of the interprovincial movements. 

The weighted average price to producers for all grades of eggs for the 
period from | January 1976 to 31 December 1976) was 66.3¢ compared to 
58¢ per dozen for the same period one year earlier (a 14.3% increase) and 
reflected increases in the cost of inputs. The weighted average price to 
producers for Grade A Large size (from | January 1976 to 31 December 
1976) was 71.8¢ compared to 70.6¢ per dozen for the same period last year, 
a 1.7% increase. 

The average price of eggs for processing was 46¢ per dozen for Grade A 
Large, 39¢ for Medium, and 31¢ for Small.The average price to wholesalers 
for Grade A Large eggs (in cartons) was 92.2¢; the average consumer price 
was 96.2¢.

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YEARLY DISPOSITION OF CANADIAN SHELL 
EGG PRODUCTION 
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IMPORTS 


The General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) allows import 
controls to be put in place to protect the domestic supply program. The 
total egg quota permitted to enter Canada in accordance with the GATT 
Agreement for 1976 was: shell eggs, 200,000 boxes; powdered eggs, 
equivalent to 178,788 boxes and frozen eggs, equivalent to 119,715 boxes 
for a total boxes-equivalent of 492,003. In 1976, 712,515 boxes-equivalent 
were imported, under both regular and supplementary quota import 
permits, an increase of 39.7% over the regular quota, representing an 
average of 4.2 carloads per week. 

Canada imported 133,000 boxes-equivalent of powdered eggs compared 
to 267,484 boxes in 1975, a decrease of 50.3% and the equivalent of 56,921 
boxes of frozen eggs in 1976 compared to 72,232 in 1975, a decrease of 
21.2%. CEMA supplied 98% of the Canadian requirement in 1976. 


EXPORTS 


Total shell eggs exported in 1976 totalled 171,423 boxes compared with 
759,096 boxes in 1975, a decrease of 77.4% from the previous year’s level. 
Powdered egg exports . (boxes-equivalent) in 1976 totalled 110,933 boxes 
compared to 221,056 in 1975, a decrease of 49.8%. Frozen eggs exported 
(in boxes-equivalent) decreased by 85.2% from 25,964 in 1975 to 3,828 in 
197 0: 


TURKEY 


In comparing 1975 to 1976, the most significant changes in the turkey 
industry occurred within the heavy bird category. Heavy poults placed on 
farms increased by 11.8%; male birds placed increased by 15.7%. There 
were also significant increases in slaughterings (15.8%), the average 
wholesale and consumer prices for hens and the average producer, 
wholesale and consumer prices for toms. Storage stocks of hens decreased 
while stocks of toms increased by 71.3%; stocks of further processed birds 
increased by 75.9%. Total turkey imports, on an eviscerated weight basis, 
increased by more than 210%. There were no exports during the year under 
review. (See Appendix: Tables 19-22)

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BROILER CHICKEN 


Marketing of broiler chicken (under 4 lbs., eviscerated weight) through 
registered stations amounted to 619.3 million pounds in 1976, 67.7 million 
more than in the previous year. Marketings of roaster chicken totalled 63.5 
million pounds for the year, up 11.8 million pounds over 1975. 

Lack of a continuously available supply of broiler chickens in the weight 
range or volume desired by some dealers and wholesalers coupled with low 
U.S. prices were the main reasons for the sharp upswing in imports. Imports 
of chicken from the United States steadily increased in recent years from 
11.8 million pounds in 1974 and 20.4 million pounds in 1975 to 53.9 million 
pounds in 1976. Production of chicken in Canada increased from 603.4 
million pounds in 1975 to 695 million pounds in 1976, imports during 1976 
represented 7.8% of total Canadian production. Domestic consumption 
for 1976 was estimated to be 756.6 million pounds, up from the 1975 level 
of 675.3 million pounds for a 3.1% increase in per capita consumption 
from 29.6 pounds in 1975 to 32.7 pounds in 1976. 

Producer prices remained fairly constant throughout 1976 ranging 
from a high of 41.2¢ in the first quarter of the year to 40.8¢ in the last 
quarter; the average producer price during the year was 4l¢ per pound. 

Chick placements for broiler production in 1976 totalled 233 million 
birds compared with the year-earlier level of 209.7 million. Monthly 
placements during the year were well above the number placed during the 
corresponding months of 1975. 
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ACTIVITIES OF THE NATIONAL FARM 
PRODUCTS MARKETING COUNCIL 


The National Farm Products Marketing Council met ten times during 
the year under review. The Executive Committee, charged with operation 
of the Council, met eighteen times during this period. 

Among the policy decisions made at these meetings, Council reviewed 
supplemental imports, quota allocation for turkey and eggs, approved 
CEMA’s levy changes, assessed and reported on the public hearings 
covering the cost of production of eggs and the public hearings on the 
Canadian Broiler Council’s proposal to establish a national chicken 
marketing agency in addition to monitoring operations of the two national 
marketing agencies for eggs and turkey. The following details Council’s 
activities during the year. 


REVIEW OF OPERATIONS OF THE CANADIAN 
EGG MARKETING AGENCY 


YEAR OF CONSOLIDATION 


This past year was one of progress and consolidation of achievements 
made since the establishment of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency in 
1972. The signing in July 1976 of the revised Comprehensive Agreement 
was a significant accomplishment, replacing earlier interim agreements. 

The development and enactment of the revised Comprehensive 
Agreement also resulted in a growth and improvement in Federal- 
Provincial relations. Representatives of the Signatories to the original 
National Egg Marketing Plan worked together, under the Chairmanship of 
the National Farm Products Marketing Council, to hammer out details of 
an agreement that would focus on achieving a greater measure of stability 
than was previously possible in Canada’s egg industry. 

In 1976, Council formalized the Agency’s operational procedures for 
reporting and monitoring changes in the monthly cost of production for 
eggs and published the record of evidence presented at the public hearings 
on the cost of production formula, including recommendations of the 
Tribunal. 


REVISED COMPREHENSIVE AGREEMENT 


It was a major step forward in Federal-Provincial relations when 
representatives of the Signatories, under the Chairmanship of the Council, 
worked together to revise and consolidate the Federal-Provincial 
comprehensive plan for the marketing of eggs in Canada. Developing the 
revised Federal-Provincial agreement provided an opportunity for 
Council and the plan’s participants to re-examine the former plan. 

In October 1975, Council established a Federal-Provincial Review 
Committee to draft the revised agreement. Signatories (from each 
provincial Supervisory Board and Commodity Board, CEMA and the 
National Farm Products Marketing Council) appointed to the Committee 
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held seven extensive meetings to bring the agreement into effect. Proposals 
requested by Council from CEMA’s Consultative Committee, the 
Canadian Egg Processors’ Council (CEPC), the hatchery trade and 
interested individuals, were submitted to Council. 

Council reviewed the proposal and presented requirements relating to 
compliance, funding, an opting out provision and an appeal procedure. 

The revised Comprehensive Agreement, signed in Quebec on July 29, 
1976 at a meeting of the federal and provincial Ministers of Agriculture, 
provides for a study to achieve equity in quota allocation and continues 
central pricing based on a cost of production formula monitored by the 
Council. The signing meant the provinces had agreed to work under a 
cooperative national supply management system for eggs. 


The signing also meant that the provinces agreed to transfer 
administrative responsibility for the plan to the national agency: The 
plan provides for CEMA to determine the national producer price 
for eggs based on a cost of production formula. Producer prices for 
other sizes are established relative to the national Grade A Large 
price. 

Included in the permanent agreement are provisions for uniform 
pricing, quota based on layers rather than eggs, penalties of $1.00 per 
over-quota bird and the posting of provincial bonds to guarantee 
compliance, an Agency by-law requiring a two-thirds majority vote 
on levy and quota changes and the introduction of a pullet purchase 
permit system. The rate of lay was calculated at 19 dozen for 
regulated producers and 14 dozen for unregulated producers. Also 
specified in the agreement is that CEMA will be the sole seller of 
excess to table eggs. 

One important feature of the agreement is that the Agency has 
agreed not to sell (directly or indirectly) surplus market requirement 
table eggs into provincial table egg markets without prior 
consultation with the recipient province’s commodity board. 

The revised Agreement also provides for regular meetings of the 
Signatories, at the request of the National Farm Products Marketing 
Council, to review the operations of the Plan and the Agency. 
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UNIFORM QUOTA ALLOCATION SYSTEM STUDY 


The revised Agreement provides for an independent review of the 
present provincial quota policy. The Agency contracted with Peat, 
Marwick and Partners to conduct a study of quota allocation as a basis for 
a uniform quota allocation system covering credits, transfers, lease and 
issuance of additional quota. Specific terms of reference were developed to 
ensure equity between various flock owners; quota guidelines were based 
on the life cycle and laying period. After reviewing the report, Council’s 
opinion was that quota issued to producers would have no value and 
should remain the property of the provincial commodity board to avoid 
capitalization of quota value. Council also recommended that the term 
“basic quota” should only apply to quota issued by the Agency based on 
hen numbers. To ensure that hen numbers are below the allocated level at 
all times, total quota issued (including dormant and unused quota) in any 
province cannot exceed the total provincial allocation. Quota not used 
over the 52 week cycle (barring any extenuating circumstances) would 
revert to the provincial board for redistribution to producers. Dormant or 
reserve quota would be issued to a non-quota holder. 


PENALTIES FOR OVER PRODUCTION 

Another milestone in the successful operation of the comprehensive 
agreement was the implementation of Council’s recommendation that 
each province be responsible for ensuring compliance with the quota 
allocation. The total laying population may not exceed 95% of the 
provincial allocation in any province. In provinces with less than 2% of the 
global allocation (New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island and 
Newfoundland) the total cannot exceed 100% of the provincial allocation. 

Any province exceeding its quota allocation will pay penalties to the 
Agency at the rate of $1.00 per laying hen per month for each hen in excess 
of the provincial allocation. To guarantee this commitment, provinces 
were requested to post performance bonds based on the provincial share of 
the total market (total value of the bonds is $1 million). 


POLICY AGREEMENT WITH COMMODITY BOARDS 


As part of the revised Agreement, CEMA will institute a pullet 
purchase permit system acceptable to the National Farm Products 
Marketing Council before January 1, 1977. To monitor this system 
effectively, each provincial marketing board agreed, if necessary, to 
standardize accounting procedures. In addition, the Agency will review, on 
a monthly basis, the global and provincial allocations and make a full 
review of quota issuance twice a year, reporting results (with full 
documentation) to Council and the Signatories to the plan. 

The Agency is also working towards achieving uniform criteria for 
establishing minimum and maximum size of regulated flocks in each 
province. 
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QUOTA 


At the beginning of the year, CEMA requested that the quota be 
increased by five percent; Council approved an increase to 23,167,377 
birds (2,298,854 unregulated and 20,868,523 regulated layers). 

A penalty level was set at five percent below the provincial quota 
allocation except for those provinces having less than two percent of the 
total production. New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island and 
Newfoundland did not receive an increase until the previous ten percent 
cutback level was reached in the other provinces. For these three 
provinces, the penalty level remained at the original quota allocation level. 

To maintain control, the Agency conducts, at random, a bird count in 
each province to determine compliance.To enforce the allocation of quota, 
the provinces agreed to amend legislation to provide CEMA with the 
authority to seize birds that are over-quota. The change to quota based on 
layer numbers rather than on eggs was important to the process of 
monitoring production and implementation of the national marketing 
plan. 


LEVIES 


CEMA requested permission from Council to increase the levy to 
replenish the surplus removal fund. Council agreed but with the 
stipulation that the surplus removal fund could not accumulate beyond $3 
million with a minimum level of $1 million. Accordingly, effective October 
3, 1976 the surplus removal levy was reduced from 3¢ to 24¢ per dozen. 
It was also stipulated that when the fund exceeded $3 million the ‘surplus 
removal. levy would be reduced and would increase when the fund reached 
$1 million.

The administration levy was reduced, effective August 19, 1976 from 
1 '4c per dozen to I¢; the total levy was reduced to the current level of 3'4¢ 
per dozen.

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OPERATIONAL PROCEDURES 


During the year, Council established operational procedures and 
guidelines for CEMA to report and monitor changes in the monthly cost of 
production for eggs. On specified dates CEMA provides Council with the 
necessary information regarding changes in cost components for 
examination by its Agency Operations Review section. CEMA may 
proceed with its public announcement only after the Council has 
authorized any necessary price change (decrease or increase). The 
reporting procedures and guidelines also specify deadlines for cost of 
production updates and provide for quarterly indexing of some 
components of the formula. 


Council also directed the Agency to submit Orders and Regulations 
requiring Council’s approval at least ten working days in advance to allow 
sufficient time for study and review by Council. Failure to comply with this 
request may result in Council’s postponement of consideration of such 
Orders and Regulations. 

To allow sufficient time for Council to complete the necessary 
preparatory work for attending Agency meetings, Council directed that 
CEMA notify Council at least five working days in advance of such 
meetings. 

As the supervisory body, Council has the responsibility of making 
representations on CEMA’s behalf to other federal government 
departments and agencies. To facilitate its supervisory role, Council also 
stipulated that these communications be directed through Council. 


BY-LAWS ON LEVIES AND QUOTAS 


In compliance with Section IV (g) of the Agreement, Council directed 
the Agency to enact a by-law requiring a two-thirds majority affirmative 
vote on all matters relating to quota and levies prior to requesting 
Council’s approval of any regulation. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS ON EGG COST OF 
PRODUCTION FORMULA 


At the request of the Consumers’ Association of Canada, Council 
decided, under Section 8 (2) of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies 
Act, to hold public hearings on the cost of production formula developed 
by P.S. Ross and Partners and the method by which the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency uses the data to determine and apply a national price 
for eggs in Canada. A total of 32 submissions were made at the 
hearings held across Canada. 
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Based on evidence submitted and additional data, the Tribunal did not 
accept the proposition advanced by the Consumers’ Association of 
Canada that the cost of egg production, based on the formula developed by 
P.S. Ross and Partners (and consequently the price of eggs),be rolled back. 
The Tribunal recommended more precise information be gathered, that 
the cost of production formula be reviewed and proposed that the National 
Farm Products Marketing Council undertake studies on the wage rate 
appropriate to egg producers, return to capita! investment, structure of the 
levy system and central pricing. Also recommended was that CEMA 
review data on labour requirements per 1,000 layers every three years to 
update this component of the formula. The following are the findings of 
the Tribunal on components of the formula based on evidence submitted 
in briefs at the hearing. 


There was sufficient evidence to indicate that the feed conversion ratio in 
the P.S. Ross formula should be further studied; a study has been 
undertaken by Council. 

The rate of lay will remain, as in the formula, at 19 dozen per hen per 
year. CEMA will review this yearly and adjustments will be made as 
indicated. 

The P.S. Ross imputed labour figure of four hours per 1,000 birds per 
week was accepted. Council is further investigating this category and will 
communicate results of the study to the agency. 

The Tribunal accepted the wage rate mix as stipulated in the P.S. Ross 
report. Council is examining the mix and results of the study will be 
forwarded to the Agency. 

Feed transportation costs from the mill door to the producer’s farm (as 
determined by CEMA) were accepted with the recommendation that the 
Agency review this quarterly. 

Without additional data and supporting evidence the figures used in the 
four week moving average to calculate capital valuation cannot 
accommodate a reduction of 2¢ per dozen as proposed by the Consumers’ 
Association of Canada and therefore Council recommended this factor be 
recalculated as the cost index changes. 

The Tribunal recommended no change be made in the current value of 
5.45¢ for conversion to Grade A Large and that CEMA maintain a four 
week moving average assessment; any warranted further adjustment will 
take place quarterly. 

The rate of return on capital in the formula was low and the Tribunal 
recommended further study be conducted. 

The Tribunal considered that the return on risk factor was incomplete in 
the P.S. Ross report and that more data on farm performance was needed 
before a recommendation could be made. CEMA is pursuing the 
passibility of establishing a national insurance scheme to cover the risk 
incurred by poultry farmers. 
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No change in the levy structure was recommended. 
The Tribunal recommended the present method of central pricing be 
maintained and further study be undertaken to improve the system. 
A complete record of the evidence presented at the public hearings and 
recommendations of the Tribunal was published by the National Farm 
Products Marketing Council in July 1976. 
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REVIEW OF OPERATIONS OF THE CANADIAN 
TURKEY MARKETING AGENCY 


As a result of Council’s recommendation that quota be allocated to the 
provinces by specific categories to assure availability of various categories, 
eliminating the need for supplemental imports when domestic supplies are 
plentiful, a committee of provincial marketing board managers was 
formed to refine quota allocation. All Canadian Turkey Marketing 
Agency meetings were attended by representatives of Council and duly 
reported. 

The Agency has devoted much attention to developing cooperationand 
stronger lines of communication among the participants of the plan. 


COST OF PRODUCTION 


The pricing of turkey in Canada is based ona cost of production formula 
developed by the Agency in consultation with the Poultry Division of 
Agriculture Canada and is administered by the provincial commodity 
boards. 

In its monitoring role, Council requested each participating turkey 
marketing board to submit to Council, on a regular basis, cost of 
production data used as a basis for determining prices in the respective 
provinces. 


Council recommended that the Agency further study the method of 
calculating the cost of production. A committee was formed to review the 
cost of production formula and the firm of P.S. Ross and Partners was 
hired to conduct an independent study of the formula. 


PROMOTIONAL AGREEMENT 


Recognizing the need for compliance with the quota regulations and 
also the need for a promotion fund, Council recommended that CTMA 
combine these two requirements in a Promotional Agreement. On July 23, 
1976 all participating provinces, CTMA and Council signed an Agreement 
providing for the collection of levies on over quota production under 
authority of the Agricultural Products Marketing Act. This agreement 
requires that performance bonds be posted by all participating provinces 
at the rate of five cents per pound based on 10% of provincial allocation. 
Funds collected for over quota production would be used to promote the 
consumption of turkey. 


TENDERING ON FURTHER PROCESSED TURKEY 


It became apparent in 1976 that product for further processing was not 
always available in the form required by processors. To alleviate this 
situation, Council developed guidelines to be followed by the Agency for 
the tendering of product for further processing. The intention of the 
Council in developing the guidelines was to avoid surpluses of Cry-O-Vac 
birds and consequent shortages of canner pack turkey. 
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To start this program, the Agency invited tenders trom licensing pri- 
mary processors for frozen eviscerated turkeys under the Canadian Turkey 
Licensing Regulation according to definite terms and conditions and 
arranged for an $800,000 loan to finance the program. Security was 
provided for by a registered general assignment on book debts, the 
assignment of fire insurance covering inventory and a resolution (under 
seal of CTMA) that levies collected (pursuant to the provisions of 
paragraph 10 of the Order-In-Council creating the Agency) be applied to 
payment of the note. If Canadian firms cannot be supplied with Canadian 
source canner pack, they will receive supplemental permits to import 
product to meet demand. 


QUOTA 


The Canadian turkey production level for 1976 was estimated at 
70,476,000 pounds for broilers, 45,099,000 pounds for hens, and 
78,566,000 pounds for toms. This total of 194,131,000 pounds was 
increased by 2!4% during the year to meet the market requirement. 
Producers were dissatisfied with the large volume of turkey quota 
imported into Canada -- 16,030,750 pounds for 1976 -- which represented 
8.1% of Canadian production (excluding live turkey imports), a 229.43% 
increase over last year’s importation from the United States. 


To ensure as far as possible that Canadian demand is met through 
Canadian production rather than by reliance on imports, the national 
quota was increased to 207.7 million pounds for 1977. Council 
recommended that quota be allocated by specific categories to eliminate 
the need for supplemental imports when domestic supplies are available 
and that quota be issued on a liveweight rather than an eviscerated basis. 


SUPPLEMENTAL IMPORTS 


Council participated in the preparation of guidelines to handle requests 
for supplementary imports. The established guidelines allow the agency 
three full working days to determine whether or not the required product 
can be obtained from domestic sources at the market price. If product is 
not available under these conditions a supplementary import permit will be 
issued by the Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce. Requests for 
supplementary import quotas from firms which have refused to purchase 
product (meeting specifications and offered through Canadian sources) 
will not be considered for a period of ninety days. 
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REGULATIONS 


In 1976, Council requested that provincial quota regulations be 
consolidated; this was done as a preliminary step in drafting CTMA quota 
regulations which were approved in December 1976 and gazetted on 
February 21, 1977. The regulations, designed to regularize the allotment of 
quota, represented a year of meetings, discussions and consultations and 
provided an opportunity to improve Federal-Provincial relationships. 
Regulations (established under the Export and Import Permits Act) 
specify procedures and regulations for issuance of import and 
supplemental quota, when required, to fill Canadian market need; turkey 
products subject to import controls are live birds, eviscerated birds, turkey 
parts, and boneless turkey meat. 
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NATIONAL CHICKEN MARKETING PROPOSAL 


A revised proposal to establish a national agency for broiler chicken was 
submitted to the Council by the Canadian Broiler Council (CBC) in 
August 1976. After conducting an indepth review of the proposal, Council 
held public hearings in Edmonton (10 November 1976), Moncton (12 
November 1976) and Ottawa (15-16 November 1976). A total of 63 
submissions were made at the hearings from producers and special interest 
groups such as the Canadian Restaurant Association, the Consumers’ 
Association of Canada, Kentucky Fried Chicken and _ provincial 
departments of Agriculture. 

Under Section 7 of the Act, Council is charged with reviewing any 
proposed marketing plan and considering all representations submitted to 
it in relation to the proposed plan. Following the public hearings, Council 
analyzed and assessed the views, problems, concerns and issues presented. 
The following amendments and changes to provisions of the proposal were 
suggested to the CBC to ensure protection of the public interest. 


CONSULTATIVE PROCESS 


At the conclusion of the public hearing, Council indicated that a 
national chicken marketing agency could not be recommended unless 
advisory committees dealing with quotas and pricing were operating 
effectively in every province. This problem was most critical in Ontario 
where an advisory committee was not functioning; a committee has now 
been established to meet regularly to discuss quota and producer prices. 


FREE TRADE 


Any provision in the proposal which implied a restriction to 
interprovincial trade was removed, thereby ensuring free trade among 
provinces. 


QUOTA CONTROL 


The agency would be required to maintain a list of all quota holders.New 
issuances and transfers of quota by a marketing board would be forwarded 
to the agency before issuance. 

Provisions include operation of a quota allocation bookkeeping system 
within six months of the agency’s establishment and quota orders to be 
gazetted within the first three months of operation. To ensure adherence to 
their quota allocation, provinces would post bonds within two months 
after proclamation and penalties would be assessed against any province 
over allocation. The rate for each provincial bond would be ata maximum 
of five cents per pound, based on five per cent of the province’s production. 
The penalty level would be three-to-five cents per pound if provincial 
production exceeds the allocation by more than two per cent plus an 
equivalent reduction in price in the subsequent quota period. 
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QUOTA VALUE 


In keeping with Council’s determination to minimize quota value, 
provincial quota policies would be forwarded to Council for approval. 
Council’s quota policy stipulates that quota would remain the property of 
the provincial board; transfers of quota would be approved by the board 
and be tied to a facility. Producers proven guilty of impropriety to 
purchase quota would forfeit their quota to the board. A portion of 
available quota would be held by the board for allocation to new 
producers and to smaller units to optimize efficiency of size. The 
agreement provides an opportunity for each provincial board to achieve a 
goal of minimal quota value. 


PRICING 


Establishment of the producer price would remain the authority of the 
provincial board and prices would be based on a cost of production study 
to be developed by an independent authority commissioned by the agency. 
Current pricing practices would remain in effect until a cost of production 
study is completed and indicates otherwise. The cost of production 
formula would include a demand factor to take into account inventory and 
prices of competitive meats. Factors in the formula would reflect actual 
provincial costs for feed, chicks, etc.; demand, feed conversion ratio, rate 
of return, depreciation, interest and levies would be calculated on a 
national basis according to the results of the independent study. The 
agency would be required to justify all provincial cost factors. 

In the event of a dispute, the Board involved and the agency would 
appoint an arbitrator within 48 hours; the agency’s decision would prevail 
until agreement is reached. The decision of the arbitrator would be binding 
on both parties, if both sides cannot agree to an arbitrator, the dispute will 
be referred to Council for a decision. 

Council has also proposed that the commodity boards agree not to vary 
prices up or down by more than 4¢ per pound on live chicken during the 
week. Failure by any province to comply with the pricing provisions would 
be more than sufficient reason for Council to recommend immediate 
removal of import controls. The pricing formula and its application would 
be reviewed within the initial two year period. If market demand maintains 
prices below the cost of production, the agency may exceed the formula 
by the same amount for a corresponding period providing the price is not 
more than 2¢ eviscerated above or below the cost of production. 
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COMMITTEES 


A Consultative Committee would be established to advise on matters 
other than quota allocation. Any two committee members may call a 
meeting of the Committee and all committee members could attend all 
agency meetings. 

A supply management committee would meet quarterly to advise on 
quota and price and be structured to include representatives from 
provincial producer boards, provicial governments, provincial processors, 
the agency Consultative Committee and the Agency. 


OTHER 


The plan would be fully reviewed after two years of operation and the 
plan would include provisions for processor requirements and for 
conversion to the metric system. 

The Agency, in conjunction with provincial boards, would coordinate 
quota allocations to achieve a uniform quota allocation system within the 
inital two year period. 
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CONSULTATION WITH OTHER 
COMMODITY GROUPS 


Council continued its consultation with representatives of other 
commodity producer groups throughout the year. Meetings were held with 
producers of greenhouse vegetables, tender fruits (peaches, pears, plums 
and cherries), forage seeds, vegetables for processing, potatoes, flue-cured 
tobacco and grass seeds who approached Council to assess the potential of 
applying the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act to these 
commodities. 


COOPERATION WITH THE ANTI-INFLATION 
BOARD 


The AIB was requested by the Minister of Finance to develop an 
interpretation of the anti-inflation guidelines as they could apply to 
marketing boards. 

In a cooperative spirit and to help implement the Anti-Inflation 
guidelines and program, Council elected to discuss and review with the 
Anti-Inflation Board the services the Board could offer in assisting 
Council to ensure marketing agencies operate within the AIB guidelines. 

A joint staff Working Committee, chaired by Council, was established 
with representatives from the AIB, CEMA, CTMA and NFPMC to 
review advisory services offered by the AIB. The Committee held seven 
meetings to discuss the P.S. Ross Cost of Production formula as it related 
to the principles of the anti-inflation program and submitted a report to 
the NFPMC Executive Director and the AIB’s Director of Food and 
Agriculture for their discussion of policy issues.. The Agency and Council 
are continuing their cooperation with the AIB to make certain that 
producer egg prices are in with the Anti-Inflation Program. 


MEETINGS, CONFERENCES AND SEMINARS, 
PUBLIC EDUCATION AND INFORMATION 


During the year, Council members participated in more than 150 
seminars, workshops, meetings and conferences that focused on the 
national marketing concept. Paul Babey, Chairman, attended the 
International Egg Commission Conference held in Paris as a member of 
the Canadian delegation; Canada will host the 1977 I.E.C. Conference in 
Calgary, Alberta in July. Adrien Lévesque, Member, attended the January 
National Turkey Conference in Miami, Florida as an observer. Dr. H.V. 
Walker, Executive-Director, presented a paper to the XVI International 
Conference of Agricultural Economists, held in Nairobi, Kenya in July 
1976. The 1978 Conference will be held in Canada for the first time. 
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Members of the Councilaccepted over 200 invitations to address various 
groups, outlining the national marketing concept, the operations and 
objectives of Agencies established under the plan, and the potential 
application of the legislation to other commodity groups. 

Consistent with its legislative requirement to consult with the provinces 
on a continuing basis, meetings were held with provincial Ministers of 
Agriculture and other departmental officials. 


COUNCIL’S WORK PROGRAM 
AGENCY OPERATIONS REVIEW 


The work program of this unit involved reviewing the monthly C.O.P. 
for eggs, the provincial C.O.P. for turkeys, prices paid to producers and to 
breakers for the various sizes of Grade A eggs, the volume of product 
reported, distribution share to breakers in accordance with CEMA’s 
agreement, the surplus removal buy-back program, the volume of eggs. 
sold back to the table trade, the volume of eggs moving interprovincially, 
surplus removal funds, levies collected by provinces and CEMA’s weekly 
financial statement and bank account. It also involved monitoring the 
allocation of market shares, quota administration, established Agency 
data reporting procedures and provided data to aid Council in ensuring 
that each province abided by the Federal-Provincial Agreement. 

Research was conducted on central pricing, feed conversion and the rate 
of lay. Meetings were held with the Anti-Inflation Board and with 
Consumer and Corporate Affairs to discuss the importation of shell eggs 
and turkeys and domestic prices. The work program also involved 
assessment of penalties, in accordance with the Federal-Provincial 
Agreements, for provinces producing over quota product. Studies 
completed during the year include a survey on cost of transporting eggs to 
various centres across Canada and a transportation cost study of bulk feed 
from the mill door to the producer’s storage bins. This program entailed 
participation on various interdepartmental committees, working closely 
with Statistics Canada, the Department of Agriculture, the two Agencies, 
attendance at Agency meetings and active participation in reviewing the 
cost of production for eggs and turkey. 


ECONOMIC RESEARCH 


Economic Research developed and prepared the input data for 
consideration by the Signatories to the Revised Egg Agreement and for 
the Cost of Production (C.O.P.) hearings called at the request of the 
Consumer’s Association of Canada. It also analyzed and 
developed data on the number of layers authorized by the various 
provinces with respect to regulated egg production and undertook a 
number of studies on various components of the C.O.P. formula to 
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provide the necessary additional data. It prepared a report on the Peat, 
Marwick and Partners study on Quota Policies and analyzed evidence 
presented at the Public Hearings. Work also involved regular participation 
on an interdepartmental committee of representatives from Statistics 
Canada, Agriculture Canada and CEMA to develop statistics necessary to 
the work of both Council and its Agencies. Data long requested by 
Council’s representatives on this Committee are to be included in the 1981 
Census. This unit also participated in the study, with the Anti-Inflation 
Board, to ensure the pricing of eggs by CEMA was within the spirit of the 
AIB guidelines and submitted a joint report to Council’s Executive 
Director and the AIB’s Director of Food and Agriculture. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The Federal Government’s Official Languages Resolution requires 
reporting on the state of implementation of the policy. Of the Council’s 
complement of 21 man years, 16 were subject to the terms and conditions 
of the Official Languages Resolution. Of these, 13 positions have been 
designated bilingual and 3 have been identified as unilingual. 

During the year, the registry, mail-room and library were reorganized to 
coorinate and facilitate information retrieval. 


INFORMATION SERVICES 


With its establishment, the work program, focused on developing a 
comprehensive public education/information program to include the 
implementation and coordination of public relations activities, a media 
relations program for promoting and explaining Council’s objectives and 
programs and an industry information program. 


MARKET DEVELOPMENT 


Council’s efforts in this area were sustained during the year. Discussions 
were held with Industry, Trade and Commerce, federal and provincial 
departments of Agriculture, Agencies and representatives of the trade 
including brokers and processors. Specific export possibities were 
explored in detail and discussions were held with trade representatives of 
countries where potential markets were possible. 

As an alternative to the breaker market, exports of fresh table eggs to 
Hong Kong increased significantly in 1976. This market, traditionally 
served by China, the United States, Australia and South Africa, existed at 
price levels less than those available on the Canadian market for table eggs. 
Contacts will be made in the course of the next year in Far East, Caribbean 
and Western European countries to assess the market possibilities for 
poulty products there.

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INTRODUCTION 


BACKGROUND TO COUNCIL 


The National Farm Products Marketing Council is a ministerial 
Council that reports to Parliament through the Federal Minister of 
Agriculture. Its duties consist:of advising the Minister of Agriculture on 
the merits of establishing national farm products marketing agencies for 
proposed regulated commodities. Where national marketing agencies are 
established, under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act, the 
Council has the duty of reviewing their operations and of advising the 
Minister on the need for any changes which may arise. The Council has 
an additional duty of working with its agencies in promoting a more 
effective marketing system for the regulated commodities in domestic 
and international trade. 

In addition, the Council may enquire into the merits of expanding the 
scope of the activities of already existing national agencies; advise the 
Minister of its recommendations; review national marketing plans that 
are already in operation, recommend amendments; review regulatory 
powers of established national marketing agencies; investigate complaints 
into the operations of agencies; and conduct investigations into the 
marketing of regulated products. 

The need for the passage of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies 
Act, which established the National Farm Products Marketing Council, 
arose from the desire to coordinate the marketing activities of the various 
provincial commodity marketing boards for regulated commodities at the 
national level. Before this type of coordination, marketing patterns that 
had developed for particular regulated commodities had tended to bal- 
kanize the domestic market for those commodities, and to give rise to 
interprovincial friction resulting from aggressive marketing practices of 
particular regions. 

As a result, various Canadian provinces often concentrated on compet- 
ing among themselves for a particular foreign market rather than work- 
ing in unison for the improvement of the economic position of all 
Canadian producers of the regulated commodity. In view of this situa- 
tion, a major focus of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act, and of 
the activities of the National Farm Products Marketing Council, has 
been the coordination of the marketing functions of provincial commodity 
marketing organizations at the national level. 

The Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act provides for the forma- 
tion of national marketing agencies to be set-up under the supervision of 
the National Farm Products Marketing Council. Two such agencies have 
been established: the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency (1972) and the 
Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency (1973). Progress has been made 
towards the establishment of a third agency dealing with broiler chickens. 
In addition, the Council has received a tentative proposal for the forma- 


tion of a national marketing agency for fescue which is currently being 
reviewed by producers, the provincial governments concerned, and the 


National Farm Products Marketing Council. 


ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE OF THE COUNCIL 


Section three of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act stipulates 
that the Council is to consist of not less than three but not more than nine 
members, at least half of whom shall be primary producers. These 


appointments are made by the Governor in Council, who shall endeavour — 


to obtain equal representation from the following regions of Canada: the 
four western provinces; the two central provinces; and the four atlantic 
provinces. 

As shown in the following organizational chart, the Council at present 
consists of eight members and an executive staff of public service 


employees. Four of the Council members, who are appointed on a full © 
time basis, comprise the Council’s Executive Committee. The Council | 


establishes policies for carrying out the objectives of the Act, and the 
Executive Committee is limited to dealing with issues of an urgent or 


routine nature between Council meetings. Decisions made by the Execu- | 


tive Committee, however, must be ratified at the next Council meeting. 


The current membership of the Council is representative of a broad | 
spectrum of occupational and regional backgrounds and interests. Four 
members of the Council are producers or former producers; two have © 
considerable experience in government and two have been executives of | 


special interest groups: the Canadian Labour Congress and the Consum- 


ers’ Association of Canada. One member is a businessman involved with | 
the processing of agricultural products, and one is an agronomist and a- 
former provincial Minister of Agriculture. This varied membership pro- 


vides for due consideration of the concerns of diverse sectors of the 
Canadian public. 

Council’s staff, which consists of professional, technical and clerical 
personnel, is responsible to the Executive Director. The latter, who is a 
public service appointee, also acts as Secretary to the Council and in this 
capacity participates, as an ex-officio member, in the policy making 
deliberations of the Council. 
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GENERAL REVIEW OF ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


SOME MACRO INDICATORS 


In general, the performance of Canadian agriculture is affected by 
global economic conditions, and in particular by those prevailing in 
North America. This section of the report highlights, in summary form, 
selected economic indicators with respect to global agriculture in general, 
and to Canadian agriculture in particular. The supply-demand conditions 
are reviewed in relation to poultry products as well as producers’ income 
position during the year under review. 

During the year under review, most of the world’s industrialized 
economies were confronted with problems of inflation and unemployment 
together with instability in the values of their national currencies. These 
major economic forces significantly affected the performance of these 
economies, particularly their balance of payments position. 

During 1977, the Canadian economy grew at a rate of almost three per 
cent, as measured by the movement in real gross national expenditure. 
This growth primarily reflected a real rise in retail sales at an average of 
about 2.8 per cent, as well as a 3.3 per cent increase in industrial 
production and 7.7 per cent growth in exports. Progress was made in 
restraining inflation, which fell from the 11 per cent levels at 1974-75 to 
an average of approximately 8 per cent per annum. The latter level, 
which was at least partially a function of spending restraints, particularly 
in the public sector, is roughly similar to the average inflation rate in 
most other member countries of the Organization for Economic Coopera- 
tion and Development. Further gains in the fight against inflation were 
precluded by such factors as higher world food prices, rising energy costs 
and increased import costs, which resulted from the devaluation of the 
Canadian dollar. 

Prices in Canada, which rose by approximately two to three percentage 
points more than in the United States (Canada’s principal trading 
partner), reflected to some extent, the greater vulnerability of the Cana- 
dian economy to price fluctuations in the international market. Despite 
the observed increase in energy prices in Canada, these costs were lower 
than or equal to those experienced by most other western countries. 

Canada’s competitive position in world markets improved in 1977 as a 
result of the devaluation of its dollar from the previous year. The 
declining value of the Canadian dollar on the international market 
contributed to an improvement in the balance of payments, providing 
Canadian import competing firms with an equivalent of 10 per cent 
across-the-board tariff increase. However, further gains in Canada’s 
international competitiveness were affected by lower producivity and 
higher unit manufacturing costs than in the United States. 

Employment in Canada for the year under review increased at the rate 
of 1.5 per cent with the creation of 250,000 new jobs. However, the 
labour force grew at a faster pace (2.6 per cent) by 370,000 persons, 
which combined with an accelerated participation rate (of 61.4 per cent

compared to 61.1 per cent in 1976), to produce higher levels of unem- 
ployment—in the order of eight per cent which represents a 12 per cent 
increase from the previous year. The faster infusion of new workers in the 
labour force exceeded the growth and absorption capacity of the econo- 
my. Participation and unemployment rates were higher for secondary 
wage earners. The existing unemployment levels were further boosted by 
new entrants, who had postponed joining the labour market 4a year 
earlier. 

The growth in employment observed in 1977, despite continued high 
unemployment levels, was translated into higher earnings. Labour 
income, for instance, increased by 9.2 per cent while disposable incomes 
for all Canadians grew at the rate of 9.4 per cent per year. The latter 
increase, compared with the nine per cent rate of inflation, implies that 
there was an overall real gain in the cost of living of 0.4 per cent for the 
year under review. 


AGRICULTURAL SITUATION 


During the year under review, the Canadian agricultural industry 
continued to account for about five per cent of the country’s productive 
capacity. Farm cash receipts represented 5.1 per cent of the G.N.P. 
compared to 5.4 per cent a year earlier. However, realized net incomes 
from farming are estimated to have dropped 11 per cent from 1976 levels 
(Table 1). 

In 1977, farm costs continued to rise, though at a declining rate (Table 
1). Prices for fertilizer, agricultural chemicals and feed had a reduced 
rate of increase as compared to the preceding year, while energy prices 
rose faster. Paid farm labour increased by about 11 per cent, mainly as a 
result of higher wages. Other significant cost increases in input costs 
were: 10 per cent for machinery, seven per cent for interest, and eight to 
13 per cent for depreciation. 

The estimated six per cent increase in total operating expenses, which 
includes depreciation charges, coupled with a five per cent drop in cash 
receipts from 1976, signifies that Canadian farmers continue to be 
squeezed between higher costs for their inputs and lower realized reve- 
nues from their outputs. For example, farm prices of agricultural prod- 
ucts dropped during the year by 2.3 per cent compared to a rise of six per 
cent in farm input prices (Table 1). 
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POULTRY PRODUCTS 


The poultry subsector was affected primarily by the overall economic 
climate, particularly the positive effects of decreased feed grain prices 
(Table 2) and a devalued dollar. Canadian grain production was estima- 
ted at 1,310.1 thousand metric tonnes (Table 3). Supplies were, there- 
fore, quite adequate for domestic needs. 


EGGS 


During 1977, a combination of lower feed grain prices and improved 
productivity led to a six cent reduction in the farm price for a dozen eggs 
(Table 4). Egg production increased by one per cent, from 454.5 million 
dozens to 458.7 million (Table 5 and Chart 1). Conditions for a slow 
down or reversal in this growth of supply were created through a five per 
cent cutback in pullet chick placements, ordered by the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency, and a change in the definition of a laying hen from a 
bird of 24 weeks old to one of 20 weeks. Additional data relating to the 
supply, income, disposition, chick placements, layer inventories, surplus 
removal and marketings are presented in Table 5A and Appendices | to 
14. 

Demand for eggs continued its secular decline (Table 6) in spite of an 
accompanying growth of population of 1.3 per cent per annum. Domestic 
per capita disappearance of all eggs is estimated to have fallen by five per 
cent, from 19.1 dozens in 1976 to 18.6 dozens in 1977. This decline 
presumably reflected changes in consumer tastes and preferences, as well 
as a relative inelasticity in demand for eggs with respect to prices and 
incomes. This trend towards a decline in per capita consumption is not 
unique to Canada, as it has been experienced by most of the world’s 
industrialized countries.

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TURKEYS 


Data relating to prices at the wholesale, retail and producer levels are 
presented in Table 7. 

Turkey slaughterings in registered premises showed a significant increase 
during 1976-77, with variations by category of birds (Table 8). A decline 
in turkey broiler slaughterings during this period by .1 per cent was 
accompanied by a 5.8 per cent increase for hens and toms. Total storage 
stocks for all turkeys by the close of the year climbed by 9.1 per cent, 
reflected the pressures of higher producer prices and competition from 
substitute products (Table 9). ; 

The published data on domestic disappearance for turkey show, during 
1977, an increase of 20 per cent for hens and a decline of eight per cent 
and seven per cent respectively for broilers and toms. Per capita disap- 
pearance in the year declined marginally by 0.1 per cent, from 9.3 pounds 
to 9.2 pounds (Table 6). This decline is largely attributable to changes in 
consumers’ tastes and preferences. Other factors contributing to a 
decreasing per capita consumption of turkey have been a low income 
elasticity of demand, an active competition from substitute meats, and a 
change in family living patterns. Additional data regarding supply, quota 
allocations, imports and producer prices are presented in Appendices 15 
fo 19.

CHICKENS 


The data presented in Table 10 and Appendix 20 indicate that 
producer prices for broiler chicken increased marginally from 34.9 cents 
per pound in January 1977 to 35.6 cents in December of the same year: 
an increase of only .7 cent per pound. Wholesale to retail prices rose from 
67.32 cents to 70.9 cents over the same period: that is by 3.58 cents per 
pound. The price paid by consumers, however, rose relatively faster from 
90.11 cents per pound to 97.35 cents during 1977. This represents an 
increase of 7.24 cents per pound over the same period. It can be seen 
then, that while producer prices changed only marginally during 1977, 
consumer prices rose relatively faster during the same period. An impor- 
tant factor contributing to the stability of chicken broiler prices for the 
year was a decline in feed grain prices. 

Total chicken slaughterings, which increased by about three per cent 
from 1976, reflected the four per cent increase in broiler slaughterings, as 
these lighter chickens accounted for 90 per cent of all slaughterings 
(Table 11). Roaster (over four pounds) slaughterings actually declined 
during the same period by two per cent (Table 11). The decline in storage 
stocks by 23 per cent, indicates a strong and growing demand for chicken 
throughout the year. Data relating to the number of producers by size 
categories are presented in Appendix 21. 

Published data on domestic disappearance showed a rise of six per cent 
for chicken broilers and 10 per cent for roasters during 1977. Per capita 
consumption for the same period increased by 4.1 per cent for broilers: 
from 32.7 in 1976 to 34.0 pounds in 1977 (Table 6). The observed 
strength in the demand for chicken meats is attributable to the stability 
of prices, pressure from U.S. imports and the pull of disposable consumer 
incomes. The demand for chicken meats was only slightly affected by 
changes in prices of substitutes such as beef and pork.

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ACTIVITIES OF THE COUNCIL FOR 1977-78 


In fulfilment of its mandate as set out under the Farm Products 
Marketing Agencies Act, the National Farm Products Marketing Coun- 
cil undertook a wide range of activities during the year under review. The 
major focus of these activities were: regulating and supervising agency 
operations; pre-auditing and monitoring the application of established 
prices; upgrading the level of public awareness of the nature, functions 
and role of the Council; outlining for both domestic and international 
organizations the Canadian experience with national marketing pro- 
grams; gaining insights into the experience of other countries’ marketing 
management programs; meeting with provincial supervisory agencies to 
review common marketing problems and to consider and evaluate pro- 
gram solutions; considering and reviewing proposed program amend- 
ments; obtaining the public’s views on program issues and problems, 
public education and information dissemination; investigating and 
analyzing alternative solutions to marketing problems and other econom- 
ic issues; and expanding the domestic and export markets for the regulat- 
ed product. 

Following is a summary of specific activities undertaken by the Council 
during the year under review. 


LIAISON, COORDINATION AND INFORMATION 


During the year under review, the Council, in accordance with its 
duties and responsibilities, undertook a variety of liaison, coordination 
and information activities which were designed to upgrade public aware- 
ness and understanding of the Council, and its regulated national market- 
ing programs; explore and resolve concerns on the implementation of the 
legislation; provide guidance and advice to government departments and 
agencies; and provide information to the general public. These activities 
took the form of seminars, meetings and conferences. 


MEETINGS, CONFERENCES AND SEMINARS 


During 1977-78, Council was represented at more than 70 meetings, 
conferences and seminars that dealt with the marketing of farm products, 
in addition to the meetings routinely held in connection with the supervi- 
sion of the national marketing programs. Of particular importance was 
the meeting of the International Egg Commission which was held in 
Calgary. This meeting, which was held in Canada for the first time, was 
attended by more than 300 delegates from 22 countries. The delegates 
were interested in gaining insights into the national marketing programs 
adopted in Canada to stabilize the poultry industry. Consequently, at the 
meeting Council presented, as requested, a paper dealing with the 
development of the national marketing programs in Canada; the nature 
of the program with respect to eggs; the problems encountered in these

programs; the potentials for increased egg consumption; and the role 
played by Council in fostering better federal-provincial relations and 
national unity. 

During the year under review, the Council sponsored the annual 
Federal-Provincial Marketing Seminar at Quebec City. The purpose of 
this seminar was to review and explore with provincial supervisory 
agencies a number of problems that were encountered in the implementa- 
tion and administration of the national marketing programs. Among the 
specific problems reviewed were: estimating market demand for eggs; 
quotas and quota values; the question of whether marketing boards and 
commissions are encouraged to place excessive emphasis on supply 
management and control; pricing policies based on cost of production as 
opposed to market conditions; and the image of marketing boards and 
agencies. 

All provincial supervisory agencies and the Council participated in this 
seminar, the proceedings of which may be obtained from the Council 
upon request. 

The Council convened a meeting of provincial supervisory agencies and 
their legal advisors together with representatives of national marketing 
agencies to discuss the implications of the Supreme Court judgement 
rendered on January 19, 1978 pertaining to the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency’s surplus disposal prerogatives and its levy powers. Separate 
meetings were arranged at a later date for three provinces that were 
unable to attend at that time. 

In its judgement, the Supreme Court upheld the validity of the Farm 
Products Marketing Agencies Act. However, there were some aspects left 
in doubt on which speedy remedial action needed to be taken by the 
provinces. The first was that of ensuring that adequate legal authority 
was in place for the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency to buy and dispose 
of intraprovincial egg surpluses which would involve a delegation of 
surplus removal authority by provincial egg boards to the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency. 

Another problem related to the fact that the levy was no longer 
considered to be a tax, indicating that the provinces are entitled to more 
autonomy in the collection of levies than was previously realized in the 
Supreme Court judgement of 1957. In resolving this particular issue, a 
consensus was reached that the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency would 
impose an interprovincial and export levy on all producers at a specified 
rate on all eggs produced minus the quantity produced for local or 
intraprovincial trade. It was also agreed that each provincial board would 
also impose a levy at the same rate on all eggs produced minus the 
quantity produced for extraprovincial trade. As a result, a producer 
would pay a levy at the specified rate on his total production. By acting 
as an agent for the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, each provincial egg 
board would collect two levies: one to be used by the egg board and the 
other to be used by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency to defray 
surplus removal and administration costs. 


In view of the sense of real urgency in dealing effectively with these 
two issues, the provinces agreed with the two approaches outlined above 
and undertook to recommend the necessary amendments to their provin- 
cial marketing legislation or marketing plans or orders and regulations, if 
needed, in order to accommodate these changes. 

The National Farm Products Marketing Council commends the prov- 
inces for the speed and effectiveness with which they proceeded with 
these issues to render more effective the administration and implementa- 
tion of the National Egg Marketing Plan. The goodwill which prevailed 
at this time was enhanced by the participants’ willingness and desire to 
make national marketing plans function effectively. Such proceedings 
augur well for harmonious federal-provincial cooperation; thereby 
strengthening national unity. 

The National Farm Products Marketing Council also convened a 
meeting of the Signatories of the National Egg Marketing Plan in 
Ottawa towards the end of the fiscal year under review in order to discuss 
a number of issues and concerns relating to the Plan. The main issues and 
concerns discussed were: a proposal to exempt from quota reduction those 
provinces having less than two per cent of the global allocation; a 
proposal to establish differentials on sizes of Grade A eggs, and to review 
the Pricing Agreement; a review of cosigning mechanisms to prevent 
issuing of provincial quotas and/or permits in excess of allocations; 
instances of noncompliance with the Agreement; concern with the need to 
minimize quota values; and the appointment of a Chairman to the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. 

The Council also participated in a wide variety of meetings with 
Provincial Ministers and their Departments of Agriculture, producer 
representatives, provincial supervisory bodies, federal government depart- 
ments, consumer representatives, processors and allied industries. These 
meetings provided an opportunity for dialogue on mutual problems and to 
explain the Council’s specific authorities as well as the agencies that it 
Supervises, and to resolve concerns and other problems raised. Among 
these meetings were those relating to the marketing of fescue, potatoes, 
rapeseed, apples and tobacco. At these meetings, the probable application 
of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act to these commodities was 
discussed. A tentative proposal for the formation of an agency was 
submitted by the producers of fescue. This proposal is now being con- 
sidered by the National Farm Products Marketing Council and the 
provincial governments concerned. 

Other meetings were held with consumer and producer groups in order 
to review concerns raised regarding the cost of production formula 
developed for eggs. The Council provided representatives of these groups 
with information on the methodology used in conducting the producers’ 
survey and of the analysis of the results. Discussions are continuing with 
these and other groups interested in the application of the cost of 
production formula. 

In fact, during the year under review, the Council received a number of 
complaints from provincial producer marketing boards concerning the 
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cost of production formula which some felt did not adequately reflect 
actual costs of production. As a result, some boards enquired into the 
most effective manner in which the formula might be amended to take 
into account these special cases. The Council is continuing its examina- 
tion of the application of the formula in order to determine the most 
objective method of dealing with inequities, where indicated. 


HEARINGS 


The Council was requested to and did appear before the British 
Columbia Select Standing Committee on Agriculture on August 30, 1977 
to answer questions pertaining to the formation of a rational broiler 
chicken marketing agency. In its presentation to the British Columbia 
Select Standing Committee, the Council explained the purpose of the 
Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act and the responsibilities of the 
Council, briefed the Committee on the status of the proposed national 
chicken marketing agency, outlined Council’s policy of noninterference 
with respect to provinces’ intention on the proposed new agency, and 
highlighted the advantages and disadvantages of national marketing 
agencies while pointing out their contribution to enhancing federal-pro- 
vincial relations and national unity. 


PUBLIC INFORMATION 


Furthermore, during the year under review, the Council undertook a 
considerable amount of liaison activities with individuals, interested 
groups and the public at large pertaining to Council’s nature, role, 
responsibilities and functions, as well as those of the national marketing 
boards under its supervison. During these meetings, it dealt with concerns 
raised by these groups regarding problems that they encountered in the 
application and administration of the national marketing program. 

Among the complaints considered were those relating to problems 
which some private groups encountered in the procurement of eggs to 
service the needs of clients. In addition, the Council responded to a 
number of published articles and other material intended for public 
consumption in which there were misinterpretations of the goals and 
objectives of the activities of the Council and the national marketing 
agencies under its supervision. 

In replying to enquiries and in responding to published material, the 
Council has continuously attempted to provide the public with an accu- 
rate portrayal of its nature, functions and responsibilities. Efforts in this 
regard involved answering queries from special interest groups, the public 
at large and government departments and agencies. Free distribution of 
the Council’s publications has also helped considerably in this regard. A 
number of publications were made by the Council during the year under 
review in order to further its posture of full public disclosure of the 
proceedings of its marketing seminar, and public hearings on the proposal 
for a national chicken marketing program. 
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MARKET DEVELOPMENT 


Section 6. (1) (c) of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act 
requires that the Council work with the national marketing agencies 
under its supervision in promoting a more effective marketing of the 
regulated product in interprovincial and export trade. In fulfilment of this 
responsibility, the Council undertook a number of activities that were 
designed to expand the domestic and foreign markets for the regulated 
commodity. 

One of Council’s activities in this connection has been a coordinating 
and monitoring role which it has assumed in the marketing of dried egg 
powder to a number of countries under the World Food Program. 
Shipment of orders under this program, during the year under review, 
amounted to some 124 metric tonnes of dried egg powder to countries in 
Africa and Latin America. 

During the year under review, efforts were intensified on a continuous 
basis to explore possibilities of expanding international markets for 
Canadian poultry products. These efforts involved following up leads 
concerning export prospects, establishing contacts in various countries 
and in developing working relationships as well as liaising with producers 
and processors of poultry products. The Council participated, with the 
help of the Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce and its foreign 
trade missions, in a continuing assessment of the prospects for exporting 
egg and egg products, turkeys and chicken to foreign markets. 

Council’s role in the development of export markets has been limited to 
locating prospects and establishing initial contact between buyers and 
sellers. Council does not have the mandate, the organizational make-up 
or the resources that would enable it to explore and exploit aggressively 
new market opportunities in concert with producers and processors. An 
important limitation in this regard is that the Council does not assume 
title to product and, therefore, cannot enter into negotiations with 
prospective buyers of Canadian poultry products. It performs, however, 
the important coordinating function of bringing prospective buyers and 
the agencies together. 


ECONOMIC RESEARCH 


Section 7. (1) (g) of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act 
stipulates that in order to fulfill its duties, the National Farm Products 
Marketing Council may on its own initiative or on the direction of the 
Minister conduct studies or research any matter relating to the marketing 
of the regulated product in interprovincial or export trade. Moreover, 
Section 13 of the legislation requires that in conducting its business, the 
Council shall, whenever possible, utilize the services of officers and 
employees within the public service. 

In fulfillment of these obligations, the Council initiated or undertook a 
number of examinations of several matters relating to the marketing of 
the regulated commodities in interprovincial and export trade. In this 
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connection, Council undertook two types of examinations, viz short-term 
or ad hoc, and long-term examinations. The short-term or ad hoc 
examinations were conducted within the Council and involved such areas 
as: cost of egg production, estimation of market demand for turkeys, 
pricing of feed, cost of production for turkeys, and survey of world 
market for poultry products. 

The long-term examinations, which were more demanding in terms of 
time considerations and resource inputs, have been referred to the 
Economics Branch, Agriculture Canada, for investigation and report. 
These involved such considerations as: transportation and handling 
charges for eggs in interprovincial trade, and analysis of the long-term 
demand for eggs, turkeys and chicken. Interested provinces will be invited 
to do a parallel study and Council looks forward to the results of such 
studies. 

Other economic and statistical endeavours undertaken by the Council 
during the year under review involved the analysis of submissions to 
Council for national or regional marketing plans, and also enquiries 
relative to beef marketing, as producers of this commodity may consider 
applying under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act. 

The Council was also actively represented in the membership of a 
Special Steering Committee on Poultry Statistics. This Committee, which 
also includes representation from Statistics Canada, Agriculture Canada 
and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, focuses on ways and means of 
improving the quality of poultry statistics and of standardizing related 
definitional terms. 


AGENCY OPERATIONS REVIEW 


Section 6(1)(b) of the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act stipu- 
lates that one of Council’s duties is to review the operations of national 
marketing agencies for the commodities regulated under the legislation. 
The purpose of this review is to ensure that these agencies conduct their 
operations in such a manner that they promote a strong, efficient and 
competitive industry for the regulated product, and that they have due 
regard for the interests of producers and consumers. 

The Council’s work in this area for the year under review pertained 
primarily to the existing national marketing agencies under its supervi- 
sion: the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency and the Canadian Turkey 
Marketing Agency. In addition, considerable developmental and liaison 
work was undertaken in connection with the proposed chicken broiler 
agency as required under Section 6(1)(a) of the Farm Products Market- 
ing Agencies Act. 
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ACTIVITIES RESPECTING THE CANADIAN EGG 
MARKETING AGENCY 


REVISION IN THE COST OF PRODUCTION FORMULA FOR 
EGGS 


A series of hearings conducted by this Council in 1976 resulted in the 
recommendation that certain components of the cost of production 
formula for eggs should be studied further. It is partially in response to 
this that a firm of private consultants was retained by the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency to conduct an update survey and analyses of the 
components of commercial egg production at the farm gate. 

The consulting firm prepared an Update Report on the Provincial 
Models of the Farm Gate cost of Egg Production, which was submitted in 
July of 1977. An executive summary of the Update Report which was 
submitted to the Federal Minister of Agriculture along with a copy of the 
study, was subsequently tabled in the House of Commons. Based on the 
results from the Update, as well as analyses undertaken by this Council 
and Agriculture Canada, the Council directed the Canadian Egg Market- 
ing Agency on July 13, 1977 to implement the following changes in the 
application of the cost of production formula: 

(1) the rate of lay was to be increased from 19 to 20 dozen eggs per 

bird; 

(2) the feed conversion ratio was to be reduced from 4.46 to 4.24 
pounds of feed per dozen eggs; 

(3) the land requirement for buildings and equipment was to be 
lowered from 10 to 5 acres at a value of $1,000 per acre; 

(4) total labour requirements were to remain unchanged at four hours 
per week per thousand birds. Paid labour accounted for 2.5 hours, 
of which 40 per cent correspond to management and supervisory 
personnel and 60 per cent to other and unskilled laborers. Imputed 
labour accounted for 1.5 hours, of which 20 per cent corresponded 
to management and supervisory personnel and 80 per cent to other 
and unskilled workers. The wage rates utilized were indexed to 
conform to the Anti-Inflation Board guidelines. 

In addition, on April 12, 1977 the producer return on capital was 
frozen by the Council at 1.95 cents per dozen eggs in order to comply 
with the Anti-Inflation Board guidelines. All of the above changes in the 
cost of production formula, together with increased lay productivity and 
operational efficiency, resulted in a two cents reduction in the producer 
price per dozen for Grade A Large eggs, effective July 18, 1977. The 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency was also directed on July 13, 1977 to 
develop a more defensible basis for the payment of marketing and 
transportation charges. 

Aside from the continuous monitoring and the periodic updating and 
verification of the components of the cost of production formula for eggs, 
the Council is currently involved in further reviewing the details of the 
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analyses in the Update Report, with specific emphasis on the methodo- 
logical aspects of the study inasmuch as the formula and its components 
have to be. 


MONITORING THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE FEDERAL- 
PROVINCIAL AGREEMENTS 


The monthly provincial allocations and inventories of layers were 
checked against the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s corresponding 
bird counts. Whenever there was overutilization of the allocations (more 
than 95 per cent), this resulted in the payment of penalties by the 
province in question. 

Compliance with the Egg Pricing Agreement was monitored by the 
Council and irregularities reported by the Agency. If a particular board 
and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency could not come to an agree- 
ment on prices, the Council was then required to hold a hearing or 
arrange for an arbitration of the dispute. In the 1977-78 fiscal year, the 
Council held two hearings and arbitrated two other disputes between 
Quebec and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, and participated in 
one arbitration involving the Agency and Ontario. In this connection, 
Council has developed a number of specific criteria, guidelines and 
procedures with the object of minimizing misunderstanding between the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency and the commodity boards, particu- 
larly in Quebec where pricing is done at the wholesale level. 

Some of the monitoring activities undertaken by the Council pertained 
to the method of allocating producer quotas. Council, in cooperation with 
the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, arrived at a method for allocating 
quota according to regulated hen numbers rather than to eggs per layer. 
To date, this change has been implemented in all participitating provin- 
ces, excepting Manitoba. 

Another important monitoring activity carried out by the Council 
during 1977, concerned the change in the definition of a layer from hens 
24 weeks old to hens 20 weeks old. On September 8, 1977, the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency passed a resolution proposing this change. Based 
on verifications and validations of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s 
proposal and calculations, the Council reviewed the issue and approved 
the proposed change in definition, provided it did not come into effect 
until after February 1, 1978. The latter proviso was adopted in order to 
give producers sufficient lead time for the changeover. 


REVIEWING THE FINANCIAL PERFORMANCE OF THE 
CANADIAN EGGS MARKETING AGENCY 


This activity included a weekly examination of the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency’s financial statement by the Council. The administra- 
tion of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s three accounts (for surplus 
removal, trading and administration and promotion) is reviewed via | 
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parallel computations and verifications of their movement. However, 
these reviews do not consist of detailed audit analyses. 

Another activity performed by the Council, pertaining to the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency’s finances, consisted of an examination of the 
proposed expenditures on advertisement and promotion contained in the 
Agency’s 1978-79 budget submission. The examination involved a scru- 
tiny of the relationship between per capita consumption of eggs, popula- 
‘tion growth over time and the effects and costs of advertisement and 
promotion. Comparisons were also made with similar outlays and expe- 
riences of other boards and agencies dealing with the marketing of 
agricultural commodities. Where appropriate, suggestions were made to 
the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency with respect to its promotional 
outlays and its budget. 


MONITORING OTHER OPERATIONS OF THE CANADIAN 
EGG MARKETING AGENCY 


Statements of the amendments to the Agency’s levy orders approved by 
Council as well as the provincial levy paid by egg producers are presented 
in Tables 12 and 13.

Complaints relating to faulty dyeing procedures have been investigated 
and an overhaul of the Agency’s regulations has been indicated. 

Council has underway a number of examinations respecting the opera-

ASSESSMENT OF THE COST OF PRODUCTION MODELS FOR 
TURKEYS 


_ With the intent of standardizing cost of production formulae employed 
_by each province, the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency commissioned 
c firm of private consultants to develop reliable provincial cost of 
production models for turkeys. 

Further discussions are planned with the Agency and the consultants in 
“respect to the methodologies employed. Unlike eggs, turkeys are priced 
‘by each provincial board. Therefore, it is not intended that a cost of 
‘production formula be a pricing formula but rather a benchmark from 
which prices would respond to market realities above or below a recog- 
‘nized cost of production. The Agency continually reviews prices set by 
‘the provinces and is accountable to the Council which ensures that such 
prices are both responsible and realistic.

Other monitoring activities performed by the Council in 1977 with | 
respect to the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency, included verifying » 
the need for supplementary turkey imports (Table 17) in order to advise | 
the Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce on permit applications 
thereof, and pre-auditing the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency’s | 
changes in levy orders.

Agency’s calculations, particularly to ensure the availability of adequate 
funds for the intended levy uses (administration, marketing and promo- | 
tion). The Council approved changes in the levy orders as indicated in | 
Table 19. It should be noted that the increase in the levy in 1978 was due | 
to the Agency becoming actively involved in a promotion program. |

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REVIEWING THE FINANCIAL PERFORMANCE OF THE 
CANADIAN TURKEY MARKETING AGENCY 


This activity consists of scrutinizing the bi-annual financial statement 
of the Agency, copies of which are submitted to the Council by the 
auditors. Thus, this review does not comprise a full financial audit. 


_ PROBLEMS AND PROSPECTS 


M:nor problems were encountered during 1977-78 in the operations of 
the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency. However, some areas in which 
improvements can be expected to the benefit of the whole industry 
pertain to: 

(1) the matching of expected demand with supply by weight 

categories; 

(2) the minimization of quota values; 

(3) the establishment and exploration of new markets; 

(4) the development of new forms of product. 

The Council stands ready to work with the Agency and other segments 
of the industry in furthering the performance in these areas. Among the 
Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency’s related activities currently under- 
way by the Council are: 

(1) collaborating with the Policy and Economics Branch of Agricul- 
ture Canada to develop a short run demand forecasting model for 
turkeys; 

(2) refining our present production forecasting model, particularly 
with respect to poult placements and hatchery supply flocks; 

(3) investigating the relationship between variations in exchange rates 
and expected levels of turkey imports and exports; 

(4) further analysis, review and assessment of the components of the 
cost of production formula for turkeys. 


ACTIVITIES RESPECTING THE PROPOSED 
NATIONAL CHICKEN MARKETING AGENCY 


The Federal Minister of Agriculture announced on June 14, 1977 that 
Cabinet had approved in principle the creation of a national chicken 
marketing agency. Following this, the Council began a series of consulta- 
tions and negotiations with the provinces concerning the elements of the 
revised Plan. 

The process of consultations with the provinces which was carried out 
during the second half of 1977 by the Council, led to the agreement of 
seven provincial governments and an equal number of provincial market- 
ing boards to participate in the Plan to establish a national chicken 
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agency. The nonparticipating provinces at this time were: Alberta, Mani- 
toba and Newfoundland. There is a provision in the Plan for nonpartici- 
pating provinces to join later and by the end of the fiscal year, Manitoba 
had indicated its intention to join the Plan. 

A series of further amendments to the Agreement with the signing 
provinces have been approved and returned to the Council: 

(1) the inclusion of two appointees in the proposed national agency; 

(2) provisions for handling production from unregulated areas via the 

establishment of quotas by the agency; 

(3) the deletion of references to the nonparticipating provinces from 

the Agreement; 

(4) the change in the location of the agency’s headquarters from 

Winnipeg to Toronto. 

A series of three consultative meetings were held by the Interdepart- 
mental Committee on the Chicken Proposal, in order to review the Plan 
and ensure that the concerns of all interested federal government entities 
were taken into account. Participants on the Interdepartmental Commit- 
tee are able to contribute to the Plan, and at the same time, keep abreast 
of any new developments. 

The United States, as the main source of chicken imported into 
Canada, would be significantly affected if a national chicken marketing 
agency were proclaimed. In this connection, the Federal Minister of 
Agriculture announced on March 28, 1978 that the United States had 
been notified of Canada’s intention to proceed with the agency and that, 
as a result, the importation of chicken into Canada would be regulated. 


ADMINISTRATION AND FINANCES 


PERSONNEL MATTERS 


During 1977-78, there were no changes among the Council members, 
compared to the previous fiscal year. The Council has a total complement 
of 21 authorized man-years, which comprised, for the year under review, 
20 permanent positions and five term positions, inclusive of the Council 
members. The two permanent positions currently vacant are the Director 
of Information Services and Head, Records Management. Council has 
under consideration the employment of staff to extenuate its capability in 
monitoring, which may entail a rearrangement within man-year limita- 
tions in compliance with restraint guidelines. 

Of the sixteen permanent positions in the executive staff of the 
Council, thirteen have been designated bilingual. All but one of these 
positions are staffed by bilingual incumbents. 
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ACCOMMODATION 


Council’s offices will shortly be moved from its present location to the 
Centre Building, Place de Ville. 


FINANCIAL MATTERS

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Introduction 


Mandate 


The National Farm Products Marketing Council was established in 1972 
under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act. The major focus of the Act is 
on the co-ordination of the provincial marketing functions and activity in respect 
of the regulated commodities at the national level. 


Council enquires into and advises the Minister of Agriculture on the 
merits of establishing new agencies, expanding the scope of established agencies 
and amending existing national marketing plans; reviews the operation of the 
established agencies to ensure that they are promoting and maintaining a strong, 
efficient and competitive industry, and that they have due regard for the interests 
of both producers and consumers; works with the agencies in promoting more 
effective marketing of the regulated commodities through interprovincial and 
export trade; liaises and consults with the provincial governments on matters 
related to the marketing of regulated commodities; and is empowered to conduct 
public hearings on any matter if it is within the public interest to do so. 


Three national marketing agencies have now been established under the 
Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act: the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 
in 1972, the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency in 1973, and in December 1978, 
the Canadian Chicken Marketing Agency was proclaimed. 


In January 1979, the Minister of Agriculture issued a press release which 
outlined a number of guidelines for Council to follow in the supervision and 
regulation of national marketing agencies established under the legislation. The 
Minister also instructed Council to set out and make known the procedures it is 
using to handle appeals and complaints and to redress legitimate grievances. In 

addition, he noted that the Council should be able to explain its decisions to 
interested persons and show that supplies are adequate and prices consistent with 
the costs of an efficient producer plus a normal and reasonable profit. Council is 
now reviewing these directives and their interpretation. 


Organization 


The Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act stipulates that Council 
consists of not less than three and not more than nine members, of whomat least 
half shall be primary producers. The members are appointed by the Governor-in- 
Council, and should represent all regions of Canada. Four of the Council 
members, including the Chair and Vice-Chairman, are appointed ona full-time 
basis. The Executive Director, a public service appointee, also acts as Secretary 
to Council. During the year under review, Council met seven times. 


Some changes occurred in Council’s membership during 1978/1979. In 
January 1979, the Minister of Agriculture announced the appointment of 
Ms. June Menzies as Chair of the National Farm Products Marketing Council, 
effective February 1. She replaces Mr. Paul Babey, who was appointed Vice- 
Chairman of the Farm Credit Corporation, also effective February 1; Mr. Babey 


had been Chairman of Council since its establishment in 1972. Ms. Menzies, an | 
economist, from Winnipeg, Manitoba, had been Vice-Chair of the Anti- Inflation: 
Board for the past three years, and was previously Vice-Chair of the National: 
Advisory Council on the Status of Women. At the end of January, Mr. George. 
Home retired as a member of Council. Mr. Home had been with Council since, 
1975. Council now consists of seven members and is supported by a staff of, 
public service employees. For 1978/1979, Council had a total complement of 21! 
authorized man-years including the full-time members. ( 
! 

During the year, Council was faced with several problems and policy issues. | 
This report presents a review of council’s actions in dealing with these and in. 
carrying out its objectives under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act. | 
However, in describing the operations of Council, it is important to consider the: 
economic conditions affecting the production and marketing of the regulated | j 
commodities. A summary of important economic developments for 1978 is, 


provided in the next section as a background to Council’s activities. | 


Review of Economic Conditions, 1978 


World and National Overview* 


As Canada is one of the world’s important trading nations, external 
economic forces, especially those in the United States, affect the performance of 
the domestic economy. It is appropriate, therefore, to identify some of the 
external economic indicators that have affected the Canadian economy, 
particularly its agricultural industry. 


During 1978, most of the world’s industrialized countries experienced 
deceleration in their real economic growth (see Table 1), following international 
price increases for oil. This slowdown reflected the slower movement in 
consumer expenditures as well as other components of private demand (e.g., 
business fixed investment) and resulted in increased unemployment in a number 
of these countries, including Canada. However, the pace of inflation decelerated 
significantly during the second half of the year, partly in response to an easing of 
prices in non-oil commodities. 


Canada’s gross national product (GNP) rose 10.3 percent during 1978, but 
real output increased by 3.4 percent. The performance of the Canadian dollar 
was volatile, such that by the end of 1978, it had fallen 6.8 percent against the 
U.S. dollar, and 9.5 percent against a trade-weighted index of 10 major 
currencies. Partly as a result of the devaluation of the Canadian dollar, exports 
increased by 8.5 percent, while imports increased by 4.1 percent, but import 
prices rose by 12.7 percent, reflecting prices on world commodity markets. 

Canadian consumer prices rose 9 percent in 1978, according to the 
consumer price index (CPI). However, the rate of increase excluding fresh fruit 
and vegetables was 6.9 percent in comparison with 7.9 percent in 1977, indicating 
that price advances had slowed more than trends in overall CPI would suggest.

The bank rate was increased from 7.5 percent in January 1978 to an all-time 
high of 11.25 percent in January 1979, thereby increasing the cost of consumer! 
loans from about 9 percent to more than 14 percent for the same period. This was. 
intended to reduce inflationary pressures by slowing consumer and private. 
demand. Consequently, consumer spending was inhibited by higher interest rates | 
and by Anti-Inflation Board limits in wage rate increases which substantially 
slowed expansion of real disposable income. Disposable income increased by 
11.6 percent during 1978. Unemployment rates average 8.5 percent through the. 
year, drifting upwards towards the end of 1978 as the creation of employment 
lagged behind the growth in the labour force. 


Agriculture* 


Although primary agriculture accounts directly for only 3-4 percent of 
gross national product (GNP), it is a key Canadian industry, normally providing, 
a large trade surplus which in 1978 amounted to $1.5 billion. The volume of 
agricultural production for the year increased 7.8 percent in comparison with a 
3.4 percent increase in all-industry output. 


Canadian farm cash receipts rose considerably during 1978, increasing by | 
almost 18 percent, in part because of the impact of general world inflation and 
Canadian dollar devaluation. Offsetting this rise were significant cost increases. 
for such inputs as energy, interest rates, land, labour and farm machinery. 


The rate of increase in wages was 5.4 percent, less than half that of the year 
previously. Farm employment increased by | percent, but farmers still faced the, 
problems of insufficient supplies of experienced labour, uncertain supplies of 
peak-period labour and high worker turnover rates. 
| 
Poultry Products 

In 1978, cash receipts for producers in the poultry meat industry rose 8.2. 
percent, and 4.6 percent for egg producers (Table 2). Higher input costs were. 
faced in both industries and are illustrated for eggs in Table 3. Feed prices rose. 
(Tables 4 & 5) asa result of higher world prices as well as a reduced Ontario corn | 
crop combined with an increase in farm storage capacity. Supplies of poults and. 
hatching eggs were tight, so prices rose (Table 6). Interest rates were higher, as. 
were labour and energy costs. However, tight supplies and rising prices for red 
meats, particularly beef, resulted in higher demand for poultry products. 


Eggs 


Because of heavy levels of excess product in 1977 (Table 7), production) 
cutbacks were put into effect in 1978 by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, | 
(CEMA). As of January |, national (and, therefore, provincial) quota allocation. 
was reduced by 5 percent, and as of February 1, the definition of a layer was) 
changed from a 24 week old bird to one of 20 weeks. This had the effect of further 
reducing permissible marketings by some 1.3 percent.

For 1978, the laying flock size averaged 2.4 percent above year-earlie1 
levels. However, in October-November, effects of the production cutback: 
became apparent, showing a reduction in the regulated flock size in the latter pari 
of the year (Table 8). While the volume of grade A extra large and A large sizes 
was greater by 7.6 and 4.1 percent, respectively, over year-earlier levels, volum¢ 
of other grade A sizes was down (Table 9). Commercial marketings for the yeal 
totalled 24,128,000 boxes compared with 23,694,000 in 1977 for a percentage 
increase of 1.8 percent (Table 10). | 


This situation, plus a slightly stronger demand, led to increased imports 
towards the end of the year, at prices equal to or higher than domestic produci 
at wholesale. Inspected shell egg imports, which are generally for table 
consumption, totalled 412,187,000 boxes for a 61 percent increase over 197} 
imports (Table 11). Total shell egg exports were 558,891,000 boxes (Table 12] 
(of which 332,803 boxes were shipped in Bond to the U-S. for re-export af 
table eggs to other countries), in comparison to 434,615,000 boxes for a yeal| 
earlier, for an increase of 28.6 percent. | 

Production of liquid, frozen and powdered eggs was almost the same for 
1977 and 1978 at 2.1 million boxes equivalent. While CEMA egg purchases were 
adequate to meet breaker commitments for product for the first nine months of 
the year, breaker eggs were in short supply during the last quarter of 1978, anc 
the first quarter of 1979. 


Prices were reasonably stable throughout the industry chain (Table 13), 
The weighted average price to producers for grade A large size rose 0.5 percent 
in 1978 (72.8¢/doz.) compared with 1977 (72.5¢/doz.). The weighted average! 
wholesale price of cartoned grade A large size eggs for 1978 was 90.2¢/doz., an’ 
increase of 2.6 percent over 1977 (87.9¢/doz.). The consumer weighted average 
price for grade A large size eggs in cartons increased to 97.2¢/doz., a rise of 2 
percent over the 1977 figure (94.3¢/doz.). Per capita consumption declined by 
2.7 percent (Table 26). ;

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Turkeys 


Despite a poult shortage in the latter part of the year, production 
figures were on target for 1978. To ensure balanced and adequate supplies of 
each weight range, turkey broiler poult placements, most of which were destined 
for slaughter in 1978, were down by 18.0 percent over 1977, while hen and tom 
poult placements increased by 14.6 and 6.5 percent, respectively (Table 14). Total 
Canadian turkey slaughterings of 194.9 million pounds (Table 15), were only 
0.14 percent below the quota allocation of 195.2 million pounds (a 6 percent 
reduction in quota over 1977). This year’s on-target slaughtering figure was the 
result of an over-production of 4.5 million pounds from B.C., Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and New Brunswick, and an underproduction of 4.8 million pounds 
from Alberta, Ontario, Quebec and Nova Scotia. 


Total turkey imports for 1978 were 5.6 million pounds, an increase of 1.32 
percent over 1977 (Table 16). Of this figure, 40.2 percent were in live form, 40.6 
percent in carcass form and 19.2 percent in turkey parts. Prices for imports were 
high due to the exchange rate and high U.S. prices. 


At the beginning of the year, there was little change in prices. During the 
latter half of 1978, higher costs for feed and poults pushed up producer prices to 
an annual increase of 5.3 percent (Table 17). Wholesale and retail prices 
increased substantially by 12.8 and 16.7 percent, respectively, rising in response 
to increasing prices for competitive meats and strengthening consumer demand 
for turkey. 


The pattern of turkey disappearance changed somewhat during 1978 
(Table 18). Whereas traditionally, almost 50 percent of total disappearance 
occurs in the last quarter, this figure dropped to 45 per cent in the last quarter of 
1978 when retail prices were rising rapidly. Canadian commercial disappearance 
increased 2 percent over 1977 to 212.5 million pounds, but estimated per capita 
consumption increased only slightly by 0.2 percent over 1977 to 9.24 pounds 
(Table 26).

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Chicken 


Broiler chick placements were 9.1 percent higher in 1978 than in 1977, while 
placements for roasters decreased 0.04 percent over the same period (Table 19). 
Total slaughter through registered stations increased by 8.8 percent (Table 20), 
reflecting an 8.2 percent increase in broilers (which represent slightly more than 
90 percent of total chicken slaughtered and a 14.9 increase in roasters. 


As of January |, 1979, there was a total of 28.6 million pounds of chicken in 
storage, an increase of 19.7 percent over year-earlier figures. In 1978, broilers 
represented 39.9 percent, roasters 16 percent and further processing 44. 1 percent 
of the total (Table 21). 


Storage stocks were severely reduced during the summer months of the 
year as a result of increased disappearance, resulting in high import levels. Total 
imports of chicken increased by 6.81 percent over 1977 (Table 22). Live imports, 
converted to eviscerated weight, represented 43.8 percent of total imports, and 
carcass form and parts represented 37.4 percent and 18.8 percent, respectively. 
Total imports as a percentage of total Canadian slaughterings were 6.8 percent in 
comparison with 6.9 percent in 1977 (Table 23). During the latter half of the year, 
prices for chicken imports were much higher than Canadian prices, due to the 
import tariff, Canadian currency devaluation and higher U.S. prices. 


While exports of chicken were not significant in 1978, 22,726 pounds of 
eviscerated frozen chicken were exported in comparison with 10,404 pounds in 
1977. 


Live producer prices for broiler chicken increased by 6 percent from a 
national weighted average of 34.63¢/lb. in 1977 to 36.72¢/Ib. in 1978 (Table 24). 
Wholesale to retail average weighted prices for eviscerated chicken increased by 
15.3 percent from 64.26 ¢/lb. in 1977 to 74.10 ¢/Ib. in 1978. Average weighted 
prices to consumers escalated faster than the combined weighted average 
producer and wholesale percentage increases, by 22.2 percent, from 84.88 ¢/Ib. in 
1977 to 103.71 ¢/lb. in 1978. The producer’s share of the consumer dollars spent 
on broiler chicken decreased by 4.94 percent, from 39.70 percent in 1977 to 34.76 
percent in 1978 (Table 25). 


Domestic disappearance increased by 4.2 percent in 1978 and per capita 
consumption by 6.25 percent (Table 26), partly in response to price increases for 
red meat, particularly beef.

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Council’s Monitoring Activities 


In its supervisory role, the National Farm Products Marketing Council has 
addressed a number of important issues and problems concerning the functions 
and activities of the national marketing agencies under its supervision. 


Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 


Egg Pricing 


Council met with the Agency concerning the updating of the cost of egg 
production formula which is carried out every two years. As a result of these 
meetings, Council, in collaboration with Agriculture Canada, has undertaken a 
supplementary survey of farm units outside the scope of the sample used in 
determining the cost of production model (based on farm units of 10,000 - 50,000 
layers, representing 25 per cent of producers and 54 per cent of production) to 
ensure that the sample adequately reflects production costs. 


Council is examining the freight and handling components of the cost of 
production formula. At Council’s request, Agriculture Canada undertook a 
study of this issue to identify and examine alternative methods of ensuring 
interprovincial egg movements while maintaining a fair return to producers. 
Council is now reviewing these alternatives with CEMA and the provincial 
supervisory agencies. 


In July, CEMA implemented a | cent/dozen price increase in eastern 
provinces to effect higher differentials, without Council’s approval. Council 
advised the Agency that it was in non-compliance, and following discussions, 
CEMA removed the price increase. With Council’s approval, CEMA then 
reduced prices by | cent/dozen in western provinces to widen differentials. 


During 1978/79, Council approved the following changes in the Agency’s 
cost of production formula: 


— the allocation for freight and handling in the calculations of salvage 
value to producers in B.C. was increased from | cent to 1.5 cents per 
dozen; 


— the calculation for imputed labour and producer return was affected by 
the removal of Anti-Inflation Board guidelines in December 1978, 
causing a | cent per dozen increase in producer prices, effective January 
if, ONE 


— handling charges to Ontario were increased by | cent per dozen.

Council approved the changes in prices due to the monthly up-date in the 
cost of production variables, shown in the table below:

Monitoring the Implementation of the Federal-Provincial Agreement | 


Following the Supreme Court ruling in January 1978 that provincial 
boards did not have the authority to collect levies as agents of CEMA, provinces 
undertook to recommend the necessary amendments to their provincia] 
marketing legislation, plans, orders and regulations, to clarify the Agency’ s legal 
authority. The Quebec Board obtained two judicial rulings, one opposing and’ 
one supporting the Supreme Court decision, followed by the Quebec National) 
Assembly Bill 116, requiring the dissidents to pay the Agency in due course. | 
Ontario is witholding levies owed to CEMA pending a legal decision. 


On the recommendation of CEMA, Council authorized the imposition and 
collection of $459,000 in penalties for overproduction in British Columbia, 
Manitoba and Ontario. Council also acted as arbitrator in a pricing dispute 
between CEMA and the Quebec Agency, FEDCO, as specified in the pricing 
agreement between the Agency and that province. 


Quota Allocation 


On the recommendation of CEMA, Council authorized a change in the 
definition of a layer from one of 24 to one of 20 weeks of age, effective February 
1, 1978. This had the effect of encompassing previously unregulated production 
and so reduced permitted production by 1.3 percent. In addition, Council 
approved a 5 percent cutback in the regulated layers, effective July 1, 1978. In the 
first quarter of 1979, the effects of the cutback, coupled with an increase in 
demand for eggs, possibly as a result of higher beef prices, resulted in a shortage’ 
of eggs for the breaker trade. Due to the increased demand, Council approved a3) 
percent quota increase, effective March | and a further increase of 2 percent,’ 
effective April 30, 1979. 


Financial Performance 


The Agency presents a weekly management report to Council for 
verification of accounts (surplus removal, administration and trading) and a 
yearly financial report for Council approval. This year, Council obtained a 
further breakdown of accounting data with more detail on egg movements in 
support of certain revenues and expenses. 
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Levies 


Council approved three amendments tothe Agency’s purchasing order levy 
during 1978/79. The first, a decrease of | cent/dozen, was requested by CEMA in 
May, effective July 1. Council requested a further decrease of .5 cent/dozen in 
October, which the Agency accepted in December, effective December 31. An 
additional decrease of .5 cent/dozen was recommended in December, and made 
effective in February. 


Council requested the Agency to explain the reason for its non-compliance 
with established policy concerning its surplus removal fund. On December 31, 
1978, this stood at a gross figure of almost $8.2 million, and a net figure of $5 
million,* well in excess of the net $1 - 3 million limit recommended by Council 
and accepted by the Agency’s Directors in 1975. Council requested CEMA to 
submit proposals to reduce the fund to its agreed limit, and recommended that 
purchasing orders levies be reduced in view of this high cumulative balance 
and the lesser amount of surplus removal being undertaken by the Agency. 


Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency 


Assessment and Review of the Cost of Production Formula for Turkey 


At the request of Council, the Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency 
(CIMA) commissioned an independent firm of consultants to develop a 
standardized cost of production model for turkey which could be used by each 
member province. Council reviewed and analyzed the proposed model and 
raised three major concerns: 


— the sampling technique excluded speciality and range operations, 


— selected feed companies’ price lists were used to price feed instead 
Canadian Livestock Feed Board data, 


— a marketplace risk was included. 


Council reviewed with the Canadian Livestock Feed Board its meth- 
odology in collecting and compiling turkey feed price data. As a result, a revised 
format was developed for more accurate price data on feeds for poultry. 


Turkeys are priced by the provincial boards and the intent of the costing 
model is not to price product but to serve as a guide for provincia! boards in 
negotiating prices paid to turkey producers by processors. Therefore, the costing 
models are compiled and used at the provincial level. However, the Agency has 
agreed to update the costing model quarterly to ensure that turkey prices at the 
producer level are related to production costs. Council continuously monitors 
and verifies the cost components of the cost of production formula and 
independently undertakes periodic updating. 


Quota Allocation 


Early in 1978, Council approved an Agency request for an upward 
adjustment of 5 million pounds from the initial 190,161,000 pounds allocated for

1978, because of rising prices for competitive products and rising demand for 
poultry. In June, CIMA requested quota to be increased by a further 5 million 
pounds; Council refused the additional increase as production could not be 
geared to produce this extra product in time for the Christmas season and also 
because of a growing North American poult shortage. Instead, Council urged the 
Agency to establish early its target quota allocation for 1979 and to gear up 
production accordingly. 


Council approved a 224 million pound preliminary quota for 1979 to 
ensure an adequate but not excessive supply of turkey meat to consumers. In 
March, CTMA requested a further increase. Based on forecast disappearance of 
turkey and rising prices for beef, Council approved an increase to 230 million 
pounds for 1979 quota. 


Monitoring the Implementation of the Federal/Provincial Agreement 


As required by legislation, Council pre-audited all changes in regulations 
or orders submitted by CIMA. Included in these are levels and changes in the 
yearly national production allocation for turkey. The Agency arrived at a 
distribution of the national allocation to its member provinces after a series of 
negotiations. 


Council directed the Agency to develop a formula that would take into 
account the criteria set forth in the Plan and the aspect of comparative 
advantage. Through a series of intensive negotiations, a quota distribution 
formula was developed and accepted by the Agency for use in allowing up to 30 
million pounds above base (200,690,000). Nevertheless, two notices of intention 
to withdraw from the national plan were submitted to CTMA by Alberta and 
British Columbia, as these provinces felt their interests and market requirements 
had not been taken into account by the Agency in distributing national quota. 
The issue was resolved following negotiations with the Agency. However, the 
matter led Council to review the conditions under which provinces may 
withdraw from the plan, and the procedures to be followed. 


Early in 1978, British Columbia issued quota of nearly 2 million pounds in 
excess of its provincial allocation. This constituted an act of non-compliance 
according to Section iv(i) of the Federal/ Provincial Agreement. Council took 
action to notify the British Columbia Supervisory Agency and the British 
Columbia Turkey Marketing Board to reconsider their position. In this respect, 
the Marketing Board issued an interim order, 5/78, to re-establish the quota 
issued to producers in line with the province’s allocation. 


Promotion Agreement 


Under this plan, the provinces agree to produce their quota entitlement for 
the year and impose upon themselves both a poundage and a monetary penalty 
should they overproduce. 


Due to the special conditions that prevailed in 1978, British Columbia had 
refused to sign the original 1978 promotion agreement. On review, CTMA 
agreed, in October 1978, that the promotion agreement would encompass both 
1978 and 1979. In this respect, this agreement stipulated that no monetary 
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penalty would be imposed on producers for 1978 over-production, but that a 
poundage penalty would be imposed for all over-producing provinces. In 1979, 
however, the penalty would increase to 10 cents per pound over-produced. 


Council, as signatory to this agreement, verified that the bonds had been 
placed by all the provincial boards and will monitor the adherence by the 
provinces to the promotion agreement. 


Review of the Financial Performance of CTMA 


The review of the financial activities of the Agency is an ongoing aspect of 
Council’s function as the monitoring body. During 1978, the Agency developed 
an additional fund, the Promotion Fund, expenses for which were previously 
incorporated in its operating fund. This was as a result of a recommendation by 
Council to develop a promotion program that could possibly stop the consistent 
decline in per capita consumption of turkey. It should be noted that ap- 
proximately 71 per cent of the national levy is directed towards promotion and 
advertising expenses. In 1979, the Agency initiated a $750,000 promotional 
campaign. 


Issues 


Council has issued directives to the Agency regarding its cost of production 
reports, quota orders and general orders on the timely receipt of these reports by 
Council. Moreover, Council has also expressed the need for the early estab- 
lishment of quota allocation to allow breeding flocks and the industry in general 
to be geared to the expected production levels set by the Agency. 


Some outstanding issues in which consultations continue pertain to: 


(1) the categorization of the national allocation by weight-range to meet 
expected demand; 


(2) the minimization of quota values; 


(3) the standardization of quota allocation and levy collection procedure 
between the provinces and the national agency. 


Council has investigated a number of aspects of the operations of the 
Canadian Turkey Marketing Agency. These are: 


(1) further examinations of the provincial cost of production formulae for 
turkeys toward improving their validity and fairness; 


(2) continued monitoring of the implementation of the Federal/ Provincial 
Agreement, and the Agency’s Rules & Regulations; 


(3) investigation on the question of the import status of turkey; 


(4) refinement, in collaboration with Agriculture Canada, ona short-term 
forecasting model for turkey disappearance;

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Canadian Chicken Marketing Agency 


The Canadian Chicken Marketing Agency was proclaimed by Order in 
Council under the Farm Products Marketing Agencies Act at the end of 
December 1978. The new Agency received an initial federal start-up grant of 
$100,000, but will fund its operations through the collection of producer levies. 
Eight provincial governments and producer organizations have joined the new 
Agency, and Newfoundland is expected to sign within a year, following the 
organization of a provincial board. Alberta has not joined, but has agreed to co- 
operate. 


Council organized the Agency’s inaugural meeting in early February, and is 
working with the Agency’s officers to establish policy. Its executive officers have 
been elected and their fees approved. An administration levy of 3¢/100 Ibs. 
liveweight has been approved by Council and quota regulations are being 
determined. Provincial boards have agreed to increase the Canadian production 
by 12 per cent for 1979. A national cost of production formula is currently being 
developed to be used as a guide by member provinces in negotiating prices paid to 
producers.

Liaison and Co-ordination 


During the year under review, members and staff represented Council at 17 
major international and national conferences, as well as at a variety of meetings 
concerning provincial marketing of regulated commodities. 


At the international conferences attended, papers were presented on 
national marketing boards and their role in the agricultural industry, and on 
subjects related to the operation of Council. These conferences provide 
opportunities for Council to broaden its knowledge and understanding of related 
activities by its counterparts all over the world, to establish and maintain 
international contacts, and to make reports on Canada’s national marketing 
plans. At the International Egg Commission and World Poultry Conferences in 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, Mr. Paul Babey, then Council Chairman, brought 
delegates up to date on recent developments in the Canadian egg marketing 
program. 


Council sponsored the annual federal/ provincial marketing seminar for 
provincial supervisory agencies which was hosted in October by British 
Columbia. The seminar provided an opportunity for Council and its provincial 
counterparts to exchange ideas; topics discussed included the long-term 
consequences of supply management on Canada’s international trade, consumer 
interests, market sharing arrangements, and forecasting methodology used in 
assessing demand for regulated commodities. The provincial supervisory boards 
also reported on recent developments in their marketing areas, and a report was 
presented on the activities of the Provincial Agricultural Marketing Plan 


Administrators (P.A.M.P.A.). 


During the year, Council had representatives at meetings of the national 
agencies under its supervision, and also participated in a number of meetings 
with provincial ministers and their departments of agriculture, producer groups 
and their representatives, provincial supervisory bodies, federal government 
departments, consumer representatives, processors, distributors and retailers.
